Edward Vil. Was Accorded a 
Most Enthusiastic Reception. 


Rmperer Francis Joseph Greeted Him at 
the Station im British Untform—At 
State Dinner Beth Monarchs Expressed 
Friendly Sentiments, and King Kdward 
Appetated the Xmperor a Field Mar- 
shal of the British Army, - 


Vienna, Sept. 1.—King Edward ar 
rived here at 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon from Maricnbad and was ac- 
corded an enthusiastic reception. The 
city was elaborately decorated, and 
along the route from the railroad 
station to the Hofburg triumphal 
arches, displaying the Austrian and 
British fags entwined, wore erveted. 

Emnperor Francis Joseph, wearing 
the uniform of the Lritish 
Guards and accompanist by several 
Archdukes © and other notables, re- 
ceived King Edward at the station. 
The King wore the unifurm of a 
coloncl of the Austrian. Hussars. Af- 
ter the presentation of the Arch- 
dukes and others, their Majeatics 
drove to the Hofburg ia wm Jandau 
drawn by six horses, immense crows 
lining the strects. 

At the Hofburg the King was _re- 
coived by the Archduchesses, Forcign 
Minister Goluchowski, the Austrign 
and the Hungarian Premiom und tho 
court and state dignitaries, ‘There- 
after the King retired to his apart- 
snents, where he was oMecially visited 
by the Emperor. 

A Stato dinner in honor of King 
Edward was given at the Uofburg 
last night, the company preascnt in- 
cluded the Einperor, all tho Arch- 
dukes and Archduchsses, the Minis- 
ters, diplomats and the goneral staf 
of the army.

Rellance Twe asd = Walf Miles Ahead 
But Failed te Finish ia Time—Twe 
Miles In Half an Hour. 


New York, Sept. 1.—An autumnal 
storm which had kept Reliance and 
Shamrock for 72 hours within tho 
shelter of Sandy Hook Bay, had 
blown itself out sufficiently yesterday 
niorning to enable the two racers to 
venture once niore into the open sen 
for a gontinuance of their races for 
the America’s Cup.-‘The gale, hox= 
ever, had left as a token of its 
strength a very heavy swell, so that 
when the two boats turned the point 
of Sandy Hook they at once. began 
to roll and wallow like a counle of 
coal barges, 

When tne Regatta Committee boat 
reached the lightship it was found 
that to start a race from that point 
15 miles ‘to leeward or windward 
would be impossible and a signal was 
hoisted postponing the start until a 
line could be establishod sufficiently 
south of the lightship to send’ the 
yachts off to windward. t 

Reliance te Windward. 

Hall. a minute before the starting 
gun was fired jib topsails were brok- 
en out on both boats. The starting 
gun was fired at 11.45, with the 
bouts to the leeward of the line, 
They immediately trimmed in their 
sheets and went across the line on 
tho starboard tack, Heliance a little 
to windward.

Chicago, Aug 30.—In this sermon 
the Preacher piuculcates the duty of 
truthfulness: in all the-relations of 

Ufe—in business, in  politics;‘in our 

social intercourso and our roligion. 

His “text. is Acts .v, 8: ‘‘Tell mo 

whether ye sold the land for so much? 

And sho said, Yea, for so much.” 

Morbid curiosity is to the cye what 
gossip is to the car. Tho gruesome, 

“the hideous, the diseased, tho appall- 

ing, are objects at which some of us 

never tire of looking. Let a poor 
workman tumble from a scaffolding 
and have his brains ‘bespattered upon 

the city pavements below, or Ict a 

helpless washerwoman, staggering un- 

der her load of clothes, be crushed by 
the truckman’s wheel, or a drunken 
human brute bo battered by a police- 
man’s club and the. crowds will col- 
lect as rapidly as do carrion cating 
birds at the scent of a carcass. All 
day long a steady stream of sight- 
socrs passes in and out of tho Par 
sian morgue. ‘The more bloated and 
deformed the corpses the’ stronger the 
fascination and the bigger the crowd.

-Oh, no. Because most people 
would intentionally and deliberately 
rob an innocent man of his char- 
acter as a sneak thief might snatch 
& woman's pocket-book and run? Oh, 
no; but because most Peoplo would 
rather hear il) of their neighbors 
than good. ‘Therefore When a false

}  Glear-Cut Kaunelation of Alternative 
Gevernment Ownership Pian Freeeat- 
“ed te the House in a Freposed Motion 
—Debate on Resolutions Ended. 
» Ottawa, Sopt. 2.—In the course of 
his speech in the House during yes- 


terday afternoon Hon. William Pat- 
erson, Minister/of Customs, threw 


"out a challenge to the Opposition in 


these words: “‘We have a proposition 
from their leader that will have - to 
be carried out if they come into pow- 
er and aro careful to fulfill their 

* plodges, which they say is the com- 

* mon duty of public men. They havo 
not scen fit to embody their policy 
in a resolution, but we do not intend 
to lot them escape under that plea. 
Wo must havo an understanding ~ of 
this altornative policy because there 
aro on both sides of this House men 
of independent views and we want 
the proposition that is the best in 
tho intorests of the country." 

‘The response to this challenge camo 
early last- ovoning when Mr. > Bfonk 
arose and said that with Mr. Clarke's 
Permission he would like to state 
that Mr. Borden had been confined 
to his bed since last Friday evening. 
Br. Borden had requested him to 

" give notices of an amendment which 
ho will move on the second reading 
of the resolution now before the 
Ilouse, or otherwise act at the carli- 
st Possible opportunity. In view of 
what had beon said by the Minister 
of Customs Mr. Monk would say that 
the amendment had been Drepared by 
4°Mr. Borden for some days and ho 
Wan only waiting a favorable oppor- 
tunity to present it. 

The Conservative Ballway Policy. 

Tho rosolution was then read by 
Mr. Monk, as follows: 

“That it fs not expedient to ratify 
tho agreement sct forth in the scho- 
dule to the bill now before this House 
entitled an act respecting the con- 
struction of a National ‘Transconti- 
nental Railway. .

‘ *“‘4-—That in pursuance of this 
pledgy the Government on the 19th 
day of May, 1903,° by an order-in- 
Council touching the question affect- 
| Ing transportation in Canada furthor 
+ declared ita policy in the following 
words: 
(Here follows the excorpt of the 
order-in-Council referred to.) 
“S.—That no such inquiry or inves- 
tigation has been conducted or held 
and the ‘required information’ refer 
red to in order-in-Council, has not 
been, obtained or laid before this 
House. ; 
The Government System. 


“6.—That the Government System, 
of railways should bo developed anil 
improved in the Province of Quebec 
and in the Maritime Provinces and 
should also extend from Montreal 
Westward to such point or pointa:as 
Nill enablo it to transport to Eas- 
tern Canada and “to our national 
Ports on the St. Lawrenco and on 
the Atlantic tho rapidly increasing 
products of our great western coun- 
try. 

“T.—That this House {s of opinion 
that the — Intercolonial Railway 
should continue to be owned and 
or erates by the Government of Can- 
ada, 

“8.—That by (a) developing anil 
extending the Government system of 
railways cither by tho construction 
of new lines or sections of railway, 
or by acquiring and improving ¢x- 
isting lines of railways. (b) Sw 
curing under Government control and 
direction or where expedient under 
Government ownership, common haul- 


age or running facilities in sections: 


where one railway can usefully 
accommodate — several systoms. (cp 
Giving where necessary material aid 
by way of guarantes or otherwise to 
railway construction in the Rtvat 
west and to colonization railways in 
the older provinces. (d) Enlarging 
and improving our canal S¥YStem, de- 
veloping our magnificent’ lake and 
river routes and thoroughly equip- 
ping our national ports on the 
Great Lakes, the St. Lawrence and 
the Atlantic seaboard. (¢) Perfeet- 
ing a system of elevator warehous- 
ing and creating free terminal faci- 
litics and (f) Securing absolute and 
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thorough cohttol of rates in consia- 
eration for assistance thus givon, we 
would opon up now territorics, pro- 
vide for our products the best and 
cheapest transportation to the At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboards, connect

“9.—That the management of Gov- 
ernment and of all other railways 
under tho control directly of tho 
Government’ should be freed from 
party political control, influence and 
interference. 

“10—That for the purpose of ac- 
complishing these results the Gove 
ernment, in accordance with the 


policy wisely laid down fn the on 
der-in-Council above recitied shuld 
avail itself of the best oxpert advice 
and assistance before seeking to com- 
mit the country to expenditure upon 
any national transportation scheme 
or project.’* 
Speakers of the Day. 


Ifon. Wm. Paterson defended the 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme and op- 
posed Me. Borden's alternative pro- 
position. “Mr. E. F, Clarke  replicd 
in a great speech, and after con- 
trasting tho two policies, he said, 
in conclusion, that he believed the 
Conservative proposition would be 
accepted, by the great bulk of the 
people of Canada as one that would 
provide a moro cconomical, a specd- 
ier, a moro effoctive, and a more 
Satisfactory solution of the great 
transportation problem than could 
possibly be secured by the adoption 
of the Government. plan. 

A Series of Divisions. 


At 1.45 this -:norning ‘the House 
divided on the national transconti- 
nental railway resvlution. Several 
members consented to remain silent 
in order to secure an early division. 
Seymour Gourley closed the debate. 

The irst division was on Mr. 
Boyd's amendment to Mr. Puttoe’s 
amendment, It declared in favor of 
tho extension and development of Do- 
tminion Government railways and 
frocing thy management from politi- 
cal influence. Mr. Boyd's amend- 
ment waa lost on a vote of 119 to 
68. Tarte and Bluir voted against 
it. Jabel Robinson supported it.

No wonder that 
Isaiah was afterward used of God to 
prophesy some of the sweetest, most 
loving prophecies concerning the com: 
ing Christ, the patient, suffering, sym- 
pathizing, mighty Redeemer. 

This theme, therefore, plainly indi- 
cates to us that Isaiah's experience 
may be ours, and that to see more 
of God as He is will lead us on and 
up into just such enjoyments of use- 
fulness. Oh! to study this Book of 
His revealed thought and will more 
faithfully, to listen attentively to the 
experiences of older ones who have 
loved and trusted in the promises oj 
God all their days and have never bees 
disappointed, to see the glory of God

The farmers who condemn the use 
of breeds are those who have sever 
tried the experiment of improvement. 
Their chief argument against — pure 
breeds is that the success is in the 
feeding—“the trough is the breed"— 
and, while it is admitted that breed un- 
supported by the trough can never 
prove a profitable agent under any cir- 
cumstances unless the proper breed he 
used for the purpose to be. attained. 
Good breeds require good feeding, but 
they give greater returns for such 


treatment than can be procured from 
common stock under similar treatment, 
The difficutly in the way of breeding is 
that farmers do not familiarize them- 
selves with the characteristics of the 
breeds. Some dairymen who sell milk 
improve their~stock carefully to the 
best of their knowledge by procuring 
Jerseys. Such cases, in’ which m lk 
dairymen introduce dairy blood in their 
herds with a view of increasing milk 
production, are often noticed, not s:up- 
posing that because the Jerseys are bet- 
ter adapted to butter-imaking they have 
no high records for milk production. 
It is an improvement in the one res- 
pect, however, as it increases the but- 
ter: production, but dairymen who scll 
milk and make no specialty of butter 
gain but very little by the improvement, 
except the increase in value of the 
stock, which, of courst more than pays 
for the expense of improvement; but, 
ii the improvement derived is not in the 
direction of butter, the dairyman makes 
a mistake, for the reason that he should 
have Holsteins, which not only yield 
large quantities of milk, but which, in 
certain families, possess excelent but- 
ter-yiclding qualities. 

To make dairying profitable the 
dairyman must first determine his pre- 
ference as to whether he intends to sell 
milk, butter, or botit. The cow is the 
machine that converts food into more 
salable products. She is tha factory 
which manufactures cither milk or but- 
ter, and she must be the right kind of 
cow for the purpose required or she 
will be a failure, If she is to give a 
large yield of milk daily for immediate 
sale it will be a rare exception if she 
is a Jersey, and as the dairyman has 
the privilege of breeding exactly the 
kind of animal that will suit his pur- 
pose, he alone, and not the cow, will Le 
at fault if his milk supply is not up to 
the highest yield. i 

There is another thing the dairyman 
must guard against, which is that a 
milch cow must not convert her food 
into beef. If a cow is intended fot 
milk she must be a milk machine and 


“nothing else. If she is to produce both 


beef and butter at the same time she 
will excel in neither direction. She is 
not wanted for beef, and all food turned 
into beef must come from that intend- 
ed for milk, but when her milking car- 
eer is ended she may then be at liberty 
to divert the production of milk to that 
of beef. Thus a farmer should breed 
for the animal he desires. He should 
study his wants and aim to ratify them, 
If his trough is to be the receptable of 
everything which is convertible into 
material he should keep only such 
stock as will fulfill his expectations. 
The beef-producing, butter-yielding and 
milk-giving breeds differ in form and 
characteristics, 

The most essential requisite in a 
dairy is cleanliness of the stalls and 
milk rooms. Any odors in the stable 
are quickly absorbed by the milk, and 
the ease and facility of churning de- 
pend upon the system and arranges 
ment for keeping the milk. The best 
siuality of butter is not always pro- 

uced from special breeds of cows, as 
many suppose, but by management. 
“Gilt-edged” butter is not obtained 
from the Jerseys exclusively, for the 
best -butter-producing cow will fail to 
provide her quota of butter if the food 
xiven her is inferior, A herd of dairy 
cows are the machites for the conver- 
sion of food into milk, and the. pro- 
ducts of milk—butter and cheese—de- 
pend for quality upon the skill of the 
dairyman. There is no monopoply in 
the production of the “gilt-edged” ar- 
ticle—Philadephia Record.

400 BULGARIANS KILLED, 


Insurgents Defeated by the Turks 
at Lake Repela, Sept. 1. 








Twe Chiefs and Many Others Were Cap- 
Sared—Ievolt Has Begun in the Tark- 
ish Province of Seree—Rallways Fre- 
paring Twenty Traics For the Despatch 
eof Albanian Treops to Adrianepie—

Salonica, Sept. 5.—Details of the 
fighting between the Turks and Bul- 
gariuns at Lake Rupvla, between 
Klissura and Kastoria, Sept. 1, “hen 
the insurgents were defeated, have 
been received here. Four hundred 
Bulgurians were killed and many 
captured, including two chiefs. Fil- 
teen Bulgarian villagers have taken 
refuge in the mountains at Vitch.

Ottawa, Sopt. 5.—Except for two 
bricf _ intermissions the House was 
in continuous session since 8 o’clock 
on Thursday ovening tll 11.30 last 
night. At 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon the House rose for tho regular 
mid-day intermission. This was the 
first break in a sitting that lasted 
exactly seventcen hours. The usual 
afternoon session was held, and as 
usual the Speaker left the chair at 
6 o'clock to resume again at eight, 
Then the House settled down to 
what promiséd to be another seven- 
teen hours’ session. 


Truce Declared. 


But at 11.40 last night the Gov- 
ernment and Opposition came to 
terms, Several agrocments wera 
drawn up, which failed to suit both 
parties. Sir William Mulock and Mr. 
Monk finally got together and evol- 
ved a document which made it clear 
that both tho Government and the 
Opposition had won. Tho Govern 
ment consented to allow clause two, 
Which involves the whole principle of 
the bill to stand for future consid- 
eration.

One day when 1 was in an Indiana 
town a lot of us got to talking about 
ropes and burning hotels, and a wall 
eyed bluffer offered to bet me $5 to $1 
that I couldn't slide down my rope 
from n third story window and not 
hale kill myself. Of course I jumped 
at the bet, but he knew what he was 
tnlking about. I hadn't lowered my- 
self six feet before the rope burned 
my hands and I let go and broke a leg. 
The trick was tricd by three others 
and though they escaped broken bones 
they were badly shaken up and tongue 
bitten, After my leg mended I bluffed 
everybody I met on that rope business, 
and I never found a chap who could 
slide down two stories and feel good 
for a month after.

PAPERING THE PINS. 


Am Ingenious Operation That Is Per- 
formed by Machinery. 

The first pins made in this country 

were very: crude indeed, merely a bit 

of wire twisted Into a knot for a head 





at one end and sharpened to a point at 


the other. Their successors of today 
undergo a surprising variety of opera- 
tions before they are considered Ot for 
use. 

In comparison with the size of the 
object manufactured the operations 
seem bewllderingly numerous, but if 
there be one process more remarkable 
than another it is “papering the pins.” 
The papers, having been passed 
through an ingenious machine which, 
at regular intervals, according to the 
size of the pin, pinctics up a fold and 
pricks a hole in it, are ready to recelre 
the pins. 

For this purpose there Is another ma- 
chine, worked by two children. One 
feeds the pins, the other the papers. 
The first part of the machine Is a box 
about twelve inches Jong, six broad and 
four deep. The bottom is composed of 
small square stcel bars, sufficiently far 
apart to let the shank of the pin fall 
through, but not the bead. These bars 
are just as thick as the space between 
papered pins, The lower part of the 
bottom of the box is made to detach it- 
self as soon as the row of pins Is com- 
plete. Row after row, at regular in- 
tervals, is recelved and passed down a 
corresponding set of grooves until it 
renches the ready pricked paper. By 
the nicest possible adjustment these 
pins come exnctly to tbelr places and 
are pressed into them. By this method 
two little girls can {n one day put up 
many thousands of papers. 





The Early Catbird. 

At 4 o'clock the entbirds have St all 
to themeclves, and they will not only 
sing thelr, hearts out into the trees and 
the sky, but they will give us imita- 
tions and will sing over again all the 
sounds and melodics they have heard.

He jumps 
about the Imbs near to me and with 
whistle calls back and forth, I envying 
his musical abillty and he possibly 
wondering somewhat about my books 
and my balconies.. I should be very 
lonely In the country without the cat- 
bird. He only bas the power of com- 
panionship with us,—Indcpendent.

CARE FOR SLEEPERS 


A CLUB WHERE DOZING’ MEMBERS 


ARE NEVER DISTURBED. 


There Ia s ‘Good Reason For This 
Custom, Which In Not Allowed to 
Be Violated—A Short Sleep Which 
Culminated In a Tragedy, 


There {san exclusive club In upper 
New York where the employees are for- 
bidden’ from awakening any’ member 
who drops asicep in his chair in the ll- 
brary or sitting room.’ If a visitor in- 
quires for him he {s “out.” Other mem- 
bers, if they see lim, carry on their 
conversation In low tones or go to the 
smoking room or ¢nfc, Very few new 
members are admitted to the club, but 
those who are fortunate enough to get 
in or those who bring visitors are re- 
minded of this custom. 

A physiclaw who belongs to the club 

explained the reason of it. “It ig 
wrong under any circumstances,” he 
said, “to awaken a man who has fallen 
into a natural sleep. How do you 
know but {t fs the first time be has 
been able to sleep for hours or even 
days? This phenomenon of sleep is a 
very complicated one. There are many 
grades of sleep, and they affect differ. 
ent men in different ways, Dreams 
are tho result ef defective or partial 
sleep, and their common occurrence 
in the Ughter yarietles of the state 
shows that the rest taken by most per- 
sons {8 not profound or continuous 
even while it- lasts. 
. “Don't you know that scores of per- 
sons In New York take a long trolley 
ride in the evening simply to produce 
a fceling of sleepiness? If a man looks 
Straight ahead of him or reads a news- 
paper his ride will do him little good. 
te might as well remain at home on 
his front stoop. But if he looks about 
him, constantly shifting his gaze from 
one scene to another, he gets into a 
state of drowsiness such as is brought 
about by artificial means when it is 
called hypnotism. That fs why 80 
many men feel like dozing in the club 
after they come fn from a ride or a 
drive in the park. >i 

“Sleep Induced by overeating is not 
natural. That brought about by stimu- 
Jants is nothing but blood polsoning 
and stupor, It may be desirable and 
even necessary in some cas¢s to pro- 
duce this stupor. But the state into 
which the brain is thrown is not sleep. 
If natural sicep follows, it is a con- 
Ungency and not the effect of the 
stimulant. But I was going to tell 
you a story, not deliver a medieal lec 
ture, I muet not mention names, but 
many old club men of New York will 
remember the tragedy. 

“There was a man who was quite 
prominent, both in a business and so- 
clal way, in the life of this city. A 
dreadful family misfortune brought on 
insomnia. He would sometimes se) 
forty-eight hours without sleep; then 
after a normal night or two he would 
not be able to sleep for a week. All 
bis life until his trouble came upon 
him he bad been habitually o heavy 
sleeper. After two or three months of 
this Insomnia attack his health began 
to give way, Pbysicians tried all the 
usual means of oyercoming the diffi- 
culty, but failed. He was prescribed 
sleeping drafts until it became dan- 
serous to continue them longer. 

“Then he went to Europe, taking a 
competent young physician of my ac 
quaintance as companion. Specialists 
abroad prescribed walking and moun- 
tain climbing, but they discovered that 
there 1s nothing to be gained by in- 
creasing the fatigue of the body when 
worry ef mind will not allow ithe re- 
posa to which the Hmbs are entitled. 
The man came home little the better 
for his trip. He retired from business. 
Hia strength wasted away, : 

“Finally by one of those curious 
freaks of nature we occasionally 
caught him dozing at the club, All 
who knew his misfortune sympathized 
with him. We moved about as though 
in a sick chamber until he awoke, He 
seldom slept more than twenty min- 
utes and told us that bis restlessness 
at night continued, One afternoon he 
came in positively drowsy. To a friend 
he sald: 

“I feel as though I could sleep for a 
week, but I can't sleep in my own 
home—no, Find me a bed here.’ 

“We got lim upstairs to a room and 
put a man on guand at the door, with 
{instructions to sce that no servant was 
allowed to disturb him or make a nolse, 
An hour or so afterward an accident 
in the kitchen brought the fire engines 
up to the door. There was really no 
danger, but before a ladder could be 
ralsed poor Blank’s body came tum- 
bling Into the area, 

“He was killed, Sulcide? No. It 
was the opinion of all of us that sud- 
den awakening from the first sound 
sleep he had enjoyed for more than a 
year upset Lis mind and that when he 
was awakened by the nolse he did not 
realize where he was. In a frenzy Le 
leaped from the window.”

At Firat Ite Blgnese and, Darbaric 
= Color Are Overpowering, 

Imagine, {f you can—but you never 
can—a mighty cleft In the level earth 
a third of a mile wide, its brinks sharp, 
precipitous, reaching over 1,200. feet 
downward, sometimes almost” perpen- 
dicular, sometimes banked with huge 
heaps of talus or buttressed with spin- 
dling pinnacles and towers often sur- 
mounted with eagle nests, and all 
painted, glowing ‘with the richest color 
—Yast patches of yellow and orange, 
streakings of red and blue, with here 
a towering abutment of red and there, 
another all of yellow. At the bottom 
flows the gleaming green river, and at 
the top the dark green forest reaches 
to ‘the canyon ‘edge, and’ sometimes 
even rugged and gnarled pines, the yan- 
Ruard of the wood, venture over the 
precipice to find footing on some ledge 
or to hang, half dislodged, with angular, 
dead arms reaching out into the mighty 
depths, 2 resting place for soaring 
eagle or hawk. ‘The sides of the can- 
yon being not. of golld rock, but of 
crumbling, soft formation, have fur- 
nished plastic material for the sculp- 
turing of water and wind, which hare 
tooled them Into a thousand fantastic 
forms. One's eye traces out gigantic, 
castles, huge dog forms, bird forms, ti- 
tanle faces—all adding to the awful Im- 
preaslveness of the place. 

For miles the canyon stretches north- 
ward from the Jower falls, .From 
numerous well guarded outlooks ‘the 
spectator, grasping hard upon the rall- 
ing lest the dizziness of these heights 
unnerve him, may behold a hundred 
varied views of the grandeur, looking 
either toward the falls, which seem to 
fill the canyon end like a splendid white’ 
column of marble,.or off to the north- 
ward, where the stupendous gorge 
widens out, loses some of its coloring, 
admits more of the forest and finally 
disappears among rugged mountains.

The Vision of Birds. 

Binls have very acute vision, per- 
haps the most acute of any creature, 
and the sense is also more widely dif- 
fused over the retinn than fg the case 
with man, Consequently a bird can 
see sideways as well os objects in front 
of it. A bird sees, showing great un- 
easiness in consequence, a hawk long 
before it is visible to man. So, too, 
fowls and pigeons find minute scraps 
of food, distinguishing them from 
what appear to us exactly similar 
pleces of earth or gravel. 

Young chickens are also able to find 
thelr own food, knowing its position 
and how distant it {s, as soon as they 
are hatched, whereas a child only very 
Gradually learns elther to see or to 
understand the distance of objects.

TARTE RETELLS STORY.

How Wis Kesignation Came — Was Sir 
Wilfrid’s Move m Doublte-Cross Yor 
Mls Former Minister 7 

Montreal, Sept. 8.—The following 


statement was made by Hon. Mr, * 
Tarte at the Dorchester mevting: 
“L was a wember of the Govern- 


ment. I retired from it on the 20th 
of last October. Often while a mem- 
ber of the Administration I had ar. 
gued for an increase in tariff, both 
in the presence of the Premier and 
of his colleagues, and also at meet- 
tings in Ontario as well as Quebec. 
Duting the Premicr's absence in 
England I tmd abundant reason to 
know that some of my colleagues in 
the Cabinet were plotting against 
mec, When I saw that the newspap- 
ers controlled by them wero attack- 
ing me I had almost made up my 
mind to cablo my resignation to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, But from this I 
Was dissuaded by some of my friends. 

“The very day after the Prem- 


jer’s return to Ottawa he did me the 


honor of calling to sec me at my 
house. I 4old him that I had de- 
cided to get out of tho Government 
and offered him my resignation. He 
begged ine to think the matter over 
and to do nothing till the following 
Wednesday. ‘This was on a Sunday. 
The following day I had an engage 
ment to adgress a public inecting in 
‘Toronto. On the way to Toronto, 
having thought the matter over, I 
Wrote out my official resignation and 
mailed it} to the Premier before 
going tothe imeeting. This was on 
the 20th of October. 

“Judge of my surprise when upon 
receiving Sir Wilfrid’s letter of. the 
2ist 1 found that he admitted hav- 
ing told the Governor-General that 
he had been compelled to ask for iny 
resignation, and this notwithstand- 
ing his pending request to mo to de 
lay action until the following Wed- 
nesday."” 

Mr. Tarte explained (hat he had do- 
clded to write to the Premier on 
the 20th of October, 1002, informing 
him that his resolve to resign was 
final because he know of the cabal 
that was in progress against him 
and felt that the Premier would be 
unublo to withstand it.

The butcher 
cleaves his flesher on the block amid 
dried rats and skins of fowls stretched 
taut on the rack. Next door the gold 
beater hammers in his cave. Beyond 
the kindling man piles high his forest 
of fagots. Near by the miller is beat- 
ing the meal through coarse sileres. 
His neighbor skins fish and hopes to 
sell them from the box where they 
float under a feeble spurt of water. In 
the adjoining den benutiful embroider- 
fes are piled mountain high, with silks, 
satins and brocaded taffetas in won- 
drous designs of dragons and flowers. 
Hau. Cheung Tali patiently transfers 
them by the hundred from shelf to ta- 
ble in the hope that some stray bit may 
catch the buyer's fancy.

Kabor Problem Can Neves.Be Solved b} 
the Labering Man Alone, For It) Isa 
Moral and Spiritual Question in Which 
All Men Are Highly Interested—Chris- 
tian Co-operation the Only Plan to 
Unite Capital and Labor.

bor day, helpful and inspiring in its 
treatment, is this discourse, in which

“What time is it, mister?’ 
workman asked as I went through a 
large factory.. ‘“Twenty’ minutes 
past 5,’° I answered. ‘‘Ah,  then,"’ 
said he, “‘I havo forty minutes moro 
labor before I am my own boss.’* 
The Workinan kept on pounding—five, 
ten, fifteen, twenty, twenty-five, 
thirty, forty minutes. During this 
interval, while the minute hand wax 
moving slowly around the ial to- 
Ward the numerical twelve, that man 
and his colaborers continued at their 
work, But no sooner did tha clock 
begin to strike 6 than a loud factory 
whistle was blown. Immcdlately tho 
men and the women, the boys and the 
girls alike, dropped their: tusks and 










turned their backs upon the wheels 
and the leather bands. ‘They took 
off their aprons and donned their 


coats and hats. The front and the 
side doors of the great building were 
a vortex from which poured an on- 
rushing flood of humanity, Every- 
where in our large citics “‘man gocth 
to his work and to his labor’ in 
tho morning. In the evening hour 
man, for the most part, has finished 
his daily tasks and heads towards 
home. My text rightly describes tho 
social conditions of Davidic tines. 
It as truthfully pictures the labor 
conditions of the prosent day. 

Tho ordinary average laboring man 
Works from sun to sun. Now comes 
the practical and pertinent question, 
“How is he to spend his evenings?" 
This is to be our thenw. It in to be 
our subject for two reasons: First, 
because to-morrow is Labor day.

The Problem of capital 
and labor must be solved, If ever 
Bolved. by the Christian croperation 
both of the rich and the Poor, by 
Christian phi nthropisis 1 in 
their employes’ hands the - by 
which they can lift themsely up. 

In the solution of this problem the 
church of Christ should take a promi- 
nent part. It cannot afford to go on 
its way indifferent to the sial con- 
ditions which are fast becoming | in- 
tolerable. ‘The miseries of the poor 
ery aloud unto heaven. ‘Te whom 
have they a right ta look for help 
if not to that institution which 
Christ established for the redemption 
of the world. What can the church 
do for them? It may doo mach, and 
first among the agencies it may em- 
ploy FE would place the institutional 
church. Do no imagine that the 
church will be desecrated by such use. 
Tt can neyer be a more sacred temple 
than hen it provides a piace — in 
which the workingman will be glad 
to spend his evenings. Thix does not 
tuvan that the future hucch of Christ 
ix to be a dance or a» billiard hall, 
a bowling alley, wa lounging place for 
amokers or a free restaurant where 
tramps and beggars shall come to 
get something for nothing. 11 docs 
inean, however, that the church of 
Jesus Christ is to be something more 
than a mere place of preaching and 
hearing. It is to be a place of sac- 
red practical helpfulness. It ix to 
become exes for the blind and cloth- 
ing for the naked and crutches for 
the lame and foot for the hungry ant 
a Warm Welcome for the friendless 














and a comfort for the hopetess. It 
is literally to be all things to all 
men. It ix to become a place of so- 


cial convnunion as well as of spirit- 
ual worship,

Ktinct, and must and will find vent 
out of the human heart. ‘The gregar- 
jous tendency ix strong in men, as it 
isin animals, Cattle travel in herds, 
If a farmer turns out his cows upon 
the mountain. sides he only has to 
place one bell upon. one cow.

Have the saloon 
keepers suddenly become philanthrop- 
ists? Are they animated with the 
Kospel desire to feed the poor and 
care for the starving? Qa, not The 
Saloon keeper if a man shrewd and 
keen in business. He says: “If I 
with a sandwich can only entice my 
victims ‘nto my hell hole, then Ican 
keop them here by the social instinet. 
I will then surround them with my 
hirclings and hold them in grips of 
steel."’ There is an old saying in 
church circles: Give the people # free 
Junch and there is no difficulty in 
collecting a crowd." If the saloon 
keepers can afford to give o frev 
lunch every morning, noon and night 
in the service of the devil I do not 
believe it a poor policy once in awhile 
on a week night for the institutional 
church to give a “free lunch’? in the 
name of Christ. 
































When some months ago I. went 
through the Chicago slums in com. 
pany with the officers of the law, 


hunting for the debauched husband of 
one of. my church members, 1 found 
in’ many of these evil resurts that 
free Vaudeville shows were given in 
order to decoy and draw in crowds. 
Vf the Satanic proprietor can afford 
to do that T do not believe it out of 
place for Christians on the week 
nights to offer refined social enter- 
taininents te gather the great 9 un- 
churched masses into a chureh fel- 
lowship in the nan: of Christ. 
When I ge down the street on o 
Monday. nicht. past church after 
. silent and dark 
on recount of their closed doors, and 
find the bjlliard balls in full illu \. 
ation and crowded with the voung 
men of otr Lind, T know then that 
there ix something wrong. 1 know 
that these voung men are not being 
appealed to in the name ef Christ 
‘through the social ante. Ll know that 
the institutional church iv right when. 
to counteract that evil influence, it 
throws wide open its church buildings 
and offers te the vounge teen and 
women of its neighborhood lLbraries 
in which they can read the Lest books 
and gyvimmnasinos in which they can 
develop their muscles, and places in 
which they can be brought into) the 
hest of Christia ssocintion. 
* some one says, “how then 
do vou distinguish between the work 
of the social settlement and the work 
of the ‘institutional church?’ ** They 
are diginetrically diferent. ‘they are 
as far apart as the Arctic and the 
Antarctic poles, They have entirely 
different: purposes, ‘The institutional 
church believes that the ‘social 
gate’ should be the “strait gate’ 
leading dircetly to the foot of the 
cross. While the social rertlement is 
in nearly every instance managed by 
Christians and while itis inepired be 
Christian principles and motives, it 
ix compelled by the exigencies of its 
work to keep creed and denomination 
in the backround. Its opportunities 
of getting in touch with gnen and 
Women of every faith and of ne faith 
would be restricted. Hf not’ altogether 
lost, if it becuine known os a prose 
Ivting Institution, ‘The institutional 
church believes in being all things to 
oll men so that Jesus Christ can be 
glorified. WW is trying ww cary ‘out 
the command of Christ which — says, 
“And if 1 be lifted up will draw all 
men unto me.”” The social settlement 
fan never take the place of the 
church, though it may prepare (th: 
Way for it. Its work, valuanle as it 
is, does not reach its true culimina- 
tion until the people whom it strives 
to influence have found ine the KOspel 
of Jesus Christ the panacea for all 
their aMlictions and in. Jesus himself 
the bearer of all their burdens. 
Another means of Senetiting the 
‘workingman is to Insist on the  ob- 
servance of the Lord’s day. ‘Ihe Sab- 
bath day os a sacred rest day is to 
be a great factor in teaching the la- 
boring classes how rightly to spend 
their evenings, It is not only, as 
William E. Gladstone once expressed 
it. to be “the great conservator of 
physical health,"* but also the golden 
gato which shall open to let the la- 
boring man into the higher and nobl- 
er life of the Spirit. It is to be tho 
foundation stone of the — sacred 
church. It is also to be tha foundation 
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stone of the pure home und of the 
‘pure place of evening entertainment. 
*“*Bat,’’ again says sonic one to ine, 
“why do you use the future tense? 
Why do you say, ‘The Sabbath day 
is to be the golden gate which shall 
open to let the laboring man into the 


higher and the nobler “life of the 
Spirit?” Why do you not use the 
Present tense or even the part 


tense?" Because, my frienl, ta a 
great extent, Avarice, with her dusky 
handinaids, Blasphemy ond Wanton 
Pleasures, have stolen away our 
blessed-Sabbath.-‘'Tho question ‘How 
shall we keep Sunday?’ is fast ac- 
quiring a ondary sicnificance,"” 
once powerfully spake Bishop Hunt- 
ington. ‘Once the fear waa that the 
Sunday might’ be broken. Now the 
anxiety is Icst it bo wholly lost. In 
& word, we are threatened with tho 
forfeiture of an available franchise, 


the annulment of an ancient charter,, 


and it is high timo that we  bestir 
ourselyes."’ Yeu, yes, Bishop Hunt- 
ington well spoke the truth. The 
Sabbath day is to be a grealtlfactor 
in the future in*teaching tho labor- 
Ing classes how to spend their even- 
ings, because now the Sabbath day 
as an day of reat has been btolen 
away. It must bo recaptured. 


The labor unions may logically 
base their claims upen physical 
grounds. ‘‘Rest, rest! Give us more 


reat!’ ery the barber unions and the 
grocery clerk unions and the drug 
store clerk unions and all other un 
ions, “Our men must have physical 
rest—periodical rest for the cye, the 
hand, tho train, the heart; rest, and 
complete rest, on physical ygrounds.”* 
And, thank God, a beginning has al- 
ready been made, for the Inber  un-

On the other hand, the church of 
Jesus Christ must go intu this bat- 
tle for a restful Sabbath, emphasiz- 
ing the spiritual as well as physical 
claims.

I believe that some of | the 
nest cleanly and moral anid — refined 
homes of the world are found among 





the laborers as well as  sanong the 
capitalists. Dut this is what TT do 
assert: The laboring man is the 
uncrowned king of the ballot box, 


What he votes is law. 11 rests upon 
his shoulders, to 9 great extent, how 
our cities and counties are tobe rul- 
ed. It rests with him whetyer the 
sewers shall be clean, whether the 
tenements shall be made sanitary and 
not overcrowded, whether the imi, 
grants who landed in the country 
last year, some of whoin come as the 
ragtadcd and ignoran 
vitants, shall be made to 
observe decencies, and whether sin it- 
self shatl shulk and hide in the dark- 
ness, How the laboring nan spends 
his evenings is decided to a great ex- 
tent by the question whethee the Ta- 
boring man shall license sin and let 
leering eyed temptation stalk through 
our cities and towns, like the Indian 
juggernaut which crushed its victims 
at every turn of the fatal wheels. 

But, ye laboring men, how are we 
te win in these three groat move 
ments which we have been develop. 
ing? How are we to get the Holy 
Spirit: inspired institutional church, 
and the Christian + bath as a day 
for rest and worship. ant a gospel 
ballot box to care for our depraved? 
Shall we ultimately or ever triamph 
in these three great meoeements for 
the purification of the laborer’s even- 
dangx? Not in our own strength, but 
in the strength of Jesus Christ wo 
shall, and we can do everything if 
we will only trust him ond work for 
hia. 

One day, so gocs the story, an old 
Scotch preacher arose and first’ gave 
out as his text the followmg words 
from Vhiti ns iv. 1: h can do 
all things.’ ‘Phen he stoppet A look 
of surprises went round ths congre- 
gation, for this minister was o 
humble man.

"- Strength of Insects, - 


At Intervals articles appear In the papers 
Tecounting the prodigious strength of tn- 
sects, Their muscular force is usually 
compared with their size by stating, for 
example, that a fiea can lea+ so many 
times it own length and that an’ant can 
rag 90 many times its own weight. Then 
it Is stated that man, if he were strong 
in the same proportion, could Jomp: Oo 
many ,rods or lift so many tons. ese 
comparisons, we are told by M, Leo 
Robida in La Nature (July 11), are mls- 
leading, to say the least. He writes’: 

“It is interesting to consider, solely from 
@ mechanical point of view, these com- 
parisons between the muscular strength 
of man sd that of Insecta, Strictly 
from this standpoint, they are by no 
means extraordinary and are only ons 
of the forms of what has been called ‘tho 
confilct of squares and cubes.” The law 
ig well known—volumes decrease in more 
fapld ratio than surfaces. 

“The force that a muscle san exert de- 
pends on Its section, that Ix to say, on a 
surface; although its capacity for doing 
work depends on its volume, as is logical. 
diere is the explanation of the astonish- 
ing strength of insects. ‘Take an example: 
Compare two muscles, that of a man and 
that of an Insect, the latter 100 times 
shorter than the former. It ts evident 
that the Insect’s muscle will be 1,000,000 
Umes lighter than the man's, while {ts 
section, and consequently the force that it 
can exert, will be only 10,00 timos less. 
“he conclusion is that, since a man can 
lift 100 kilograms (@ pounds), the Insect 
will lift 10,000 times less or 10 grams (15k 
grains), and wo shall have the impressive 
Fpectacle of an Insect Ifting more than 
We times its own welght. In fact, the 
smaller the Inscct Is, the more it will 
actonish us by an appearance of extraor- 
dinary strength, 

“But it Is no longer the same if we 
examine the mechanical work effectod. 
The muscle of the Insect supposed above 
to be 1-100 of a man‘s In linear dimen- 
sions, furnishes, when It contracts, a 
force 10,000 times Iexx than the human 
muscle, exerted throuxh a #pace 10 times 
smaller; the work produced will be thus 
1,000,000 times smaller. which reestablish 
@s the proportion between weight unod 
strensth. 

“Moreover, it seems (Just as with ma- 
chines, where the smaller are proportion- 
ally weaker) as If the insect’s muscle, In- 
stead of xurparring man's infinitely. Is 
notably inferior to it Iu quality. Take 
the ‘lea’a jump for instance. By its mus- 
cular contraction It given to its masa 
@ movement capable of raising it 3 cen- 
timeters (12 Inches); man can-raise his 
own welght to 1.5 meters (about & feet) 
by leaping. For equal weight, the hue 
™man muscle thux furnishes five times 
more work than that of a fiea tn a single 
contraction. since the work is the product 
of the weight by the helght to which it is 
raised.""—Transiation made for The Lit- 
erary Digest. 


Courage Enough For Two, 

M. Gerente, a Senator of Algeria, was 
made a hero tn spite of himrelf recently, 
but he modestly placed the credit of the 
enterprise where it belonged, He fol- 
lowed the Governor-General of the North 
African colony and General O'Connor to 
Figuig during the recent disturbances, 
and was one of the last persons to get 
away from the fire of the Moors. While 
the bullets were flying around the Zen- 
aga Pass, the Senator. who was astride 
@ fine fat mule, did not setm to be In- 
clined to escape the danger in a hurry. 
He was seen from afar by M. Jonnart 
and General O'Connor, covered with his 
white headgear and his civillan dust 
coat, apparently Indifferent to the perils 
of the situation. At last he returned to 
the official persons, who remarked to him 
that his conduct wax. most courageous 
under fre, but thet he had undoubtedly 

rather rash, e¢: lally as he was a 
Bon-combatant, and had no ride or sword 
With which to protect himself. The Sen- 
ator smiled in a sickly manner as he lis- 
tened to the remarks made, and then 
eald. in a somewhat husky voice: “You 
need not congratulate me. It was my 
mule that dia ft. I hammered him with 
all my might. and dug my heels Into his 
aides, In order to make him xallop after 
you, but he wouldn't do it. He preferred 
ta amble slowly, and, to a certain extent, 
gracefully, along. Accordingty I have to 
admit, In spite of myself, that the ob- 
stinate animal had courage enough for 
the two of us.” MM. Gerente added that 
he was very glad that his mule ride from 
the jaws of death was over, 


Kicked the Insulter, 


The Crown Prinee and Princess of 
Greece were the other day the central 
firures Jn a aingular incident at the 
theatre of Phaleron, where they were 
making a short stay. Their Royal High- 
resses were occupying the only box ia 
the house during the performance of u 
French operetta, when suddenly a quiet- 
ly dressed man entered and began a furl- 
ous tirade against the Princess, whom 
he threatened to strike. The Crown 
Prince sprang to his fect. and first Mung 
the intruder violently against the par- 
titfon, and then MNterally kicked him out 
of the box, When removed to the po- 
Mee station, the man proved to be mad 
drunk, and on sleeping timself sober was 
evidently amazed 12 learn of the scene 
he had created. At the Intercession of 
the Princess he was not prosecuted. 


Colonel Schiel Dead. “ 


Colonel Schiel, whose death was re- 
tently announced, wus originally an of- 
ficer of Prussian Hussars, but left the 
German army to emigrate to South Af- 
fica. He first found employment with a 
German Coione} In Natal as a transport 
Tider, and in that capacity travelled over 
the better part of the British and Boer 
Colonies, He then married the daughter 
of a German missionary and entered tho 
Transvaal State service. The Pretoria 
Government rent him on a mission to 
Dinizulu, the Zulu chieftuln, whose chief 
nduna, or counciilor, he became. This 
was at the time of the Roer intrigues to 
wvado the frontier stipulations of the Lon- 
don Convention. Acting under instruc- 
tions from President Kruger, Schiel per- 
suaded Dinizulu to send him on a mission 
to Berlin, where he valnly tricd to per- 
suade Prince Bismarck to intervene in the 
affairs of Zululand. Mapplly the promp- 
titude of the British Government de- 
feated this Intrigue, and Schlel returned 
empty-handed to Pretoria. He was then 
appointed Native Commissioner, for the 
northern province. Here he was very suce 














ceasful in pacifying the natives: His next 
Post was that of Chief Prisons Inspector 
of the South African Repubtlc. Later on 
h ges lyed We appolntment of a Captain 
tate Artilicry, and wax sent to Her- 
n to perfect himself In gunnéry tactics, 
to buy artillery and draw up Plans for 
the fortificatlogs of Pretoria and other 
towns. After the Jameson Rald Schitt's 
activity in organtzing the armaments of 
the Transvaal received a new stimulus. 
The Johannesburg fort was built under his 
direct supervision, and he was its first 
Commandant. When the war with Great 
Britain broke out Colonel Schicl was at- 
tached to the staff of General Joubert as 
Adjuta t-General of the Boor forces. As- 
sisted sy a staff of German cx-oflicers, he 
drew up all the exrly plans of the Boer 
campaign. His period of active service 
was, however, short, for he was captured 
at Elandslanagte in the carly days of the 
war, Hils captivity wax spent chiefly at 
St. Helena. On being released on parvle 
he proceeded to Germany, where he had 
ever since resided quietly. 3

“low do cireus men and women 
live while on the road?’ sald a circus 
nan. “Why, they live better than ever 
before, We carry aliost 1,000 people, 
and I doubt if you ean tind one of that 
number whe js discontented with his or 
her lot, Several years ago It was cus- 
temary with the aiuajority of circuses 
to provide inferior cars for their busi- 
hess staf and performers and compel 
the laborers to sleep under the big red 
Wayons or the flat car. The passage of 
time hax changed the order of things. 
Circus folk now travel as well as If not 
betler than the majority of men and 
Women who are constantly moving 
{rem one portion of the United States 
to the other in search of pleasure. 

“Our business staff and performers 
Jive in spacious Pullman cara, Tho 
beds are soft anil roomy, and the bed- 
clothing fs always fresh and clean. The 
citcus bas twelve Pullmans of this 
kind, and on each one is a porter, 
Whose duty It is to polish the shocs of 
all the occupants each night, look after 
the laundry and make the beds and 
sweep and dust the cars. These cars 
are vestibuled, and at the head of the 
train Js an extra long dining car, where 
the majority of the people are fed. 
This dinner is looked after by a compe- 
tent steward, with a staff of good cooks 
and walters, and breakfast and dinner 
are served there cach day. The per- 
formers take their luncheon on the 
cheus grounds immediately after pa- 
rade, > 

“The laborers, Including the drivers, 
canvas men, jhostlers, property ban- 
dlers and aniinal men, are served with 
three nicals on the ground. The food 
provided {Is of the best, nnd there fs al- 
ways plenty of it. Every laborer has a 
bed. The drivers and hostlers have 
swinging bunks Jn theecars directly 
nbove thelr horses; the animal men are 
accommodated in cozy little staterooms 
fitted up in the big elephant cars, while 
the property handlers-and canvas men 
sleep in coaches that greatly resethble 
tourist cars.”

“MRS. MARILLA-M. RICKER. . 


She Is the Most Distinguished Wo- 
man Lawyer In America, 

Mra. Marilia M. Ricker, who was 
born on a farm near New Durham, 
N. EL, in 1840, is the most distinguish- 
ed woman lawyer,in America, and that 
means in the world, because this is the 
only country where women are per- 
mitted to plead in the courts. She is 
one of the few women who have been 
admitted to practice before the United 
States supreme court and the only wo- 
man to be made United States commis- 
sioner and examiner in chancery by 
the judges of the District of Columbia. 
This latter appointment she secured 
because It entails judicial powers in the 
District, and ber work has been gener- 
ally for charity. Every morning for 
twenty years Mrs. Ricker has gone 
down to the jails in Washington and 
helped the women and children who 
have been caught-in the police dragnet 
during the night, 

Mrs, Ricker fs an ardent advocate of 
woman suffrage, a noted lecturer and 
an enthusiastic clubwoman. One of 
her interests is the Wimodaughsis, a 
eclub* for women in Washington, 
though, as the constitution states, 
“shile the organization was. formed

primarily for women, it {s not limited 
in its work; men are welcome to all its 
privileges.” Tho name !s made by 
welding the words wives, mothers, 
daughters-and sisters, .Mrs. licker is 
one of the honorary vice presidents of 
this club. It 1s now a prominent club 
in Washington. Poor girls can go there 
in the evening and for a very small fee 
recelve instruction in al} useful branch- 
es of education. Mrs, Ricker usually 
has a class in the club in English gram- 
mar and pronunciation, which, like all 
the rest of her work, she docs for love 
of ft, e 

Mrs. Ricker’s advice to pretty girls 1s 
ebaracteristic of the woman, It Is as 
follows: “Never belleve one thing a 
man says to you unless it Ls disagree- 
able; then you may be sure he menns St. 
He Independent. You must feel that 
you can take care of yourself. A girl 
never need be afraid of anybody but 
herself." 





Women and Loultry Ralaing. 

A considerable number of youn wo- 
men are engaging In the poultry busi- 
hess and seem from all accounts to be 
tuaking 2 success of it. A correspond- 
ent tells of being in a Chiengo dry 
goods store on a Saturday afternoon 
hot long ago when she savy one of the 
salesgirls receive ber wages for tho 
Week. She was paid $2, having been 
in her place from 8 o'clock Jn the morn- 
ing untll 6 o'clock in the evening ev- 
ery day. It was necessary for her to 
te well ‘and more or less expensively 
Cressed, to be constantly on her feet 
nud to keep her temper and her self 
possession, frequently under trying cir- 
cumstances, Qn the other hand, says 
our observer, take the case of the farm- 
er girl, None makes lesd than $2 per 
week, and many make $3. They work 
only two or three hours a day; their 
surroundings are conducive to good 
health and cheerfulness, and they can 
dress as they feel inclined. The writer 
mentions the case of two young girls 
who sold Inst year an average of $35 
Worth of eggs every week during the 
spring and summer, Nor did they sell 
oll they might have disposed of, for 
they rafsed over 400 young chickens be- 
sides.—Harper’s Weekly.

Principle of County Boundaries Did “Net 
Go Far Keough—General Rules Also 
Should Mave Been Adopted—Heuse

Ottawa, Sept>-10.—The Redistribu- 
tion Bill was taken up yesterday in 
the Ilouse, Mr, Monk reviewed at 
length the proccedings before the spe- 
ciul committee, which had the  ques- 
tion of redistribution under consider 
ation.

‘ONCE FAMOUS AS A GUN FIGHTER 


COWED AT DAWSON, 





Little Cockney Meunted Policeman Fute 
Bad Man in His Pliace—Found Mere 


‘Than His Match in ao Similar Canadian. 


Med Coat—Swore te De Great Thiogs, 
Bat He Gave Up the Gun. 


Since Wyatt Earp, once famous as 
a gun fighter in Arizona and = Cali- 
fornin, went up into the Klondike 
very little has been heard of him by 
the outside world. The last exploit 
thot brotight him into promincnee 
was his decision jn the Sharkcy-Fitz- 
simmons prize fight in San Francis- 
co, when he gave tho fight to Shar- 
key on an alleged foul, For some 
years before that he bad been quite 
an. orderly citizen for one of | his 
reputation as.a gun fighter. 

From the stories that have drifted 
down from the Klondike in the last 
few weeks it appears that Earp has 
resumed a favorite trick of — his, 
known in the west as shooting up 
the town. He was much addicted to 
it in the old Jawless days of Arli- 
zona and California. 

Earp was never a man who could 
easily be tamed, consequently ao story 
told of his suppression a few weeks 
ago by a disninutive Cockney  mem- 
ber of the Canada Mounted Yolice 
will be found interesting. 

Tired of Civilization, 

“Earp drifted into Dawson several 
months ago full of a determination 
to get action,” said a man in Daw- 
son to some of Earp’s old western 
friends the other night. **Civiliza- 
tion, policemen and progress gener 
ally knocked out Earp’s gun fighting 
gume in the States some years ago. 


and he had been quite orderly and 
well behaved for some years, 
“But when he got ta Dawson he 


found a setticment like the places in 
which he had inade his reputation as 
a bad man many years ago. He 
found men carrying guns around in 
their belts and getting drunk and 
shooting people who happened to dis- 
please them, and it gave him the 
fever to get back into the game in 
which he was an adept in tho days 
gone by. 

“So Earp discarded his store 
clothes, got himself a flannel shirt, a 
pair of leather trousers and a som- 
brero, stuck a gun in his belt, load- 
el up on bad whiskey and went 
around the saloons and faro banks 
ballyragging eversbody who would 
stand for his game, and taking a few 
shots at some men who resented it. 
There Were a number of bad men in 
Dawson who were sufficiently awed 
by Earp’s reputation to stand for 
him, and for a week he had things 
Pretty much his own way. 

Meunted Iolice Figure, 

“Well, the fact that Earp was hit- 
ting it up yot to she cars of o little 
five-foot Cockney member of the Ca- 
nadian Mounted Volice, onv of whose 
duties it Was to see that Dawson be 
haved itsell, Now, Earp didn’t know 
inuch about the Canada Mounted 
Police and the manner of men who 
compose it, 

“Therefore, when he wan interrupt- 
ed in the gentle amusement of 
Cleaning out a furo bank in Dawson 
one night by this littl chap coming 
up to him with a request that he 
give him his gun, he opencd his 
mouth and his eves very wide, swore 
a mighty round of oaths, and asked 
the little fellow in riding boots and 
cap if he wanted to visit hades at 
once or wait a few hours. 

“Earp owas somewhat surprised 
when the littl: fellow simply smiled 
potitely apd said: 

“You must give me the gun or bury 
it sir,” and extended his hand for the 
Weapon, 

Harpy atore some more, hut not 
quite se eloquently, for all the — time 


fthe little man was smiling enlinly in 


his face. Finally, Earp, clean Mus 
fered by. the situation pulled his qun 
from hig belt: and fired it three times 
into the ceiling. Whereupon this Tit- 
tle man, stil smiling, said: 

“Now, vou'll have to ry it oor 
TH have to take it from vou, sir.’ 

“Take my gun.vaway from ine!* 
roared Earp. ’ 

“Exactly! satd the little | man. 
‘Maybe you doubt PM do it, sir? 

tarp Cowed. 

“However, a crisis Was averted by 
Earp’s putting the gun back into his 
belt and starting to leave the place. 
dust as he got to the door the | po- 
liceman walked over and tapped him 
on the shoulder, 

“"E beg your pardon, sir,’ he said, 
‘but if vou come out with a gun in 
Right to-morrow I*shall have to take 
it away from you:’ 

“Earp turned purple with rage. but 
he had no nerve left when he con- 
fronted that politely smiling face. 
Ife roared a few oaths back at the 





mmused crowd in the gambling 
house, and then went to the Golden 
Lion saloon, where he took a few 


drinks and proceeded to tell what ho 
would do the next dav” when the 
Cockney tried to take his gun. 
“Why, Vib blow him full of holes,’ 
he said, 
Nole in Kmplire. 


“Yes,” said’ the listener, “but when 





you put a-vhole in him you put a 
hole in the British Empire, which it 
will fil with two men” If vou kill 
then four will take their places. In 
the end, Earp, you will have — the 


Whole British army here if necessary 
just to put you out. 

“The next day Earp, very: sober 
and very thoughtful, appeared on the 
streets of Jiuwson in the store 
clothes he came to town with. Al- 
most the first person he struck was 
the. Cockney, who had. evidently been 
walting for him, prepared to take his 
gun away from him if he showed it. 
As soon as he saw Earp he stepped 
upe Very politely and ead? 

“-Thank you, sir,’ and then turned 
on his heel, ; 

“Earp hasn't been deuce high as a 
bad man in Dawson since that— inci- 
dent. Tncidentatly. DP might say, if he 
had elected to mix it up with the 
Cockney he'd be sleeping under an 
epitaph to-night: for of all the real 
tough men 1 ever saw, cither for or 
against law and order, those Canada 
Mounted Police arv the limit.”

The Firat Wedding Ring. 

The wedding ring, according to Henry 
Swinburne of the seventeenth century, 
was first designed by Prometheus and 
fashioned out of adamant and iron by 
Tubal Cain. He says thant it was 
“given by Adam to Lis son to this end 
—that therewith be should espouse a 
wife.” Men were, as all women know, 
decelvers ever, and some of these un- 
scrupulous creatures were wont to wed 
with rings mado of rushes, imagining 
them to be leas binding than a strong 
and valuable ring. The bishop of Salis- 
bury, however, stepped in apd forbade 
this practice In 1217, 

Silver was more frequently uscd than 
Gold for wedding rings, and they were 
made in all kinds of shapes, some 
twisted, Ike two jolned hands, or a 
pair of hearts stuck together with an 
arrow. Often they were adorned with 
precious stones and had “posics”—that 
is, acraps of verse—inside, such as:

Six samples of 
iroa cres, including some titaniferous 
maznetites from the viclulty of Rai 
Li %, “Were ‘analyzed as to sim ts 
quylit’es, on which 9 determinations 
were made. Twenty-nine Hmestones 
and clays were cxamined as to sut- 
ability for use in the industrial art 
Sxtecn sagiples sent in for ‘dentif, 
cation were reported on a5 to prob. 
able commercial valuc,. and ineluded 
promising samples of felsparc, graph- 
ac and pyrite, The Bureau of Mines 
required 152 determ'nations, on 
Which no fees were collected, wh le 
the custom work for the public done 
ut actual cost, amounted to 3100.50, 
The twelfth annual report of the 
Lurcau of Minex, which has recently 
twen issued, contains much useful in- 
fermation jertaning to the inineral 
rescurees of the province, including 
interesting reports on the iron and 
nicke! ranges gf New Ontario.

Whistler was not particularly proud 
of being a native American, resem)l- 
ing in that respect William Waldorf 
Astor. A Frenchman once sized him 
up as being “an American in his 
origin, an Englishman in his :nan- 
ners and a Frenchman in his esprit,’” 
The critic added that about the man 
there constantly floats an indefinable 
fragrance of sulphur, Others have de- 
scribed the artist's laugh as satanic 
in its cynicixzn; and yet ho felt dis- 
appointed and hurt if his compan: 
ions failed to join in his mirth. He 
had the habit of huttonholing those 
to whom he talked, not figuratively 
merely, but actually, that they might 
not escape him until he had his say. 

It was well worth while though, to 
listen’ to him, for his wit. was —irre- 
sistible, ‘The nwre repetition of his 
mots did them injustice, for it was 
not the remarks themselves but the 
way in which they wero made that 
made them funny. Ilis personality 
Was enriched by all sorts of inanner- 
isms and stereotyped words and 
phrases, 

Artist-like, he spent a great deal of 
pains with his hair, which curled 
beautifully. But the remarkable fea- 
ture of this part of his toilet was 
that, while he dyed nearly all of his 
hair a rich, Rlossy black, he left 
one tell tale lock with the whiteness 
of ego. 





Teoted Bis Own Morn. 


Whistler had no false modesty 
about praising his own work, When 
struggling for recognition early in 
his carver, ho made it a point to 
Jaud his pictures so loudly and per- 
sistently that other folk finally be 
kan to take him at his own valua- 
tion, because no critic thought it 
worth while to say anything against 
the obscure young artist. This self. 
esteem served hiin all his life. 

“Come now, this is all nonsense, 
you trying to do this,’* he said once 
to a fellow-painter who thought he 
had lit upon a promising bit of 
Jandscape to paint. “It is mnuch too 
kood a subject to be wasted upon 
you, You'd better Jet my see what I 
can do with it.” 

In his struggling days he lived 
sthe ¢ of an old palace in Venice, 
Slary on a diet ef maccaroni and 
polenta, unable to sell any of his 
pictures except at starvation prices.

London, Sept. 13.—The temper of 
the Bulgarian people und Govern-

the people into a’ formal declaration 
of sympathy with the Maredonian 
Christians. 

The Daily ‘Telegraph's correspon- 
dent at Sofia, points out that Bul- 
garia does not possess sufficient 
troops to properly cordon the fron- 
ticr. She has only posts of five men 
each at points threo miles distant 
from cach other, and as the Turkish 
fronticr guards always retire “when 
they sce Bulgarians crossing, the lat- 
ter have an easy task. The corre- 
spondent thinks that this points to 
the conclusion that the Ottoman 
Government desires to keep the in- 
surrection alive as a pretext for the 
annihilation of the Christians. 

A curious story appears in The 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse that the 
Sheikh of Medina Is spreading tho re- 
port that the prophet Mahomet rose 
from his tomb and exclaimed in

Colonel Sam and a couple of fricnds 
sat on the terrace down at Ottawa, 
and Watched thé pages ef the House 
of Commons playing the national 
gamo. The Colonel heaved a sigh, 
and proceeded to debate on tho 
events of the game as played in tho 
middle seventies. ‘'I don’t often go 
to sce them play nowadays,’ said 
he. “I'm too busy. And I don’t 
think they played as well as we did.

Simplest thing in the world: he used 
to body-check his opponent through 
the fence. You see, the boards were 
nalled on the outside of the joist, 
and all loss had to do was to body 
his man hard enough to draw three 
or four nails, Ho did it nearly every 
match, and the other fellows were 
usually in such condition that it did 
them little harm.”*

Heights of Birds’ Flight. 

Some Interesting particdlars cone 
cerning the tight of different birds 
are published by a contemporary. An 
cagle was observed by Hergensel, of 
Strasburg, to Hy at a height of nine 
thousand fewt. “A lark was detecced 
at an altitude of 1,000 feet. Aeron- 
auts have encountered crows as high 
as 4,200 feet from the earth. ‘These, 
howover, ure exceptional altitudes 
for birds to attain. As a rule, 1,- 
300 foet seems to be the limit. ‘The 
German Ornithological Society has 
been conducting experiments with 
pigeons, and finds that when jibcrat- 
ed at a height of 9,000 feet dawn to 
as little as 2,700 feet, they drop 
rapidly to a much lower region of 
the atmosphere,

CURIOUS MARKS. 


Speculation a¢ to rtrabze Rock Forma- 
tiens at Leamy's fake. 

On the grounds of the Internation- 
al Cement Company, near Leamy’s 
Lake, is to be sven something odd 
and inexplicable to the ordinary pas- 
serby,but which a geologist could no 
doubt explain as a paragraph of our 
planct’s carlier history, written ~ in 
Stone, ~ 

“ron Brewery creck. the surface on 
the mainland side riscs In an casy 
slope towards Wrightville and the 
old golf grounds. Near the creek the 
timestom: crops out freely. A few fee 
higher up it disappoars. ‘Towards 
the centre of the grounds the soil is 
some six feet deep. The excavations 
now being made show that the bed 
of limestone runs a considerable dis- 
tance, that’ it rises from the water 
level at the same gentle slope as the 
soil on top. But while the surface 
has apparently never been disturbed 
for centuries, as witness the even lay 
of the soil, the underlying: rock 1s 
Seamed and scored everywhere by the> 
force of rushing Water. The rock 
surface looks anuch as would — the 
channels around the Chaudicre where 
the current is most. furious; were it 
poxsible to drain off the water and 
sew the rock bottom. Enormous ‘‘pot 
hoks” are seen everywhere, the 
sxeatns in the rock bed, everywhere 
parallel and running in a yenewel 
northern direction, being in most 
places about an foot Wide and the 
same depth. ‘The stone being ex- 
tremoly bard, one would xay from 
the depth of these seams that this 
spot had been for ages the bed of a 
furious torrent of great width, though 
to-day its bottom lies high above 
the water level, and from the depth 
of soil covering it it must have been 
in its present state a very long time, 

Where did this immense body of 
water come from? What became of 
it? Some think that at some far-off 
time the Great Lakes found their 
outlet through the Ottawa, then 
much wider and deeper than now; 
perhaps stretching from the Chelsca 
hills to the Ottawa cliffs. As the 
lake Waters gradually wore a pas- 
Sage through the gorge of Niagara, 
the volume of water coming down 
tho Ottawa may have gradually les- 
sened, 

Another theory, Is that, as the 
earth’s surface is known to be con- 
tinuously and regularly rising in one 
place and falling in another, like ao 
giant breathing, this slow change of 
altitude may have affected the flow 
of the Ottawa, the surface of tho 
entire valley slowly rising while the 
St. Lawn s myion slowly subsided.

The Wearing of Hata, 

In the thirteenth century the use of 
the scarlet hat, which distinguished 
cardinals, was'sanctioned by Pope In- 
nocent IV. Throughout — medieval 
times the wearlng of a hat was regard. 
ed asa mark of rank and distinction. 
During the reign of Charles I. the Pu- 
ritans affected a steeple crown and 
broad brimmed hat, while the caralicrs 
adopted a lower crown and a broader 
brim, ornamented with feathers, In 
the carly part of the’ reign of Henry 
¥. hats became popular, and in the 
time of the wars of the roses all men 
of high and low degree (with the ex- 
ception of ‘prentices, who wore caps) 
wore hats. The cocked hat made Its 
appearance in the relgn of James II,, 
and could be converted Into a variety 
of shapes. It was known under sev- 
eral names, as the Brigadier, the Ratl- 
Nes, the Regent and the Frederick. 

Even to the present day the naval 
full dreas {s incomplete without the 
cocked hat, and on the continent many 
functionaries, civil as well as military, 
continue fo wear it. Our old militia, 
line and field officers used to weer 
them of immense proportions. The 
round hat, such as Ben nklin wore, 
was taken to Paris from this country 
by the young officers who fought for 
our independence under Rochambeau 
and Lafayette. It met with great fa- 
vor there.

34 Villages Burned, 


Further details of the  villuges 
burned and massacres committed in 
the Vilayet of Monastir have reach- 
ed here from reliable sources at Sa- 
tonica. Tho names are given of 34 
villages in the Kaza of Okrida, which 
have been burned by the Turks. At 
Velgoshti, near Oratoka, 12° men 
and women perished in the ames. 
Sixty peasants were killed in this 
neighborhood, wost of the bodies 
being left unburied, Nine villages 
and q Jurge forest have been burned 
in ths Kasa of Rosen, At Pod- 
mochani and Pokoivenik many wo- 
nen and children were killed. In 
the Kasa of Prespa the soldiers sure 
rounded a forest in which women 
and childven from the villages of 
Louboino and Bratichino Were con- 
cealed. They violated the wo.nen 
and put many of them to death. 
‘he monuastry. of St. Golin, in the 
sa of Veles, has been plundered. 
The town of Klissura is Siled with

Canning Tomatoes, 

In canning tomatoes for the purpose 
of frying select those rather small 
than large, ripe and firm. Remove the 
skins without scalding them, If possl- 
ble, taking care not to cut away too 
touch of the stem end, s0 a6 to pre 
scrve their shape. Pack Into wide 
mouthed jara neatly and as closely as 
possible; fill to overflowing with water; 
adjust the rubbers and lids. Place the 
Jars In a steamer, nud after the water 
begins to boll allow it to continue so 
for an hour, no lexs. Remove the jars, 
tighten the Hds, wipe and keep In the 
kitchen twenty-four hours. If screw 
tops are used give them a final turn 
and put away. Tomatoes for stewing 
ehould be relieved of as much water 
as possible by squeezing them thor- 
oughly before putting them into the 
preserving kettle and then cooking 
them until thick. 





Jelly Making Simplified. 

I find my summer fruit work greatly 
lessened by not trying to inake all the 
jelly we shall want during the ‘year, 
but by sealing up In quart cans the 
julee when ready for the sugur. We 
enjoy the fresh jelly In the winter, and 
the work of making a few glasses at a 
time Is nothing. There Is also the od- 
vantage of needing fewer glasses, as 
they do the duty of mapy more.—Cor, 
Good Housekeeping. 


THE SUN BATH. 


One of the Benefits of the Seashore. 
How to Take It. 

To many women the annual ylsit to 
the seashore In a period of physical re-« 
juvenation which could not easily be 
dispensed with, and the dally “dip” in 
the sun warmed salt water Is regarded 
althost In the’light of a sacred rite, In 
many caser, however, says Iarrlct | 
Arnot in the Designer, the shock of 
contact with the cold water Is abso- 
Jutely harmful, especially when the 
bather is afflicted with any heart or 
kidney lesion; hence even when one Is 
resolved to yjsit the sceashore—a 
course which is in {txelf generally ben- 
eficial, since the sea alr is laden with 
health giving constituents—one should 
not assume the responsibility of the 
dally sea bath unless one fs fully as- 
sured that it will be unattended by 
dangerous consequcnces, 

In most Instances of physical weak- 
ness the sun bath on the sands Is pro- 
ductive of far more pleasurable and 
healthful results than the plunge Into 
the waves, chiefly because It carries 
with it no necessity for physical ex- 
ertion, but permits the bather to He 
in the invigorating air for almost the 
whole day fn that dolce far niente that 
is so emphatically what the overwork- 
ed feminine system stands in sorest 
used of. 

For the sun bath it is desirable that 
the garments worn be the thinnest and 
scantiest that the propricties will allow, 
for in order to attain the best results 
from the standpoint of health it is 
necessary that the sun rays should pen- 
etrate to the most remote fiber of the 
body. A physician who recommends 
the sun bath to all of bis nervous and 
overstrung women patients advises 
each to wear a costume consisting of 
but two pieces and composed of the 
thinnest and moat loosely woven al- 
paca @hat the looms can produce, A 
hat should not be worn, and In order 
that the hale may share with the body 
in the benefits of the bath It should be 
loosened from its fastenings and per- 
mitted to unfold ita wavy lengths to 
the revivifying alr and sunshine, 

Halr specialists unanimously concur 
In the opinion that, whatever the sun 
bath may do for the body, there can be 
no question as to its beneficent Infu- 
ence upon the hair, which, after sev- 
eral months’ hard usage in the shape of 
wavings and. curlings and pinnings 
and perpetual exposure to overheated 
rooms and dusty strects, Is sorely in 
need of both a tonle and a rest. Incl- 
dentally it may be observed that the 
sea bath bas anything but a beneficial 
effect upon the hair, since It tends to 
render it dry and brittle and to rob it 
of its color and gloss. Hence it Is ad- 
visable when taking a plunge In the 
sen to have the halr as fully protected 
as possible and afterward to cleanse it 
thoroughly by many rinsings In clear, 
{resh water. 





Green Corn Oysters, 

Corn oysters are a midsummer del- 
cacy HMked by many. An exchange 
gives this recipe: Half grate on a 
rather fine grater cight eara of corn 
that fs neliher young nor very old, 
scraping out all the remaining pulp 
from the hulls on the cob, Add to 
this the beaten yolks of two eggs, one 
level teaspoonful of salt, a quarter os 
much pepper and the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a stiff froth. Fry in 
little scukes shaped like oysters In a 
spider in sweet leaf lard hot enough 
not to soak Into the batter readily. If 
the corn Is so watery that the cakes 
spread too much add cracker dust to 
truke the “batter stiffer. Use neither 
milk nor four.

Bird Slaughter. 

The total number of packages of 
osprey feathers sold in London last 
year. was 1,608,, and of birds of par- 
adixe 19,552., A package of osprey 
feather varies in amount from two 
or three to over 100 ounces, but a 
careful computation shows the aver- 
age to be about 30 ounces to the 
package. This gives a total of 48,- 
240 ounces, and on the received es- 
timate that four birds are required 
to yicld one ounce of plumes, wo 
have a total of 192,960 birds killed 
in the breeding season to furnish one 
year’s feather sales. Of the birds of 
paradise 13,992 were catalogucd as 
femalcs, . 









Lendon Parks. 

London, says the Earl of Meath, 
noW possesses $13 parks and cpen 
spaces, Which have cost £2,199,000.

PREACHER POINTS OUT THE FOLLY 
OF MAKING FALSE START. 


_THE PATHFINDER’S JOURNEY. 





The Young Man's Safeguard Will De 
Found to Be the Bible—Welcome Op- 
portunlty Comes to Those Whe Attend 
te Their Dally Basiness—Eeward of 
True Service—Duty te Employers.

Chicago, Sopt 13.—In this dis- 
courso the proacher emphasizes the 
importance of a definite aim at the 
outset of a career and points out the 
folly of “‘the wrong start,’” which 
must end in ultimate disappointment 
or ruin. Tho text is HM. Samuel 
xvill., 22, *‘Wherefore wilt thou run, 
my son?*’ 

Every great inovement inevitably 
finds its crystallization in the person- 
ality of one or more leaders. Soon 
after Oliver Cromwell died the Old 
Ironsides melted away. The monarch- 
ical throne was again established. 
The son of a decapitated ruler was 
crowned in Westminster Abbey as 
Charles If. When Harold the last of 
the Saxon Kings, fell at Hastings, 
William tho Conqucror became the 
undisputed claimant of the English 
throne, and the Norman dynasty was 
established. When Robespierre and 
Marat and Danton died, the ‘‘reign 
of terror’ ceased. “Mob anarchy” 
had to bend the knee at the shrine 
of “established law.’ When Prince 
Absalom, brilliant mentally and 
handsome physically, but depraved 
morally, the unscrupulous leader of 
all the insurrectionists of David's 
kingdom, died, at once his followers 
Were scattered, and the national up- 
heaval which threatened to demolish 
his father’s throne was stilled. 

No sooner was this tragedy over 
than General Joab, the commander 
of the royal forces, wished to send 
the news to the anxious King. Wo 
Wanted to do as other generals have 
dono before and since his time. Com- 
modore Perry, after his great victory 
on Lake Eris, sent to the President 
this significant message: “We have 
met the enemy, and they are ours.’’ 
So General Joab turned to one of his

Bulgarian Government Saye That Tarkhey 
Je Systemaiically Devastating Mace- 
dovia aad Maseacreing the Christian 
Population—lins Eudoavered to Fre- 
serve Neutrality, But May Now Depart 
From This tosition. 


Sofia, Sept. 15.—The Bulgarian 
Government, through its foreign re- 
presentatives, has addressed: a note 
to the powers declaring that the 
Porte is ‘systematically devastating 
Macedonia) and massacreing — the 
population, Further, it 
says, Turkey has mobilized her whole 
army, which can not possibly be for 
the sole purpose of suppressing the 
revolution. Therefore, the Bulgarian 
Governinent appeals to the humane 
sentiment of Europe to prevent tho 
continuance of the massacres and de- 
Vastation and to stop the mobiliza- 
tion of the ‘Turkish army. 

The memorandum concludes with 
the plain statement that unless the 
powers intervene Bulgaria will bo 
forced’ to take such moasures as she 
may deem necessary. 

The Bulgarian Ministry, there ap- 
pears to be little doubt, in face of 
the strongest pressure, has endeavor- 
ed to maintain strict neutrality, but 
it appears very possible that the 
Government may now depart from 
“this position. 

Guerilla Tactics Only. 
_ Warned by previous disastrous ex- 
periences, tho revolutionary foaders 
have decided to adopt only gucrilla 
tactics in Eastern Macedonia, which 


is expected to exhaust the ‘Turks 
much sooner. 
The insurgents now have neariy 


4,000 men armed with rifles in 
Eastern Macedonia, and thousands of 
peasants aro ready to join their for- 
ces when a general rising has been 
proclaimed. This step is being de- 
layed for arms and anuuunition. The 
Turkish forces now in Eastern Mace- 
donia are catimated at 17,000. 

In the conflicts in the mountains of 
Pirin, the Turks aro reported to have 
lost heavily. 

A panic provails in Veles. 
soldiers permit no ono to leave the 
town, and the peasants in thé sur- 
rounding villages have all been kill- 
ed and thelr villages destroyed.

At 4.30 yesterday, afternoon tthe sad 
event took place. Only the latter 
part of last week Mr. Tannabill was 
about the strects, and from sppear- 
ances was enjoying his usual bealth.

On the Gth of Junc, in the year 
1824 the deceased was born at Glas- 


gow, Scotland, where he resided until

Tannahill was for somo time engaged 
us a manufacturer in the. old Scot- 
tish etty. In the ycar 1858 "he came 
cut to this country and In 1859 lo- 
cated in this city, where, with the 
exception of three years, spent in 
Montreal, he has since made his home. 
For many years the, deceased was 
engaged in the gratin business in Lhis 
city. a business which he’ successful- 
ly conducted. For six years Juring 
this period he was a member of the 
Towr Council, being one of the re- — 
»wresentatives from Sainson Ward. 
n the year 1876 Mr. F. P. Davy, who 
was Treasurcr of the corporation, 
died, and Mfr. Tannahill was appoint- 
ed to the position, which “he filled 
with credit to himself and tho elti- 
zens. He continued to act in this ca~ 
pacity until 1893, when he resigned,. 
and has since ved a retired Hfe. 
Deceased was never identified much 
with secret societics; but was for 
some time a member of the old St. 
Andrew's Socicty und a charter mem- 
ber of the Sons of Scotland. He was’ 
a consistent member of the Jobn St. 
Presbyterian Church, .being one of 
jts elders. Sincd thé erection of the. 
Hospital Mfr, Tannahill had taken an 
active part In its welfare, and for - 
years had been a member of the 
Advisory Board. He was in every - 
senst of the word a kind-hearted tnan - 
and a worthy citizon, and his demise 
will be universally regretted. 

The surviving members of the- 
family are a widow and one son,’Mr. 
Robert Tannahill, accountant of the 
local branch of the Bank of Mont- 
real. To them will be extended the 
sincere sympathy, of the citizens 
generally.

“FORAGE CROPS’ FOR COWS. 





3t Wi Net Do to Depend Wholly 


Upon Natural Pasturage, —. 

In determining what crops should be 
grown for forage for the cows in the 
dairy consideration should be given tha 
matter of flavor. This precludes the 
use of rape on account: of the strong, 
cabbage-like odor which Is detected in 
the milk unless the cows are very care- 
fully fed, which is not an economical 
way to feed green stuff, says Dairy and 
Creamery.” 

Sweet corn, sorghum and millet are 
three green crops that may be grown 
with perfect success. The sweet corn 
{is our favorite because it can be used 
over quite an extended period, remain- 
ing In good condition from the time the 
cars are quite immature until fully 
ripe, and even after that it makes a 
palatable and nutritious forage for 
cows or other stock. 

Sorghum Js a good green fced and 
may be cut, as it will renew itself, The 


objection to {t as a second growth crop 


Js that at times it secms to develop 
polsonous qualitics, and this character- 
{istic is not yet well enough understood 
to furnish us with certain means of 
prevention of the trouble. 

The farmer who depends wholly on 
natural pasturage during the summer 
is'certafn to Jose moncy, even in favor- 
able years, and In dry years his*re- 
celpts will fall off to a disastrous ex- 
tent. 

it is a good plan to sow small patches 
of different kinds of forage crops at 
different times so ns to have a stucces- 
sion and a good supply on hand In any 
emergency that may arise. 

There {s rarely good pasturage for a 
longer period than six weeks in the 
early spring, even in the most farora- 
ble seasons, and a supply of supple 
mentary green feed will come handy 
on any farm where cows are kept about 
nine out of ten years. 

No farmer thinks St too much trouble 
to prepare an ample supply of hay and 
grain for winter, and very often the 
greatest necessity for feeding arises tn 
the middle of summer. If at such 
times there is a supply of green feed 
available, money will be saved and the 
regular receipts from the herd will not 
decrease, 

If the milk Sow fs allowed to de- 
crease In summer, it cannot be restored 
at any later time, so it is only the part 
of wisdom to be ready to supply any 
deficiency Is this respect. 





Dalry Jettings. 

Do not allow silage and other fool 
about the stable at milking time. Many 
more odors get inte the milk after it 
has been drawn from the cow than 
comes with the eow. 

Remove the wil from the stable as 
goon as possible after wilking. 

A milk pall cevered with a layer of 
absorbent cottom between two layers of 
cheesecloth is a good protection to the 
milk from outside surronndings. 








Cheese canmot he kept In the far 
south in summer In any quantity ex- 
cept In cold storage, and it would have 
to be used up quickly In order to keep 
it In prime condition. As there are 
coli storage plants in all cities and 
towns of any size it {s not a difficult 
matter to manage this part of the busi- 
ness, 

I am not prepared to say that there 
is any one scctlon of the country offer- 
ing peculiar advantages for the cheese 
business. Any one contemplating es- 
tablishing a cheese factory should visit 
the south and fospect the market 
conditions for himself. The responsl- 
Dility of giving an opinion on this sub- 

‘ject Is much greater than the writer 
Delleves It just or fair to assume. 
There. are a good many fine towns 
niong the Mississippl river where the 
cheese Industry Is-but little developed 
and which should afford u good mar- 
ket.—Profesxor A. M. Soule, Texas Ex- 
periment Station. 

‘The Paraffin Dip For Cheeac, 

The parafiin method of putting up 
cheese is gaining ground, some of the 
inectings of cheese makers having de- 
clared strongly li its favor. It coxts a 
little more than the common salting 
and binding process, but is considered 
far more satisfactory and effective. 
The paraffin js oppliicd when the 
ebeese Is being cured aud made ready 
for shipment. Some dairy Instructors 
advise that the cheese should be left 
on the shelves Jn the factory for sev- 
eral weeks In n moderate temperature 
to grow firm before it Is packed 
away, but the advocates of the parattin- 
ing method think that os soon ‘as the 
product has been shaped and has be- 
come sufliciently dry it should be 
dipped in the hot paraftin and then 
placed Immediately in cold storage. 

Paper Cheese Boxes, 

The Canadian Grocer has this to say 
about st: 

“It Is expected that the wooden 
cheese box will soon be superseded by 
a paper one. L. D. Lewls of Adams, 
who Is the inventor, received his patent 
from Washington last June. ‘Iwo sam- 
plo boxes were on exhibition at the Wa- 
tertown Produce Exchange banquetheld 
at Watertown, N. Y.,lastmonth. Onewas 
made of pulp, the other of paper, and 
of the two the former seemed more de- 
sirable. The weight of a paper box for 

-anizty pound cheese Js three and a halt 
pounds and varies according tu the 
material from which it Is made. The 
boxes nre uniform In size, a decided ad- 
vantage over wooden ones. The paper 
boxes are put together with cement, 
making them alr and molsture proof. 

Both top and bottom covers are ar- 

ranged to provide for ventilation.”

For Great Britain. 





Canada’s Contentions in the Dispute With 
the United States Well Set Forth by 
Sir H. B, Finiay—The Powers of the 
Tribeonl—The Real Questiun at Issue 

of 


Ie the Apnglo-Russian Treaty 
1825. 


(Canadian Associated Press.) 

London, Sept. 16.—The first  sit- 
ting of the Alaskan Boundary Tri- 
bunal took place at the Foreign Of- 
fice yesterday in the room in which 
deputations are received by members 
of the Government. 

The Commissioners and counsel 
wore all present, and among the lad- 
ies present were Mesda:nes Sifton, 
Duff, Wade, Courtney, and Pope, 
Many American ladies were also pre- 
sent. 

The Case For Uavadea Opened. 

The Attorney-General, Sir It. B. 
Finlay, proceeded to open the caso 
for Great Britain by describing the 
territory in dispute as being chictly 
of valuo to Canada as affording ac- 
cess to the Yukon Territory. We 
went on to say that the question of 
boundary had been in dispute © since 
1872, for more than 30 years the 
subject of differences periodically be- 
tween the Governments, Though but 
little known to the outside world 
up to 1896, and confined to Stato 
papers, in that year the discovery of 
gold in the Yukon made it a subject 
of active concern. Uo alluded to the 
joint survey of 1895 and the negoti- 
ations of the Joint High Cominis- 
sion in 1808, which unfortunately 
bore no fruit. 

Tho Treaty of 1825 the Heal Issue. 


Coming to the treaty of 19023 he 
said the tribunal was organized 
thereunder to interpret the treaty of 
1825. It can only answer questions, 
and has no power to draw a bound- 
ary. Referring to tho last para- 
graph of Act Three of the treaty of 
19038, he argued that under it the 
tribunal could take cognizance only 
of acts of the Governments concern- 
ed, not of individuals, and that only 
such actions could be considered as 
jinplied agreement of view between 
the two Governments. Any action 
outside the treaty could only be rele- 
vant so far as it showed united ac- 
tion of both parties:"* 


The Questions to Be Answered, 


Tho Attorney-General then proceed- 
ef to read and) comment upon the 
questions proposed to be answered 
by the tribunal. Regarding the first, 
he said there could be no discussion. 

The second also was a simple ques- 
tion of identity. What channel did 
the negotiators wean by Portland 
Channel? Undoubtedly that passing 
to the north of Prince of Wales and 
Pearse Islands, 

The third question anstvers itself: 
you have the two points and must 
Join them by a straight line. 

‘The same answer applics to tho 
fourth question, 

Uegarding the fifth question, he 
oxked the tribunal to return # situple 
negative. 

‘Yo the sixth question he asked 
that it should be answered to the ef- 
fect that where deep inlets occur the 
Ineasurtinent should be from the line 
of general direction of the mainland 
coast, and that whether the’ heads 
of the inlets should belong toa the 
United States or Canada would d= 
Jend upon the situation of the moun- 
‘tains, which are the cardinal — fea- 
ture of this treaty. 

Regarding the seventh question, he 
asked the tribunal to decide that 
the mountains do exist, and that the 
line of their sununits is that deline- 
ated by Mr. King, the Canadian ex- 
pert, 

llow He With Deal With the Case. 

He then indicated tho order 
which he proposed to deat 
case, os follows: (3) The terms of 
the treaty of 1825; (2) to give a gen- 
eral view of the negotiations which 
led to the treaty of 1825; (3) to deal 
with the questions before the tribun- 
al, which fall into two groups, the 
first four and the last three, 1Hé then 
read and commented on the treaty of 
1825, pointing out that the latitude 
and longitude of the southern-most 
point of Prince of Wales Istand were 
given merely for identification, — and 
that the point itself was the com- 
mencement, ‘no matter what the lati- 
tude was. He then said ‘le long de 
la parse, dite Portland Channel” did 
not necessarily mean through the 
middle of the channel, MMe argued 
that throughout the negotiations the 
southern boundary contended for by 
Russia Was degree 55. He touched 
upon the meaning of the pronoun 
“elle,” which, however, -he said, was 
of little practical utility. 

Passing to the treaty he contended 
that the basis of the treaty is the 
existence of mountains. ‘The con« 
tingent portion of the fourth articly 
docs not controvert this, for it Sup. 
poses mountains, though —in places 
they may recede more than 10 leagues 
froin the const. 

Coming to the moaning of the word 
“coast,"" he quoted Mr. Mendenhall, 
chief of the United States Coast Sur- 
vey, to show that he understood the 
Word to mean tho general trend of 
the const. 

Here Senator ‘Turner enquired if 
the general trend of the coasts and 
trend of the general coasts were not 
different in jucaning and intimating 
that Mr. Mendenhall did not use the 
latter phrase, which alone conveyed 
the British moaning.

* The Attorney-General saw incom- 
patibility between the two expres- 
sions, and quoted . Mr, Mendenhall 
further in support of his view. He 
dwelt on the words of that treaty 
that the linc was never to exceed ten 
leagues, and showed that the United 
States read this to mean that the 
lino Was never.to bo less than ~that 
distance from the const. He next 
commented upon the United States 
contention that there were no moun- 
tains within the ten leagues, and 


showed that for long stretches there 
Wore undeniably mountains, He cit- 
ed tho St, Elias Alps as hugo physi- 
cal facts, and said that, as a French 
King once said, “‘There are no more 
Phyrences,"’" so the United States 
proposed to eliminate from nature 
the St. Elias Alps. Again, ho show- 
cd that mountains exist ten or 
twelve miles back of Dyca, whereas 
the United States claim ignores them 
altogether, and runs the line 35 mil- 
es back from the head of the Lynn 
Canal. In this way, they. seek to 
acquire an additional 10,000 square 
miles, to which they cannot possibly 
have any claim. We took up the 
negotiations in 1823-1825, and show- 
cd that the negotiators must have 
been familiar with Vancouver's nar- 
rative, and was proceeding critically 
to examine the negotiations In sup- 
port of the claim of Great Britain 
when the Court rose for lunch,

London, Sept. 16,.—The first day of 
the ofal- arguments in the Alaskan 
boundary question was taken yp by 
Attormey-General Finlay, who part- 
ially presented.the Canadian view of 
this important controversy.

ENTAL RAILWAY, DELIVERED | 
In THE HOUSE’ “OF COM- - 
; MONS ON AUGUST. 
18, 1903. 


(Continued) 


Then, Sir, later on a road was to 
be built—the short ize of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Rallway. That came be- 
fore the House first in 1884 on’ a res- 
olution to make a grant of $170,000 
a year for fifteon years to build the 
Canadian Pacific Railway over very, 
nearly tho samo route as that of the 
proposed line through the province of 
New Brunswick. © /Fhé Premier was 
alive to the interests of the country 
at that time, and he moved on the 
4th of ‘April, 1884: f 

“That the said resolution be not 
now read bh second time, but that It 
be referred back to a Committee of 
the Whole, with power to amend tho 
same by Hroviding that the route for 
the line bf railway connceting Mont- 
real with the harbors of St. John 
and Halifax, for which a subsidy of 
€170,000 a year for 15 years is pro-, 
vided. should de subject to the sppro- 
val of Parliament.” 
This was voted down, and the next 
year, in 1885, he brought the matteg 
Up again. making a precisely simi- 
lar motion, that the matter should 
be referred back until the approval of 
Parliament should be obtained. The 
Conservatives opposed the motion of 
the right hon. gentleman, but they 
did it for the reason that at 
time an arrangement had +been made 
by which tho Canad‘an Pacific Rail- 
way Company, was to complete its 
jinw by ‘the year 1886, and they polnt- 
ed out (that if the right hon. gentle- 
man insisted on his amendment, and 
if it were agreed to, It would ne lm- 
possible for the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, to complete its tine by 
the time balled for in the contract. 
So we find that on three previous 
occasions, on dwo.the right hon. gen- 
Ueman himself, und on the third his 
party, advocated the principle that 
before such a line of railway should 
be “adopted Parliament should rati- 
fy the route. 
. The right hon. gentleman's next 
reason was that the reilway must be 
buil: from Moncton to the Pacific, 
{ do not intend to occupy the time 
of the House in discussing that ar- 
rangement, for the simple reason that 
every member of this House Lnows

Plan to Returm These Taken by Dritish 
Soldiers During Lete War. 

The officials of the Society of 
Friends in London are p-onyor- 
ing to tind out and return the 2): 
belonging to Boer families « which 
Were taken by British soldiers in the 
course of the South African war and 
for tho return of which an appeal 
Was recently issued by Earl Roberts. 
The appeal was recently repeated in 
Canada. 

Infortwation has been received of 
about tWenty Bibles which are miss- 
ing, and som of these have already 
heen located. One is in the possea* 
sion of the Bishop of Ripon and be 
longs to Commandant Prinsloo, The 
bishop has expressed his. willingness 
to return it. Another fine Bible was 
heard of in the west of England, and 
a third located is that of the Dutch 
Commandant Maasboek, who was 
killed in the war. 

Mr. Alexander of the Socicty of 
Friends has two Dibles at his office. 
One is o magnificent volume, a large 
folio, dated 1660, 18 by 11 Inches, 
Dolonging to the Van der Merwe fam- 
ily and returned by Captain Werne 
ford, who found it near Ermeto. ‘This 
contains a pedigreo the first part of 
which is in illuminated characters. In 
all probability it belonged to ono of 
tho old voortrekkers. Tho other is 
not so old and apparently belonges 
to a family named Grant. . 

Itecently an officer living at New- 
castle-on-Tyno wrote to say he was 
returning a Bible he bought from one 
of his men which belongyd, he believe 
ed. to one Martinus Els of Sloot 
Kraal, Hoilbrou. 








A Yamous Correspondent. 

A man very much talked of lately, 
on account of his valuable press let- 
ters, is Dr. G. I. Morrison, the Pe 
kin correspondent of The London 
Times, aud for «a man of only forty 
orse he has certainly had a crowded 
and adventurous career, He started 
it, it sewms, while a school-boy, by 
navigating the River Murray from 
source to mouth in-a little canoe by 
himself, ‘Then he walked from Mel- 
bourne to Adelaide, a sort of trial 
trip ‘preliminary to his great and 
perilous solitary tramp of two 
thousand miles across Australia from 
farthest north to  remotest south, 
This was the beginning of his con- 
nection with journalism, as he wrote 
a vivid narrative of his experiences 
in the Melbourne Age.

Australia’s New Capital. 


Tumut, the new capital of the Austra- 
Yen Cemmonwealth, half-way between 
Sydney and Melbourne, is at the present 
moment so remote from the outer world 
that it ts folly twenty miles distant from 
the nearest line of a, with: which 
it' keeps in touch by means of a dally 
coach service, But what it lacks In 
Erosperity and in accessibility ft makes 
up salubrity and in the picturesque 
beauty of its surroun: 

The town as mw constituled has a 
population of about thirteen hundred, 
with four banks, four churches, curiously 

as if they were the refiection of 
pointer stars of the Southern Cross;

Rallroad circles, as well as a large por- 
tion of the general public, were greatly 
interested In the resignation of W. <A, 
Garrett from the general superintendency 
of the Philadephia & Reading railroad a 
fow months ago,to assume a more import- 
ant position with the Queen & Crescent 
road.

Portland Cement From Slag.

Portland cement has been made from 
Diaat-furnace slag for several years {n 
Germany, Luxemburg and Belgium, and 
the quality Is said to be most satisfactory. 
The SclentiNc American now tells us that 
negotiations are being carried on with a 
view to the introduction of the slag-ce- 
ment industry in England, Austria and 
France. Bays this paper :— 

“In some respects a blast-works has a 
ecnsiderable advantage over other Port- 
Iand-cement factoriea because the mo- 
tive power for the cement works can be 
supp led m blast furnace gas motor 
with electric transmission, the rubber or 
waste coke from the blast furnaces can 
be utilized In the cement kiln, and the 
principal raw materials, namely, the 
granulated slag and the limestone, are 
close at hand: Besides. there are other 

inor advantages. Vortlund-slag cement 

aA also some advantages over natural 
Portland cement; for, while the yiela 
from the raw materials when the former 
Is used is about 9 per cent.. the yield 
when the ordinary raw materials are used 
1s seldom more than @ per cent. As 
the cost of production r ton of raw 
materials is nearly equa! In both cases, 
& gaving of about 3 per cent. in fuel, 
labor, etc., Is effected In_ the caxe of slag

Tent {s more trustworthy and more 
rexolar, mad ite manufacture can be 


more eagily controlled than that of the 
so-called natural Portland cement, be- 
cause the principal raw material, name- 
ly, the blast furnace slag, {3, as a rule, 
a regular product whose chemical com- 
position is easily controlled ; consequent- 
lv. any alterations which are lable to 
take place are known beforehand and 
precautions can accordingly be taken in 


Marriage Customs in the Caucasus. 


In the northern Caucasus nearly half 
the death rate of the Inhabitants is caus- 
ed by vendetta, says The London Tele- 
graph, and at Jeast three-fourths of the 
Yendetta cases are the result of a curi- 
ous marriage custom which is now decl- 
mating the population. ‘The native of 
those parts who wishes to take unto him- 
self a wife cannot arrange the matter 
in the simple, off-hand manner in vogue 
in western Europe by “popping the 
question.” He must go home. sell his 
belongings, and buy her fairly and 
squarely of her parents, the price rang- 
ing from £3 to £X0. This Is a costly cus 
tom In many ways, for it is not every 
young man who can afford to invest such 
a lafge sum in a wife, however accome 
plisled. What generally happens in such 
cases is that the indigent candidate for 
the order of benedict induces a few stal- 
wart comrades to seize the maiden and 
carry her off. What ioo often follows 
then may be gathored from a case in 
point which has just taken place in Sos- 
slambek. Wokayeft is the bridegroom's 
name, and Neshkho that of the girl of 
sweet sixteen who had the misfortune to 
find favor in bis eyes. His pockets being 
empty, he persuaded three comrades to 
kidnap the maid, whom he then took off 
to another village as his wife. But her 
father, on discovering her whereabout: 
had her sent back by the police, an 
then demanded £90 for loss of her ser- 
vices, as we should say. Bokzyeff, to 
whom the demand was made, would not 
or could not pay. The gris father 
thereupon claimed that sum from the 
Uridegroom’s companions, who are equally 
Hable. They admitted the justice of his 
claim, and called upon Bokayeft to hand 
over the sum to them.

Separating Milk. 

Mr. J. W. Newnan, in a talk to Cana- 
Glan dalrymen, sald: “Milk fresh and 
warm as It comes from the cow fs in 
the best condition for separation. Oth- 
erwise acrate and cool to 60 degrees. 
When rendy to separate heat the milk 
again above 00 degrees by some con- 
tinuous heater that will hold sufficient 
milk to keep the separator going at 
least flve minutes. Butter fat Is not a 
good conductor of heat, not equal to 
skimmed milk, therefore sufficient time 
for expansion of the fat should be al- 
lowed before milk {s fed into separator. 
Heating milk reduces its viscosity, in- 
creases‘the capacity and insures moro 
exhaustive separation. Avold vibra- 
tion, low speed, overfeeding separator, 
low temperature or making very heavy 
cream by adjustment.”

The peninsula of India is famous for 
the excellence of its mica deposits. On 
account of {ts delicacy. mica quickly 
suffers from the crushing effects of 
earth movements, and the superiority 
of the Indian deposits {s ascribed to 
the geologically Jong and perfect quica- 
cence that the great peninsula has en- 
joyed. In the Nellore district crystals, 
or “books,” of muscovite mica have 
been obtaincd measuring ten feet 
across the basal planes. Usually they 
are much smaller, and even fn India 
the stability of the earth has not been 
sufficiently continuous to prevent the 
destruction of large quantities of this 
delicate and valuable mineral,

ABORTION IN DAIRY COWS. 


Good Sanitary Care of Stables and 
* Cows the Only Remedy. 

I firmly belleve that there Ia only one 
way to do with abortion In hens, and 
that Is to grin and bear it and try to 
outlast the trouble, says John Gould ir 
the Michigan Farmer. My belief Is 
founded upon observation and ingulry 
from one end of the dairy belt to the 
other and the experience of somé of the 
most able veterinarians in this country. 
Disinfecting, Isolation and the like are 
simply impossible on the dairy farms 
of this country. To eradicate a germ 
disease in a twenty-year-old barn Is 
more than whitewash and burning sul- 
phur in a kettle can accomplish. Abort- 
ing cows sbould be washed and sprayed 
with carbolic acid or listerine solution, 
but it is for thelr own benefit, not the 
herd at large. While it prolably is a 
erm disease, hanging up bits of “fet- 
ty” about the stable or feeding “stock 
foods” will not bead off or cure the 
trouble. The fact is that cows abort 
with very few symptoms of coming 
trouble, usually none at all, and the 
loss of a feed is rare, and they are 
ready to breed within a few daya or 
weeks. This has been noticed (not al- 
ways following) that a cow that aborts 
while in milk usually beefs up, but if 
nearly or quite dry when the mishap 
occurs freshens up and gives a fair 
mess, more than enough to pay her 
keep, and there is a chance for future 
usefulness. 

The evidence against the germ theory 
is its complete disappearance after hav- 
ing run a certain course ™ a dairy, its 
attacks on cattle far away on grass 
and even the two-year-old heifers and 
then disappearing as suddenly as It 
came, usually running a fast race at 
the start and ‘then as suddenly disap- 
pearing, though generally gradually di- 
minishing. Scientists seem to be posi- 
tive that It is of germ orlgis amd germ 
dissemination, but despite all claims of 
the venders of germ killers and abor- 
tion specifics, no germ has ever been 
isolated or any cultures obtained. Even 
the great Nocard, who has made a 
twenty years’ study of the matter, has 
nothing definite to report or even to 
found a plausible theory upon. How 
much credence should then be given to 
& “discovery” whose author has not 
even a claim to scientific research. 

There Is only. one remedy, good sani- 
tary care of the stnbles and of the 
cow. Feed good, substantial foods, 
with some oj] meal. Fatten, possibly, 
the old cows, and ufter an few months 
breed the others again. A few will not 
breed, and beef 1s their portion. 











Getting Tegether, 

Good work has been accomplished by 
the Philadelphia Milk Shippers’ union, 
neconiing to American Agriculturist. 
No better Mlustration is needed than 
the agrecinent recently made with the 
exchange to fix the price of milk for 
each month of the year.. There bas 
been a gratifying willingness on the 
part of dealers and the exchange ta 
meet producers In conference for the 
discussion of the situation. It {sa well 
known fact that no big enterprise cau 
succeed without organization.e Whea 
farmers get together and stand up for 
their rights, their volce will be beard 
very time. There has been In the past 
foo much speculation in the milk busi- 
ness and not infrequently to the disad- 
Yantuge of the producers, but farmers 


and dealers are gettlug together at Inst 


aud co-operating for their mutual good. 





In a recent issue we called attention 
to the fact that good dairy blood could 
be had at very reasonable figures and 
cited a sale of Ohio Jersey cattle as an 
example, says Stockman and Farmer, 
Some of our Jersey frieuds thought the 
prices given therein were too low and 
want to know if we have heard of other 
sules, Yes, we have heard of them, but 
they are not representative of the ayer- 
age, but of the exceptional, lu Jersey 
sales. We did not cite them because of 
this and because they do not illustrate 
our point, that good dairy blood in the 
form of yearling heifers and young 
cows can be had at comparatively little 
oxtra cxpense over grades. We say 
comparatively littie—that is, compared 
with prices for beef bred cattle. Can 
any one say that this Is not true? Can 
any one say why pure bred dairy cattle 
should not have thelr inning some day 
and sell as well ns beef cattle bave sold 
during the past three years, leaving out 
the extremes in both causes? 

But as to the correctness of our ex- 
ample. Leaving out the extremes, such 
as Cooper’s and Hood's sales, and also 
those in which the nverage was too low 
to be reported, and taking thirtech of 
the average kind, we find that for 659 
head the average price was $65.57. 
And this we believe to be even above 
the average at which the kind of stock 
we have described has sold, but no 
matter, it ls not much above the yalue 
of a good grade milk cow. We say 
again that the present is a good time 
for a dalryman to Invest, because it is 
a cheap time and the prospects for the 
dairy judustry are good. 

Keep Up Your Herd. 

Rather than to select heifer calves 
froin good cows and raise them, many 
farmers depend on buying cows when 
they need them to Increase the herd or 
replace those turned off, and for just 
this renson some farmers never baye 
more than two or three good dairy 
cows In the herd, says V. M. Couch. 
Then. ogain, n good many who raise 
thelr own stock never take any pains 
to secure the services of a good bull. 
It matters not the kind of a bull used 
a0 long as they get the cow with calf. 
Elther buy and have a good bull of 
Jour own or clse secure the services of 
one somewhere,

The first essential for the production 
of good milk is healthy cows, ‘says a 
writer in Scribner's Magazine. The 
work of the Jungs in purifying. the 
blood for the manufacture of milk is 
too near the danger line to use the milk 
from a tuberculous animal. It is also 
important tbat the milker should be in 
perfect health. Germs of disease are 
thrown off in breathing and coughing 
and epidemics have been known to 
start In this way. The feed should be 
sweet and free from must and any 
abrupt change avolded. r 

A great deal of criticism is made as 
to silage feed, but where it is made a 
part of the ration with other feeds in 
proportion the flavor of the milk will 
be benefited. See to It that the water- 
ing place Is clean and free from slime 
and fertilizer. 

It seems to be a dificult thing In 
dairy management to secure cleanly 
conditions in a cow stable. About nine 
ty-nine ovt of a hundred are far from 
sweet and clean; the offensive odors 
contaminate the breath, blood and tis- 
sue of the animal, and consequently a 
first class article of milk cannot be pro- 
duced. The barns should’ be dusted 
often and whitewashed at least once a 
year, not only to give them a good ap- 
pearnnce and make the stable lighter, 
but to purify them and kill apy germs 
of disease that may have collected on 
walls or ceilings. 

Whitewash is one of the cheapest 
disinfectants known and should be a 
part of the yearly routine. By the use 
of a small frult spray pump the work 
can be accomplished much quicker and 
far more effectively than when appiled 
with a brush, as it can be driven into 
every crack and corner. The lime 
should be thoroughly slacked and 
strained through a fine wire screen or 
cloth and made thin enough to work 
nicely through the nozzle, A half 
bushel of Ime will make dbout thirty 
gallons of whitewash, and this should 
be used while fresh, ns it loses Its 
power to kill germ life after standing. 

Variation of Flaver. 

Flavor does not come by chance, Ev- 
ery Intelligent butter maker ia fully 
awnre of the uncertainty and the dif. 
culty of producing a uniform high 
flavor. Experience bas taught us that 
when certain processes are followed 
the resulting product is ordinarily of at 
least fair quality. But even under the 
best sanitary conditions the product Is 
often strikingly variable in favor from 
day to day. 

A Story With a Moral, 

A few days ago two farmera came to 
town and both brought butter‘for sale. 
One of the farmers had his product 
pressed into neat, compact half pound 
Packages, and he readily sold it at 25 
cents a pound. He told the Herald 
man that he could not meet the de- 
mand for his butter, The other had 
hia butter In a bucket, und It looked 
soft and watery. After tramplog 
around town from place to place try- 
ing to sell he gave up In disgust and 
sald it was no use to bring butter to 
town to sell, ns nobody would buy It. 
This Uttle relation of facts curries with 
{ta moral, Can you not guess what 
that moral Is?—Palestine Herald. 

Water In Batter. 

Every maker haa a right to Incorpo- 
rate water In his butter to the IHmlt of 
the law if he desires, rays Professor G. 
I. McKay of the lowa Dalry school. 
Sul) I would not care to ndvocate going 
to the limit. Fourteen and a half or 15 
per cent will give a nice, dry appearing, 
waxy butter, If the water content of 
butter {s too high, up in the nejghbor- 
hood of 20 per cent, it gives the butter 
n dead appearance, bavlug a Ughter 
shade of color, and when such butter is 
bored It has a tendency to roll up on 
the back of the trier, appearing wealy. 
Some makers have adopted the plan of 
ndding more color to overcome the ef- 
fects of the excessively bigh per cent of 
water.

Howto Make and Feed Corncoh Char- 
oval to Keep Swine Healthy. 

Burned corncobs, if you have no 
charcoal, mixed with some wood ashes 
and a very little salt kept where the 
hogs can get It, Is one of the best regu- 
lators that hogs can be given to keep 
them in healthy condition. As to the 
manner of burning these cobs, one 
breeder says to dig a hole In the 
ground five feet deep, one foot in dl- 
ameter at the bottom and five fect at 
the top, using this hole as a charcoal 
pit. Into this pit place some combustl- 
ble matter and Ignite. To this gradual- 
ly add dry corncobs until the pit. is 
full. After the flames have thoroughly 
penetrated these cobs place over the 
pit a sheet fron corer so as to exclude 
the alr. If there are any crevices 
fround the edge these shonld be cor- 
ered with soll. In the course of ten or 
twelve hours thw” charcoal will be 
ready for use. This charcoal may be 
fed alone to hogs or mixed in the fol- 
lowlig way: Six bushels of corncob 
charcoal, eight pounds of salt, two 
quarts of alr sincked lime and one 
bushel of wood ashes. The charcoal 
should be broken up fine and these 
substances thoroughly mixed together. 
One writer adds to this mixture one 
and one-quarter pounds of copperas, 
which he dissolyes in hot water, after- 
ward sprinkling this over the mixture. 
The mixture may then be fed to hogs 
at certain intervals, or, what is better, 
it_may be placed where the bogs may 
have free access to it at all times.—In- 
diana Farmer,

It Is right here where 
the fascination of the breeding busi- 
ness comes in. 





Horses In the Northweat, 

Reports indicate the sale of many 
good stallions in the British northwest 
the past few months. A comment 
from there runs to the effect that the 
people know a good horse when they 
see one, and a high average order of 
merit is visible in those taken this 
spring. Expectations are that In duc 
time the part of the great wheat 
growing country named will be eble to 
sell annually a large number of heavy 
draft horses to Ontario and for export. 





Talk about the Angora goat boom 
“busting!” ‘There is no such word in the 
Augora vocabulary. The mohair mills 
want fifty times more mohair than 
they grow fn South Africa. There are 
10,000,000 acres of precipitous and 
rocky mountains and brush land that 
beckon the deft climbers and brush 
cleaners to enter and possess the land. 
These are not for the sheep, cow or 
horse until the goat clvilizes them, and 
after him will come the golden hoof 
and the golden ficece, saya the Ameri- 
can Sheep Breeder. It is the pecullar 
mission of the Angora to redeem these 
lands to pastoral uses, and until this is 
done there will be no abatement of the 
boom that ls on. In this civilizing proc 
ess the Angora works for nothing, 
boards himself and gives his Immacu- 
late silver fieece to his owner as a gra- 
clous May day gift. Ie cannot com- 
pete with his close friend the sheep in 
the rich grass lands, but casily leads 
him in the rocks and brush lands, and 
while these remain the Angora will 
make. fortunes for men and smoother, 
kindiler runs for his woolly successor, 
and together in kindred work the two 
will go on forever. Let no shepherd of 
sheep: deride the goat, for he is the 
forerunner of the flock and the best 
friend tho sheep man will ever know. 


Mohair Market. 

According to reports from eastern 
sources, the demand for mobair this 
year will be very good, says Stockman 
and Farmer. Not much hayicome to 
market as yet, and It has been gob- 
bled up at very fale prices.. The use 
of mohair-scems to be enlarging as the 
supply in this country Increases, all of 
which is very gratifying to the ever 
gstowing Angora industry. The place 
of the Angora has not yet been defined 
in American live stock husbandry. But 
it seems now that the greatest devel- 
opment will be in the south and south- 
west, where the climate is especially 
favorable for these animals. 


Goat Notes, 

Goats are rather leas subject to dis- 
ease than sheep, but there are a good 
many cases of Joss of goats from un- 
known diseases. 

Angora gont associations are being 
formed throughout many of the states 
of the southwest in order that good 
ralsers can get together and compare 
notes as to their experiences.

The Attorney-General then drew at- 
tention to the fact that a lease tak- 
en by the Hudson’s Bay Company 
from the Russian-American Company 
in 1829 described the territory as ex- 
tending down to 54, 40 ‘‘or there- 
abouts,”” showing that they’ did not 
consider that precise latitude as con- 
stituting the boundary. 

He also took Vancouver's charts, 
which were adinitted before the ne 
gotiators of the treaty of 1825. and 
showed that on them a line /erawn 
along 54.40 would not enter wither 
Portland Canal or Observatory Inlct 
at all, but would strike the conti- 
nent below that estuary. He argued 
that the foregoing facts demonstrat- 
ed that that parallel could not pos- 
sibly have been intended as the 
southern bothdary. He then touched 
on the fact of certain storchouses 
having been erected on Prince of 
Wales’ and Pearse Islands in 1896, 
and showed how the completing of 
each building was attended with all 
the formalities observed on taking 
possession of newly acquired — terri- 
tory, hoisting flags, cheers,  etc., 
which is inconsistent with a claim 
to have been in possession of these 
islunds in 1887.

Pit-brow girls are among tho most 
remarkable womutn worsers in Eng. 
land. ‘They work as hard as — men 
and dress alinost Jiko men. Very few 
pit-brow girls are found in Britain 
outside “Lancashiie, and 5,000 of 
them, find employment at tlic coal 
mines. ‘Their’ work lics on the pit 
brow—at the surfaco pnd not Lelow, 
Once women were einployed in. the 
coal scams, but in 1843, in the faco 
of great opposition from colliery 
ownors, an act was passed probibit- 
ing women and thildren from being 
employcd below tho surfa‘e:in coal 
mines. 

At Present the dutica of tho pit- 
brow lasses consist in dealing with 
tho coal a3 it comes up the shaft to 
the pit-hcad. When the cago reachcs 
tho son the girls haul out the wag- 
ons, which contain several hundred- 
welght of cont each, and run them 
on rails tu » tipping machine, which 
shoots the coal down below to the 
screen or riddling machine. This is 
an iron slide, soveral yards long, 
with holes through which the coal 
drops at variois stages into trucis 
waiting beneath. It is jerked about 
lw etaan nawer wnt the coal moves 
downwant while the gitis stutionca 
alongside pick out the rubbish, It 
is dusty work. 

Tho girls start works at 6 o'clock 
In the morning and finish at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. As may be 
Judged, their work is arduous, and 
for its porformance they recvive SC 
cents or less a day. Men who do the 
game work get $1. Taken alto- 
gether the pit-brow lasses are 
strong, healthy fot, ranging in age 
front 18 to 25. - 

Thotr dress is distinctive and pe 
cuallar. The working costume con- 
sists of trouscrs, clogs and a coat 
which Sas at one time bcen worn by 
a brother or has come from a runny 
mmnge stall. When going to and 
from work the girls wear petticonts, 
which they roll up round tho walst 
while engaged on the pit-brow. At 
most pits nowadays the trouscrs are 
hidden {fn front by a short apron, but 
this [s @ comparatively recent de- 
parture in the way of dress. The 
headgear is also worthy of note. The 
hair [s cloacly covered with a band- 
kerchiof, on the top of which is a 
soft bonn:t.

Bend Or was not only a great race 
horse. but was also ono /of -Eng- 
lund’s most fainous sires, His prog- 
eny included the celebrated Ormonde, 
who won the English Derby in 1886, 
@nd was afterward sold to the Duke 
of Westminster for 17,000 guineas. 
Ormonde was the sire of Orme, who 
in turn produced Flying Fox, the 
winner of the Derby in 1899, Fly- 
ing Fox, after capturing the Derby, 
the Two Thousand Guincas and the 
Gt. Leger in one season, was bought 
by M. Blanc, the noted French. turl- 
man, for 37,506 guincas, Bend Or, 
foaled in| 1877, was by Doncaster, 
the winner of tho Derby in 1873, 
When Bend Or took the Derby in 
1880 he was riden by the great Fred 
Archer, who also rode Ormonde to 
victory in the samo cvent six ycars 
later.

Not New Seom 


Reports as to the achicvementa of: 
the Lebaudy airship aro moro than a 
little disquieting to those of us who 
have liitherto been emphatic. in do- 
nying the possibility of real naviga- 
tion of the alr by mcans of a motor 
hung beneath a cigarshaped balloon. 
The Lebaudy nirship is exactly that, 
and differs in no essential features 
from those of Santos-Dumont, but it 
secms to have made three journcys 
of considerable length, under good 
control, on days when there was 
solnv .wind—cnotgh to be called. a 
“strong breeze" by admiring obser- 
vers. No definite information on 
this vory important point is at 
hand, but it scems to be beyond 
question that the machine carried 
tWo passengers over twenty-three 
miles in a little more than an hour’ 
end a half, returning without 
trouble to the starting place. That 
comes pretty near to being aerial 
navigation—it is, so far as it goes— 
and threatens to force the revision 
of many opinions that scemed to be 
well grounded. ‘The report of M. 
Lebaudy'’s chicf aecronaut on the 
rst trip contains tho following: ‘‘E 
left Moissons with the engincer, Rey, 
and 120 kilogrammes of ballast on 
hoard. Tho heavy rain which bad 
oer omens survaocu ine weigtit of 
the balloon by ninety kilogrammes, 
With the screws making 800 revolu- 
tions a minute, wo procecded to 
Mantes, entering the town by the 
western side, and, after circling right 
round the cathedral, we then pro- 
cooded to Limay, and next came back 
to Mantes Station. At this point 
the Wind, which was blowing in our 
teoth, increased at an altitude of 
250 moters, or 820 foct. I set the 
sctcws working at 1,000 revolutions, 
and was easily able to make henad- 
Way against tho wind, and I thon 
steered for the Hosny Castle. When 
T arrived abovo the park I manoeuvr- 
ed in every direction, the balloon 
olx ying ita rudder porfectly. I then 
Proceedid to the shed at Moissons, 
and cams down at the agreed spot, 
before the doors, the airship being 
then housed without dificulty."” The 
Isbaudy balloon is 56 meters long, 
with a capacity of 2,284 cubic niet- 
ers, 311 of which are oceupied hy an 
interfor compensating air bag. Its 
two steel screws are a little less than 
% meters in diameter, and the area 
of its rudder is 9 square meters. It 
fs moved by a forty-horse power 
motor that welghs only 400 kilo- 
grammes,

Hoe ex- 
pressed his astonishment at tho ver- 
dict of the jury, and told me that In 
England the verdict would have been 
‘Not guilty,’ ’ Before leaving, the 
Prince asked Dauval what ho could 
do for him, “Give mo new judgos,”* 
said the convict,’ who added, in tell- 
ing tho story: ‘‘Alas! that was be- 
yond his power.”’

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THE BODY'S ‘LIGHT. 


— 
That Photographs Can Be Taken by it 
Has Been Demonstrated by Mref. 
Arthur W, Goodspeed. 


That tho huinan body emits rays 
by imcans of: which photographs can 
be taken has been degnonstrated by 
experiments recently made by Pro- 
fessor Arthur W. Goodspeed, of the 
Univorsity of Pennsylvania. In mak- 
ing photographs by the light ema- 
natiug from the human hand, Pro- 
fessor Goodspeed’. uses a method 
which is the reverse of that ‘employ- 
ed in X-ray work. In photographing 
by immcans of the Roentgen ray tho ob- 
Ject is placed between the - photo- 
graphic plate and the apparatus. In 
the method used by Profcssor Good- 
specd, tho plate is placed botweon the 
apparatus and tho thing to be pho 
tographed. 

Tho results are procured as follows: 
The ordinary X-ray apparatus is put 
inside a box made of wood, and iin- 
pervious to ordinary light rays. On 
top of the box aro placed a number 
of icud plates, {n order to shut off 
tho ordinary Roentgen ray, which has 
not ths° power to penctrate dense 
motals. ‘This precaution, according 
to previous practice, would prevent 
the making of any impression what- 
ever upon an object viaced outside of 
the DOX. Un-top*or tne“muss Or Tata 
plates {s laid thg photographic plate 
that {s to be afcted. It is enclosed 
in a Hght-proof envelope or box, so 
as not to be changed by the ordi- 
nary rays of sunlight which are vis- 
{ble to the humuin senses, On the 
photographic plate may be placed 
coins, mictals, or any other object 
which it is desired to photograph. 

Tho Crookes tubo is then placed in 
operation, and from its kathode como 
forth the X-rays. The photographic 
Plate, resting on top of the box, 
scroonmi off by lead plates, is en- 
tirely unaffected by them. But Iet o 
human boing put his hand in the fleld 
besido the plate for a few minutes, 
and afterward develop the plato. He 
from 
his hand have affected it, and that 
there are dark spots whero the metal 
object. lay upon it; so that the pho- 
tograph, exposed in a dark room at 
night, has been taken by the light 
of a huinan hand. 





Vacelzating Pianta. 

Sclenco has not contented itself 
with hunting out lymph and virus 
which will give immunity from dis- 
ease to humanity alone. Jt has 
turned its attention to ‘fnoculation 
for the vegetable kingdoin as well. 
Remarkably interesting experiments 
have been carried on by French and 
English scientists, among them M. 
Beauverie and Professor Marshall 
Ward. 

Thoy aro working along the line of 
demonstrating the feasibility of 
treating plant diseases in a way 
similar to that in which animals are 
rendered immune to attacks of ill- 
ness, Many successful results have 
rewarded their investigations. 

Cuttings of begonia, for oxample, 
Were allowed to grow in soil which 
had been impregnated with oa species 
of fungus which is an’ attenuated 
form of a destructive parasite to 
plants rejoicing in tho Latincsque 
name of Botrytis cinera. After inoc- 
ulation, or rather impregnation by 
absorption, the begunias were placed 
in a Separate bed and the hordes of 
Philistines in the shapo of scores of 
tho parasites were let loose upon 
them. : . 

They resisted the attacks perfectly, 
showing the beneficial results of the 
new kind of vaccination for plants.

man when they were young themsel- 
ves, This would include Bolingbroke 
and would come down only to the 
year of Lord John Russells birth. 
So we should have to add a few 
namos, especially Gladstone, Disracil, 























is no great Parliamentary orator in 
England sinco Gladstono died. _[ 
once, a good many years ago, looked 
at the blographics of the men who 
belonged to that period who were 
famous as great orators in the Pare 
Hament or in court, to find, if I 
could, the’ sccrot of their power. 
With tho exception of Lord Erskine 
and of John Bright, I bolicve overy- 
one of them traincd himself by care- 
ful and constant translation from 
Latin or Greck, and frequented “a 
good debating socioty in his youth. 

Brougham trained himself for ec- 
temporancous spcoking in the Specu- 
lative Society, the great theatre of 
debate for the University of Edin- 
burgh. He also improved his Eng- 
ish style by translations from 
Greok, among which is his well- 
known version of tho Oration on the 
Crown. = 

Canning’s attention, while at Eton, 
was strongly turned to extempor- 
ancous speaking.

The Standard'’s Advice. 


The Standard to-day anticipates 
that Mr. Balfour will have at lcast 
four Cabinet seats and two oF more 
under secretaryships at his disposal, 
and strongly urges him to make a 
clean sweep of the discredited minis- 
ters and appoint men of real ability, 
even such men as Lord Cromer and 
Lord Milner, as the country would 
gain theredy, 

Balfour Meant It. 

Mr. Balfour has reiterated to 
friends that his letter to Mr. Cham- 
berlain, accepting his resignation, 
was not a formal expression regard- 
ing Mr, Chamberlain’s policy, | but 
that he meant what he said. On the 
fuce of it, Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Balfour will continue to work  to- 
gether, but the former Colonial Scc- 
retary is free from Governmental ob- 
ligations and will be able to conduct 
his educational campaign along the 
line he has all along advocated. 

Conversion of the People. 





Writing yesterday from his home 
at Highbury, Birmingham, Mr. 
Chamberlain made his first public 
statement since his resignation, Wis

000° Turks and 80 insurgents. It 
continued for cight hours, The in- 
surgents used bombs with deadly ef- 
fect.

A Mililensire’s Gratitude, 


An interesting lifo story is that of 
Mr. Arthur Cohen, who has died in 


South Africa, leaving, it is reported, 
® portion of his fortune, estimated 
at two and a half ynillions, to Mr. 
Jobn Wynn of Cheltenham, England. 

Mr. Cohen was ao London Jew 


without friends or relatives, except a 


brother who went on the stage, and 
has not been heard of for years. A 
Quarter of a century ago Mr. Cohen 
Was engaged in business on his own 
account in St. Mary street, Carditf. 
and his closest friends there wero Mr. 
John Wynn, who at that time was 
landlord of the Dumfrics Commercial 
Hotel, and Mr, Nathan, a hatter. 
Sixtocn years ago, owing to the 
state of his health, Mr. Cohen was 
warned that the only chance of pro- 
longing his life was to emigrate to 
South Africa. Forced realization of 
his business caused him serious finan- 
cial loss, and his two friends camo 
to his assistance with gilts of mon- 
ey. Mr, Wynn giving his friend £25. 
In South Africa Mr. Cohen's health 
rapidly improved. He obtained a 
concession from President Kruger's 
Government to lay about a hundred 
miles of telegraph lines, and he sur- 
rounded the bases of the posts with 
structures about four or five feet 
high, which ho hired out for cdver- 
tising purposes.

Scientists as vet understand too 
Uttle of the marvelous properties 
of this new clement to venture more 
than vague prodictions of what 
spheres of future usefulness {t may 
fill, but it is not Improbable that it 
may be found to perform the present 
functions of the so culled Hoontgen 
of X rays far moro powerfully and 
without the cumbrous apparatus now 
essential to their use. 

In a much higher degree even than 
radium st possesses the property of 
shining in the dark, and, although it 
is known that actual particles, infln- 
itesimally small, ary being shot out 
from it continually—a fact which is 
Proved by magnotie experiments—this 
strange substance does not seem to 
exhaust {tself nor lose its luminous 
pewers with the passage of time. 
Hero, therefuro, is a hint at least of 
the future possibility of a constant 
and brilliant illuminant generated 
without heat or combustion. 

Polontum is more valuable than 
radium, and Professor Currle himself, 
who has a chemically pure specimen 
of radium not larger than a buck- 
shot and weighing less than half 

grain, would not sell it for 
$20.00. Strangely onough, tho 
substance from which these precious 
grains of polonium are extracted is 
fitchblende, a sort of hyproduct of 
a Bohomign mince operated by tho 
Austrian Government. As Prdfossor 
and Mmg. Curie werg enterpfising 
enough obtain control of all of it 
that was in sight before others knew 
its rare possibilities, there is little 
Polonium to be had cvon in Europe 
except throygh them. 

Radium aise is the discovery of 
Mmo. Curie. What radium will do 
sho herself believes polonium will do 
to @ far greater degree. If, as Dr. 
Lundcn, a German scientist, is re- 
ported to have said in Berlin, ho has 
proved by experiments that rays re 
flocted from radium ennble the blind 
to see more or lesa clearly, then rad- 
{um and polonium may yet be des 
tined to work veritable modern mir- 
acles,

‘THE COLOR OF STARS. __ 
They Differ in This ne They Doin Bright- 


nese—A Five-Fold Division That 
Suggests Teoelf, 


Tho wide difference which thero is 
betwoen star and star as to bright- 
ness is apparent on tho Vvety Orst 
glance toward tho heavens; it re- 
quires a moro careful scrutiny to re- 
elizo that they differ also in their 
color, and in the character of their 
shining. ‘The ancient carricd . their 
discrimination of the difference of tho 
brightness of stars s0 far as to re- 
cognizo six magnitudes, but when it 
camo to the question of color, they 
hardly notcd any difference at all. 
The stars in gencral were described 
as yollow, six only being recorded as 
“fiery."" Of thes: six we should class 
five as being distinctly orange or red 
—Antares, Lotelgense, Aldvbaran, 
Arcturus and Poliux. ‘Tho sixth, Sim- 
us, is to us an intensely white star, 
and there have been many discus 
sions as to wietacr it has changed 
its color in the last +.000 years, or 
whother the doscription xiven of it— 
*‘flery red'’—is «luo tu sonic mistake 
in the record, or whether tho cxces- 
sive scintillation of tho star :ay ac- 
count for it. For, as we sce it now 
when near the horizon, a motentary 
flash of vivid rod fiaruc shoots out 
from timo to timo duc to tho irregu- 
lar dispersion uf its Nght in passing 
through the tremulous atmosphere. 

Assuming that tre light of any 
star is partly white and yartly col- 
ored, we may ‘livide the stars into 
classes, dependiuz entircly upon the 
depth of tint which thoy show, and 
not upon its color. A five-fold divi- 
sion suggests {tsvlf, somcthing in tho 
following effect: (1) Pure white, (2) 
tinted, (8) colored, (4) fully colored, 
(5) deeply colored. After the ques- 
tion of the depth of tint which the 
stars show, comes the question of the 
color of that tint. For naked eyo 
stara the more refrangible colors do 
not como into consideration. The 
Tange is from orange red up to yel- 
lowish-green, or, possibly, ina single 
instance—that of Beta Librac—to 
green. Alpha Lyrac, and possibly 
one or two other stars, have a dis 
tinct bluish tinge, but in gencral 
stars not passed as white may be 
very well scheduled under one of tho 
five following heads: (1) Red yellow, 
(2) orange, (8) orange yellow, (4) 
reddish orange, (5) yellowish green, 
In working upon star colors with the 
naked cyo it is impossible to use any 
artificfal standard of color, but the 
wide ficld of’ vicw, ‘and tho ease and 
rapidity with which tho attention 
can bo turned from ono part of the 
heavens to the other,. will much more 
than make up for this deficioncy. The 
stars must be compared one with 
another, the cstiinations of color 
must be purely relative and the me- 
thod will be found much the most 
accurate possiblco.—E. Walter Maun- 
der, F.R.S,, in Knowledgo.

Cleaning Dairy Ctensile

There was, therefore, a national nc- 
cessity for the building of the cnter- 
colcnial Ra‘lway.

Surely, if 
eve* there was a case of national ne- 
cessity whieh justificd the conduct of 
the Government, it was that one. But 
will anybody pretend that such a 
nnccessity now ex'sts?

Stayed In Blazing Pilot House: 


and Saved Thirty-Seven. 





Biver Steamer Between St. John and 


Frederieten Made Mad Race Usatil 


It Was Beached and Passengers Saved 
—Three Lost Their Leves — Twe 
Through Sheer Fright—Fire Caught in 


May and Spread Rapidly. 
St. John, N.B., Sept 21.—The riv- 


or ateamer, David Weston, running 
between St. “John and Fredericton, 
Caught fire on her downward trip 
Saturday afternoon, and in an 1n- 
ereditably short time burned to the 
water's edge. Three of the passen- 
gers are dead, and many seriously 
injured, That any cscaped is dus to 
the high courage © and presence of 
mind of Mate William Whelpley, who, 
with the pilot house wrapped in 
flames, stuck to the wheel until the 
steamer was beached. ‘The dead aro: 


Etta Morrill, a waitress, crazed, 


Jumped overboard. 


Stephen Rowen, boy passenger, 


drowned in the rush to cecape; 
trampled on by others. 


Frederick Downio, deck hand, pare 
alyzod by fright, would not be suv- 
ed. 


Tho steamer carried a largo cargo 


of hay amidships, and it is supposed 
children playing thero set it on fire. 
As soon as the alarm was given the 
boat's head was turned for the 
nearest shore. Within three minutes 
tho whole middle soction was a mats 
of roaring flames. ‘The pilot house, 
with the mate, was almost in the 
midst of the furnace. The Ppaswn- 
gers, about forty in number, clust- 
ered in frantic, panic-stricken groups 
foro and aft and watched the race 
that meant life or death for them. 


One girl, Etta Morrill, a waltress on 


the boat, mad with fright, juiaped 
overboard, No stop could be made 
and she ‘drowned quickly, Capt 
Day's coolness and encouraging 
words kept the passengers from sitn- 
ilar desparation, 


When the boat was beached, near 


Westfield, 10 miles from St.’ John, 
frenzied people jumped over into the 
shallow water and trampled and 
fought cach other on their way to 
shore. The stern of the boat was jn 
deep water, and the only boat not 
burned was launched and saved inort 
of the people who Jumped from there. 


The mato escaped from the pilot 


house badly burned, but stayed on

The Government has found 
jt necessary to guard the outlet, to 
prevent improperly packed and dis- 
honestly graded goods from getting 
away to foreign parts.

The Electrical World publishes the 
following remarkable coinmunication: 

The writer is a poor inventor who 
has worked for years on a wheel, 
and only recent discoverics in the 
scientilic’ invention of to-day have 
onabled him to get power out “of it 
to run a special kind of motor. It 
is no humbug, you can rest assured, 
but I cannot give away the sceret of 
the detail parts unless some other 
inventor gobbles it up and claims it, 
with somo little improvement, as his 
own idea. Tt ia a masnetic wheel 
that ‘will run“of ItscTl dna atso by 
Wind at the same time. 

This wheel would run for years or 
until ft clogged up with ofl. It 
would have power cnough to run 
two fan wheels to propel a twenty 
foot airship at the rate of about 100 
iniles an hour, perhaps, more, but 
not against the wind. The air ship 
would te the shape of a sunfish al- 
most and feather to tho wind and 
point upward. Jt would ke built in 
six sections of aluminium, glass and 
mica. 

The wheel has a hollow rim and 
spokes, has drop magnets inside and 
a wrought fron ball; also oa amall 
quantity of rndium. The dropping 
and raising of tho magnets cause the 
wheel to revolve (we do not propose 
to give the secret details). The 
spokes of the wheel are feathered 
wich a wind fan that will cause tho 
wheel to revolve also, but we do not 
depend on that, but on the magnets 
and the ball and the radium. Once 
sot, the wheel Las got to revolve and 
in turn gives off sclectro magnetic 
power to two small motors that run 
the fan wheels. 

This wheel was first invented in 
1876, but had no power until two 
inventions recently discovered came 
out. Now the power is at hand. 
Radium is one that makes it work 
and hes it working over and over 
oyain. Once on the move, the wheel 
cannot stop. of itself, ‘This wheel 
would send a twenty foot air ship 
to another planct.

Whooping Cough. 

Jacob Sobel gives the results of his 
own experience with the pnroxysms of 
whooping cough treated by pulling the 
lower jaw downward and forward. 
Pulling the lower Jaw downward and 
forward controls the paroxysms of 
whooping cough in most Instances and 
most of the time. The method Is usual- 
ly more successful In older children 
than fu younger ones and infants, In 
cases without a whoop the expiratory 
Bpasm with its asphyxia is gencrally 
overcome, and in-those with a whoop 
the latter is prevented. It is as suc. 
cessful as any single drug, or even 
more so. Mothers should be Instructed 
in its use, so that attacks, especially 
at night, might be arrested. The ma- 
nipulation is harmless and painlcas. 
Its only contralndication is the pres- 
ence of food in the mouth or csopha- 
gus. Patients thus treated are less 
likely to suffer from complications and 
scquelx than those treated only incdic- 
inally. It is advisable to try this meth- 
od in other spasmodic coughs and 
laryngeal spasms.—New York Medical 
Record. 





Home Shampoo Breeds Earache. 

“Onc reason why women are troubled 
with earache more generally than men 
is their method of drying the bair after 
a home shampoo,” said a doctor. “They 
dry it with a fan, which Is quite proper, 
but the way they use the fan {s entirely 
improper. Instead of wielding that so 
as to send the wind through the strands 
of hair they manipulate It in such fash- 
jon that they blow a regular gale right 


into the car, and the consequence Is { 


that for several days after the shampoo 
the cleansed locks clothe a head that Is 
the seat of a mighty assortment of 
aches and pains.

Chicago, Sopt. 20.—At this stason, 
when tas event army of teachers take 
up their tasks in our schools,colleges 
and universities, many of them for 
the first timo, this scrmon is pcculi- 
arly and widely appropriate. Tho 
text is Matthew xf, 29, ‘‘Leara of 





The school-house is the great reser-" 


voir in which aro collected tho 
streams of knowledge which have 
flowed down from.the ages. It is 
the place in which man {s taught how 
to harness tho winds and lasso the 
electricity and tap the oil wells and 
contribute to tho canunon wealth and 
development of his brother man, so 
that all working together may cause 
the ‘‘desert to blossom as the rose.”’ 
“What is the cause of all thoso fine 
farms, big barns and immense gran- 
aries? Why this thrift and prosper- 
ity everywhere?’ I once asked a 
Pennsylvania farmer when bicycling 
through Lancaster county. ‘‘The 
school-house,’* he replicd. ‘' You can- 
not go anywhere in this part of the 
state without finding the public 
school-house at almost every cross- 
roads and the small college in almost 
every town of any sizo."" ‘‘What is 
the cause of your dilapidated farms 
and tho slothfulncss and filth I see 
everywhere around me?’’ I asked ano- 
ther farmer that samo spring in a 
region a fow hundred miles from the 
one the prosperity of which prompt- 
ed my first question. ‘To tho absence 
of the school-house,"” was the an- 
sewer. ‘‘Must of our people are ig- 
norant and uncducated. What is more, 
most of our people do not want to 
learn; neither do they wish their 
children to Iearn.”’ Against such a 
wall of opposition as that it is al- 
most impossible for intellectual pro- 
gress to make any true headway. 

We would eulogize that compound 
word of eleven letters called the 
**achool-house."* But, after all, the 
*‘school-house’’ {s merely a represen- 
tative term. Its true value ix not in 
the intrinsic worth of the bricks and 
stones and wood which compose its 
buildings; it is in the spiritual and 
intellectual worth of the inen = and 
theo women who stand behind its 
teachers’ desks, 

The Divine Teacher js our theme. 
If we have not yet learned the value 
of Jesus ‘Christ as an_ instructor, 
then Ict us learn it now in the com- 
mand of my text. Jesus in these 
three words recorded in Matthew em- 
phasizes the great fact that from 
him, and him alone, we can learn 
the gospel lessons wo ought to learn. 

The gospel classroom in tho first 
place, has in Christ an authoritative 
teacher. 1 invite you with confidence 
to sit at his fect because he has a 
right to teach. He speaks not only 
because as a human being he has 
learned what we ought to learn, but 
ho comes clothed with divine ou- 
thority. Tis credentiala are higher 
than those of any human teacher. 
They proceed from God himsclf. He 
is the Son and the co-cqual of God 
the Father. Hy comes to us os a 
conqueror clothed in white vesture, 
“and on his thigh a’name written, 
King of kings and Lord of Lords.”* 
“For he taught them as one having 
authority and not as the scribes.’’ 

In this age of intellectual progress 
it Is absolutely essential for every 
true teacher, whether of the higher 
or the lower grades, to have his or 
her credentials. For instance: If I 
wish to educate pne of my little 
girls to be a public school teacher [ 
say to her: ‘‘Now, daughter, your 
future life occupation depends entire 
ly upon yourself and your work. 1 
am going to send you through the 
common public school. I believe ev- 
ery child should go there, be she rich 
or poor, black or white, Jew or gen- 
tile or Catholic. In order to pro- 
duce the best types of citizenship all 
claxacs of children should stand 
shoulder to shoulder and hand in 
hand at the school desk. Then I will 


send you to the high school, then 
to the normal. Then, when you 
have your different diplomas, you 


can go before the State board or 
county board of examincra and have 
your knowledge tested, Then, if you 
pass, your teacher's certificates will 
be given you. But, daughter, you 
cannot teach in any public school un- 
less you are an authoritative teacher 
—unless you have your credentials, 
Without them you cannot even be a 
Cadet or a substitute for a day.’ 
All the 5,775 teachers of Chicago 
who faced the 268,302 scholars of 
Cook County Jast Year were prepar- 
ed for an instructor's life. in this 
way. : 

Now, my friends, os gospel stu- 
dents, are you ready to aceept Jesus 
Christ as an- authoritative teacher? 
Are you ready to accept hin as tho 
Son of God? You aro not to accept 
him as @ seer or prophet, a John tho 
Baptist, an Elias or a Jeremiah, 
You are to accept him as did Simon 
Peter when ho turned and said, 
“Thou art Christ, the Son of the 
Living God."* Are you ready to ace 
cept the authoritative Jesus os di- 
vine? 

Oh, the credentials of the teacher, 
Christ! In the prophecies of Scrip- 
ture We can read then.’ In the mir- 
acles which he performed we enn 
verify them. In the testimony of 
John the Baptist and in tho Heav- 
enly Father's voice, which sounded 
over the dripping locks of the Son 
of God when Christ’ was baptized, 
We can prove them. Christ’s creden- 
tials are of the highest authority. 
They must be acceptod.

So Christ, us 
the authoritative teacher, comes to 
us with his credentials, ‘The Father, 
the Heavenly Father, hath spoken it. 
Witness the Jordanic revelation: *‘De- 
hold a light. cloud overshadowed 
them, and behold, a voice out of the 
cloud which said, ‘This js my Son 
in whom I am woll pleased. Hear ye 
him."* Authoritatively! Christ al- 
Ways speaks authoritatively. 

The gospel classroom, in the ncxt 
place, has a self sacrificing teacher. 
The word ‘‘self-sacrificing’ can well 
be applied to all true men and wo- 
men who follow the noble profession 
of teaching, I care not whether those 
men and women are filling conspicu- 
ous professional chairs, or whether 
they are teaching in humble district 
schools; they are all people who sac- 
rifice themsolves for the good of oth- 
era. There in no business or profes. 
alon on earth in which there is inore 
Wear and tear upon the nervous sys- 
tem than upon those conscientious 
men and women who, week in and 
week out, spend their tives expoumnl- 
ing and = explaining and catechising 
behind a teacher's desk, 

Just think of the fractious human 
colts the average publle schoul teach- 
er haa to train. A great many par- 
ents send their children to school in 
order to get rid of them. as well as 
to have their brains developed. They 
cannot stand the boy’s racket at 
home, so they expect the public 
teacher to supply the neglected ma- 
ternal discipline. God pity the 
young graduate of the nornial school, 
who herself is hardly oid enough to 
be a mother, and yct has to Keep in 
line every day thirty of forty boys 
and girls, most of whom have not 
yet learned what the word “‘obed- 
ience’’ means! 

Then estimate the thickness of the 
skull which every yenr the teacher 
has to pry open to let in the intel- 
lectual light. It must be a great 
Pleasure for the teacher, who ix a 
genius, to develop a genius; for a 
Lord Chatham to have for his dis- 
ciple a William Pitt; for a Franz 
Liszt to guide the fingers of an An- 
ton Rubinstein over the ivory keys; 
for an Ignatius Loyula to mold a 
Francie Xavier: for a Peter Paul 
Rubens to have for his pupil an 
Anthony Vandyke. Ono day, after 
having examined some of his fatnous 
student’s work, tho great Flemish 
master delightedly” turned to his 
class and said: “A greater than 
Rubens is here! ‘The young man 
whose brush has done this will some 
day outmaster his. master.’ But, 
though it may be a great pleasure 
for a genius to develop a genius, yet 
ninety-nine hundreds of all scholars 
in all public school, classrooms are 
geniuses, They are not only children 
of ordinary intelligence, but boys and 
girls, many of them below the ordi- 
nary. All of those scholars must be 
developed. This accounts for the 
teacher's exhaustion. Then tho strain. 
‘Then often complete nervous col- 
lapse, 3 

But, oh, my brother, what is tie 
sacrifice of an carthly teacher for 
ber pupils cotuparcd to that which 
the Divine Teacher haa made for us? 
Is there.any patience like unto his 
patience? Any forgiveness greater 
than his forgiveness? Any martyrdom 
like unto his martyrdom? As a 
Divine Teacher has not Christ spent 
years and years and years trying to 
teach us, how to speak—just two 
words in the right way, “Or Fath- 
er?" We read how the adissionary 
teachera have been martyred in 
China in the defense of their pupils. 
But was there ever a death of a 
teacher like unto that of the martyr- 
dom of my Christ? In order to 
teach us how to attain eternal life 
has he not sacrifced for us in his 
wounded hands and wounded foct 
and wounded head and gaping side, 
into which the Roman soldicr thrust 
his spear? Yes, My Lord and my 
God is a self sacrificing teacher, Ho 
avo his Ife for his gospel students. 
He died that we might live, 

Dut the Divine Teacher Christ hay 
a far greater purpose than to merely 
save his gospel students. He teaches 
his disciples, who sit at his feet im 
they may becomu like 
him, how they in turn may carry his 
message and truth to the farther- 
most parts of the earth. He looks 
upon his students with respect. to 
thelr future, as overy true instructor 
vught to do. Ho is the Divine In- 
structor, who tonches ~ his disciples 
that through thom we may Icarn the 
way of life.

Tecause ho is trying to duplicate his 
plain, common sense, practical Hfo in 
the lives of his students. He is not 
trying to teach the doctrine that tho 
white and the bfwck races should in- 
termarry.

Financial Relations Between the Two 
Companies to Be Carefally Regulated 
—Mre Fitspatrick Announces - That 
Gevernment Has No Hesitation Is

Opposition. 


Ottawa, Scpt. 22.—In the Houso 
yesterday, discussing tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific Bill, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
stated that the Goyernment had no 
hesitation in accepting the first two 
clauses of the amendment suggested 
by Mr. Borden. Tho third clause 
they could not accept. The amend- 
ment Was: - 

(®) That the Grand Trunk shall 
guarantee the bonds of the Grand 


ed for the complete construction of 
the Westorn division, 

(b) That the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific, 
so long as the Grand Trunk shall 
hold the coinmon.stock of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific to the amount of $24,- 
900,000, shall perform all tho coven- 
ants of the agreement which ought 
to be performed by the said Grand 
‘Trunk Pacific. 

(c) That neither the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific nor the Grand Trunk shall 
encourage the transportation of such 
freight by routes other than those 
above mentioned, and shall use its 
utmost endeavors to fulfill the cun- 
ditions upon which public aid is 
granted and accepted, namely, tho 
development of trade through Cana- 
dian channels, and through Vata- 
dian ocean ‘ports. 

Mr. Berden’s Amendment. 


Mr. Borden then moved the follow- 
ing ameéndinent: ‘*That tho Grand 
‘Trunk Hailway Company of Canada 
shall guaranteo the bonds of the 
Grund Trunk Pacific Railway Co- 
pany for such an amount as shall 
produce and provide a sum of moncy 
equal to the balance required for 
the complete construction of the West- 
ern. division, as provided in clause 
24 of the said agreement."” 

Mr. Borden withdrew his) first 
amendment for a moment, and sub- 
mitted his amendment to the amend- 
ment, socalled. This was voted 
down, and the first two clauses of 
the first amendment were accepted,

Mr. Borden then referred to «the 
clauses dealing with the efficiency of 
the service of the proposed railway, 
and the conditions on which aid is 
to be given by the Government.

‘The annual rental would, perhaps, be 
two and o half million dollars, ¢x- 
tending over a period of 40 years, 
und they had not a very important 
security for this under the terms of 
the agreement. Since tho Grand 
‘trunk, holding $25,000,000 of come 
mon stock of the project, and there- 
by controlling its policy, it should 
be strictly bound by the terms of 
the agreement. It was for this rea- 
son he had offered the amendments.

HONOR OF THE DOMINION. 





Yrincesa Louise Performed the Ceremony, 
r sing Pelee Island Champagneo—A Ter- 
rible Fighting Machine—One of Five 
New Warships Which Are the Most 
Formidable Afloat—Canada’s Interest 
tn the Event. 


“Dominion” is the name which the 
British Government chose when wish- 
ing to christen a great battleship in 
our honor, The newest of Britain's 
huge men-o’-war was launched © at 
Barrow on tho last Monday in Au- 
gust, in the presence of a distinguish- 
ed company, The ceremony of nain- 
ing the ship was performed by Prin- 
cess Louise, and to add “local cot- 
or’ to the event Pelee Island chati- 
pagne was used. The vessel being 
new and unsophisticated was just.as 
Well pleased as though Veuve Cliquot 
had been permitted to trickle Gown 
her nose, 

Terrible Fighting 3tachine, 

The Dominion, when she ix ‘com- 
pleted, will represent “the highest 
type of battleShip over built. She 
will be one o, the largest vessels in 
the navy. Her guos are of the most 
powerful ever constructed, and in one 
minute they will be capable of fir- 
ing one projectile of 850 pounds, six- 
teen of . 380 pounds, and cight of 
100 pounds. In pursuit of an enemy, 
the Dominion can firé ahead four pro- 
‘Jectiles of 850 pounds, cight of 380 
pounds, and sixteen of 100 pounds, 
Anything that she can approach 
Within twelve miles she can throw a 
shell aboard of. In other words, the 
Silver Spray — would have little 
chance in an encounter with her. 
Her speed will be 18} knots an 
hour, and hor officers and crew cost 
will excoed $5,250,000, and sho is 
named after Canada. 

Five New Warships. 

The Dominion, as stated, belongs 
to the most powerful type of battlo- 
ship in the British navy. She shares 
with four sister ships the honor of 
being the most formidable man-o'- 
war floating tho Union Jack. They 
are the King Edward V11., launched 
at Devonport; the Commonwealth, 
building at Fairfield; the Hindostan, 
building at Clydebank; the New Zea- 
land, building at Portsmouth. These 
fre all 16,350-ton ships. ‘The weight 
of metal discharged by one of these 
Vessels in a single round is 5,920 
Ibs, and is greater than that of any 
other British ships. Two American 
mnen-o'-War, the Georgia and the 
Connecticut, exceed this figure, trem- 
endous as it is, the latter being cup. 
able of unloading 7,480 pounds of 
sudden death at gne 

Theeretical Improvements. 

Experts declare that the Dominion 
and the four other ships of her class 
exemplify the new tendency of battle- 
ship designers to afford better pro- 
tection to the secondary batters, and 
to increase the calibrys of the guns. 
The improvement—for such we must 
assume it to be—was first noticeable 
in the Mihasa, a battleship built for 
the Japanese Government by Vickers 
ul Maxim, the builders of the Do- 
jon. In ticu of the scattered case- 
tent system, a central battery is 
used. It must be admitted, however, 
that most of the  “improvements’* 
Which each of these great ships shows 
on its predecessor are Of a theoreti- 
eal natuns, There is no finality about 
them. They represent: experiments. 
The reason is that there has been 
littl or no Opportunity to test in 
action the merits of the different. sys- 
tems of armaments, ‘The bombard. 
Inent of Alexandria in R82 was" 
the frst and last time that modern 
British ships have been engaged. Cho 
SpavisieAmerican War was not as 
Suggestive oof the power of these 
Ievinthians as it might have been 
had the navies of the two countries 
been mere evenly matched. The 
Sume ommark applies to the naval 
battles between Chinn and Japan. 

Where Casnda stands. 

Canada’s intepest in discussions of 
this sert will be more personal now 
that she bas a ship fer which sho 
Will stand sponser. True, the Do- 
pn is not ours, in the sense that 
Good Hope belongs to Cape 
Colony, inasmuch as thix tagnificent 
veasel, which bore Joseph Chamber- 
lain ta South Africa, was a free aift 
of Caps Colony to the Motherland. 
Canada, however, through her Gov- 
ernment, expressed her unwillingness 
to mahe any such contribution to the 
Empire's navy at the colonial cone 
ference. Australia is giving a tile 
Hon dollars oa year for this Purpose, 
New Zealand $200,000), Cupe Colony 
$250,000, Natai $175,000, and even 
Newfoundland has promised to con- 
tribute $15,000 annually, besides $9, 
000 for fitting up a drill whip. The 
ancient colony also maintains a 
naval reserve force of 600 men. But 
where is Canada? ‘This country is 
standing modestly by, and permit- 
ring the reat of the Empire to name 
Vessels in her honor. 

A Gift From the Deminlon. 

On this oceaston, however, Cannda 
will not fail in showing appreciation 
of the. honor done ber, She will de 
sire to follow the precedent estab- 
lished by Godparents, who grace 
somewhat similar oceusions by pre 
Senling a mug or a spoon to their 
little namesake. ‘This custom 9 very 
popular in the United States, where 
the practice is made of naming ves- 
selx after tho various States. The 
State so honored never fails to pre- 
Bent to the veasel some magnificent 
present, beautiful dinner plates being 
probably the favorite gift. Most of 
the large American men-o’-war have 
exquisite services, and much rivalry 
is shown by the various Statos, cach 
being anxious to outdo her sisters, 
The Dominion Government will prob- 
ably not allow the opportunity to 
Past without presenting to the Do- 
tminion some present to show that 
Wa are not insensible to the com- 
Pliment that has been paid us. 
Whatever gift ‘is chosen, it must be 
Worthy of a great country. The bost 
is none too good for the Dominion,

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INDIANS ON: THE YUKON, 


They "Habmit tol hturvation With Rese. 
natior—-.hey Are Also Said to lie” 
Good-Natured and Harmless. ~ 


Tho Indians on” the: Yukon aro 
good-natured and harmless, says a 
writer in Forest and Stream. In 
anany Ways they remind one of ~ the 
Southern negro. They sing “*My 
Girl’s a High-Born Lady” and all 
tho latest music hall airs. It is said 
that ‘the “Dritish drum beat sounds 
around the world, but’ nowadays 
popular songs do the same thing, 
und in a very much more thorough 
way, At Guam, in the Ladrones, 
the newspapers tell us the natives 
sing ‘“Ta-ra-ra DBoom-de-aye,”’ and 
this air is often heard along — tho 
Yukon. No doubt it has penctrate) 
to Timbuctoo and the sacred city of 
Thibet. Judging from. the Yukon, 
native music secms to be dying out. 
Tho catchy airs of the music hall aro 
supplying a world of music. “fhe 
Indians have very keen cars, though 
their voices can hardly be called me- 
lodious. Some of them will catch gn 
air after hearing it: once, and re- 
produce it correetly by humming or 
on the mouth-organ. I never heard 
an Indian whistle or sing at the full 
oxtent of his lungs, though very 
likely they do both, 

Give an Indlan a mouth-organ, 
“juice harp,’’ as Huckleberry Finn's 
negro had it, or gan accordion, and 
you will insure his happiness, no 
matter if he is cold or starvirgy. The 
Indian is:as yet ignorant of tho ban- 
jo, but when he is once introduced 
to it I think it will be ‘his favorito 
instrument, as it is with his sablo 
brother. It must be borne {n- mind 
that Iam speaking of .the intcrior 
Indians. . The coast Indians.are a 
very different breed. They are fight- 
ers and quarrelsome, robbing the 
white man by exorbitant packing 
charges now that they have learned 
it isn’t wise to do the thing by 
forer of arms. It was these Indians 
who, by right of their possession of 
the passes, made the interior an un- 
known country for so long to the 
white man. Up to a very recent date 
they effectually monopolized the 
trade of the Yukon. They even check- 
mated. the Hudson Bay Company 
wher it attempted to gain an en- 
trance into the country from the 
east, capturing and burning the post 
established at Fort Selkirk in 1852. 
These Indians are powerfully built, 
and a twelve-year-old girl will trudge 
along with as heavy a pack as the 
average white man can carry, while 
their skookum packers carry as much 
as a horse. 

Indians are not very particular 
about tho condition of their food, 
and will dispose of some pretty rank 
tnesses, but one thing they will not 
eat is wolf. More surprising still, 
if true, is the reported fact that 
Indian dogs will not eat wolf. Thess 
dogs rob white men’s caches, tearing 
open sacks and gorging on raw flour 
and oatmeal, and nothing from soap 
to sulphur matches is safe from their 
depredations. Wanting to dispose of 
the cdreasees of the wolves we killed 
bolow Sclkirk, I asked the Indlans if 
they could use them, They said no. 
I suggested fecding to the dogs. asd 
they shook their heads again. *‘Dog 
ne muck muck wolf,’’ they said. 
“Todder way, Wolf muck muck dog.” 

When the time comes for starving, 
the Indian takes it as a matter of 
fact and contentedly. Only once in 
a while is there a weak-livered one 
who cries nnd says: ‘‘MOck muck 
all gone. 'Fraid poor Indian dic.”’ 
They peel tho bark from pine and 
eten popple trees and cat tho softer 
inner portion. The pine bark is full 
of resin and nasty stuff, and there is 
certainly no nutriment in it. It ser- 
ves, hotvever, to fill the stoMach and 
lexsen the gnawing at the inwards. 
One can travel for niiles along the 
Yukon and never be out of sight of 
peeled trees, marked with the char- 
acteristic arrow-shaped blaze. © Tho 
fact signifies the frequency of periods 
of starvation, for there are only a 
few hundred Indians in all on tho 
wholy length of the upper river. .

A Typical Dawson City. 

A Dawson City paper says: Cor. 
poral Bell of tho N.W.M.P., who 
lately returned froin the outside, tells 
some amusing stories of the ideas 
entertained by people in the east of 
the Klondike and conditions as they 
obtain here, 

At tho Lucas House in Toronto, 
where Mr. Bell registered from Daw- 
son, ho was importuned with innum- 
crable questions, . for example, one 
fellow said: 

“Woally, my, dear fellow, I am 
pleased to m¢et you, doncherknow, 
for I wish to ask you a question, 
doncherknow. I havo been told that 
the Yukon River is all the way from 
twenty to fifty fect deep, and that 
the water freezes solid every winter; 
that the fish freeze up in the Ico and 
that carving fish out of the ice is a 
favorite pastime with you people; 
also, that when the icc thaws in the 
following spring the bloomin’ fish not 
tnined in the winter begin to wriggle, 
doncherknow. Now, dew tell."t-_ 

The Dawson corporal was just re- 
covering his breath to inform the new 
arrival from across the pond that he 
hw! received only straight tips re- 
garding the habits of the Yukon in 
winter,. when @ freshly arrived 
tralion chipped in with: 

“But blime me, they say that no 
matter how thick the ice is in the fall 
the bloomy worms eat it all up be 
fore spring.. Tuik this bit of paper 
and a pencil and draw me tha out- 
line of a bloomin’ ice worm, for I 
am wild to see what 
looks like."* 

Bell explained that he had the pic- 
ture of a family rcunton of ice 
worms in his Saratoga over at ano- 
ther hotel and told the crowd to call 
the following afternoon to see it. 
They were delighted with the invita- 
tion, but the wily corporal left the 
city on an carly train next” morn- 
ing.

Art Scheels in Hritals. 

According to the Cornhill Magaz- 
ine the youth of Britain who has a 
liking for art has a choice of 250 
schools and 1,600 art classes con- 
ducted at the expense of the State. 
His next step is the Royal College 
of Art at South Kensington, which 
is also under the Board of Education. 
Art teachers are formed here, but 
other students can enter on payment 
of $65 a term if they pass the tests, 
There is the State school in London 
at University College. The Royal 
Academy schools have a five-year 
course. The last report of the  ex- 
aminers at the Victoria and = Albert 
Museum (South Kensington) shows 
that 5,722 works were entered for 
competition out of 41,510 sent up to 
London for examination. Birming- 
ham took seventy-four prizes, of 
which nineteen are for Jewelry and 
metalwork. The report takes a shot 
at a modern fashion by the remark: 
“We regret to notice the pernicious 
influence In some of the designs of 
that moder phase of work which has 
been enlied L'Art Nouveau." The 
rebuke has struck very close home, 
for the Victoria and Albert Muscum 
has been acquiring of late a good 
many specimens of the modern art 
to which the examiners attribute a 
“pernicious influence.”’

INDIAN CONJURORS AND JUGGLERS 
CLEVERER THAN EUROPEANS.

‘Their Skill Is Startling and They Produce 
Mere of the Effect of the So-Called 
Superaatural—Three Yeats That De 
serve All the Wender They Excite in 
Beholders From the West. 


The British public is treated occa- 
sionally to somo very ‘marvelous ac- 
counts of tho skill, sometimes of tho 
almost supernatural skill, of Indian 
conjurers and jugglers. It would be 
interesting to know from what sourco 
some of these tales have cimanated, 
and what authority lies behind them. 
That a largo number of the:n are not 
founded on fact is in some degree 
suggested by the circumstance that 
the more our facilitics for traveling 
in the East aro increased, the less 
wonderful are the stories we import. 

That tho Hindu is a very expert 
juggler and conjuror cannot be de 
nied; and his skill is tho more startl- 
ing, his feats produco more the cficct 
of the supernatural, from the absenco 
of those many stage properties with 
which his European confrero works, 
and which serve so largely to dis- 
tract the attention of his audience 
and to withdraw their gaze from 
those little details which it is ex- 
pedient they should not sce. The pro- 
perties of an Indian conjuror can bo 
carried under his arm. Yet when all 
is said and done, when it is admit- 
ted that with little or no mechanical 
contrivances to help him, the Iindu 
is a cleverer conjuror than the Euro- 
pean—that is as fag as we have any 
real authority to go. 

Théte are at least three feats, how- 
ever, and these are not the less won- 
derful, that are still constantly spok- 
en of as facts in this age of Marconi, 
and if they have in fact been per 
formed, deserve all the wonder they 
arouse. The Grst is as follows: The 
conjuror places a boy in an oblong 
wicker basket, the boy is doubled up 
in order to go into the basket, and 
is a tight fit. The lid of the basket 
is then strapped up. ‘Then, of course, 
the conjuror holds some conversation 
With the boy, in order that the au- 
dience may be quite sure that he fs 
actually within. Next he runs the 
basket through with a sWord in sev- 
eral directions. Blood-curdling screams 
are heard, and somo versions go so 
far as to say that blood runs freely. 
Of course, the audience is intensely 
horrified. Not so the conjuror. With 
a calin and triumphant smile he op- 
ens the basket and shows it empty. 
While the audience gives expression to 
its wonder he throws out his arm 
for sifence and appears to be listen- 
ing intently. Suddenly he gives a 
ery, and the boy who was supposed 
to. be in the basket rushes into the 
room, and—here follows — the collec- 
tion. 

Truly a marvelous performance; but 
has any one ever seen it performed ? 
It is to be aloubted. One is inclined 
to believe that iteis only perforined 
in the inner sanctuary of that wost 
marvelous of contrivances, the huinan 
imagination, The mild and ingenious 
Hindu has heard of this feat. Pos- 
sibly tho substitute for, or rather the 
burlesque of, thix trick, so common- 
ly presented to Faropeans, took its 
rise from Inquiries, for the real are 
ticle. The performance is as follows: 
The conjuror puts his boy into the 
basket, which in this spurious feat 
is a roomy one. ‘The said boy. by 
curling himself around the edges of 
the basket, allows plenty of room 
for the sword to pass through it in 
several directions above bis body. 
The conjuror, with abundance of de 
liberation and cautious aim, makes 
his stabs accordingly, and the  audi- 
ence is supposed to be overcome with 
wonder that the boy is produced from 
the basket alive. The dictates of pru- 
gence and humanity alike point out 
to the conjuror the advisability of 
allowing nobody but himself ta use 
the (sword, and this circumstance 
probably accounts for the fact thot 
the perfgrmance of even the first pact 
of the trick is quite rare. One strik- 
ing incident, however, is comtnon 
both to the real trick and its bur- 
*lesque—the collection. 

The second trick of which one hears 
so much is the ‘aerial rope’ trick. 
Brietly it is ux follows: The conjuror 
has a coil of thin rope. Keeping 
hold of one end he throws tho coll 
up into the air. The rope, instead 
of falling down on to his head again, 
as one would naturally suppose, if it 
obeyed the law of gravity, remains 
standing up into the air as if it were 
an iron rod. Then the conjuror’s 
companion swarms up the rope, and 
when he gets to the top absolutely 
disappears. 

The conjuror who could perform 
this feat to large audiences could not 
fail to make an enormous — fortune. 
That Eastern conjurors are not indif- 
ferent to monetary considerations is 
notorious. Neither are they averse to 
visiting Europe, if it is made worth 
their while, It will be remembered 
that a party of them Performed at 
the Indian and Colonial Exhibiton. 
Yet one hardly ever hears a word in 
India of the ‘‘acriat rope’ trick. 
Nevertheless, there is some eviderice 
to account for, if not to justify its 
tradition. Here and there a man is 
inet with who says that he has secn 
it. Generally he was alone, or the 
only European. On occasions, two 
Europeans have been present, and one 
declares that he has seen, it, while 
the other has not. It is said that 
the inen who profess to have seen the 
marvel are often honest, trust- 
Worthy, hard-headed, and skeptical 
people, not likely either to deceive or 
to be decelved. 

‘The third is the “mango trick.’’ In 
English fiction this is a sight’ well 
worth seving. A mango stone Is 
planted, and is grown into 4 sinall 
tree in a few moments under the eyes 





of the audience, ~ regardless of tho 
season; ripe mangoes are only —with- 


held from motives of economy, clean- 
liness, or perhaps froin a desire not 
to excite trade jealousy in the fruit 
market. 

Alas! this trick, ax performed in 
Southern India, fs quite beneath the 


¢tonjuror has three bags, and ~ abun- 
dance of patter. Hf only the ~ patter 
could cover the bags, ‘so that wo 
knew not what tho, bogs covered! 
Firat of all the conjuror” sulemnly 
plants the mango stone. ‘This he 
covers over with the sinallest of the 
three bags, which, of course, contains 
the mango bush in its infancy. Poor 
soul!” How hard he patters, and-his 
friend patters, while he is busy with 
his fingers inside that bag, planting 
the sapling in its little” patch of 
earth and deftly arranging the leaves 
that it may look fresh and natural 
when the bag is Hilted; oh, so care- 
fully, lest the mango plant come 
with it. Hi-la! there you are. Won- 
derful! Needless to go on. The next 
bag contains a larger edition of the 
mango plant; and the third a larger 
still, Probably the only bag which 
at the beginning of the visit contains 
nothing and at the end is occupied is 
the collection bag. An admirable fea- 
ture of the performance js the neat 
deftness displayed in the planting. It 
must require a good deal of skill to 
extricate and arrange the plants so 
that the stand  securcly 
when the bag is removed, 
not look stale or rumpled. 

The Hindu is very expert at palm- 
ing, and his feats gain in force from 
the circumstance that the whole of 
the upper part of his body is gener- 
ally nuked. The neatness with which 
he produces eggs or rupees from his 
elbows, armpits, and ears is quite 
pretty to see. It is a drawback, how- 
ever, to be informed the next day by 
your domestics that your fowls have 
been neglecting theif duties. 
ably it ts the patter which 
tracted them. 

One bit of palwing gencrally raises 
a laugh if you have not seen it be 
fore. After palming a couple of ru- 
pees into your hand from nowhere in 
Particular, you suddenly find on your 
hand a hoary old|scorpion, about the 
size of a young crab. 
terror is excevdingly amusing—to 
your friends. Of course, the  scorp- 
ion’s sting has been previously 
tracted, The Hindu is quite a match 
for the ordinary English amateur 
juggler. It is most amusing to watch 
him while the amateur is firing off 
his fent. The i:znmemorial courtesy 
of the East prescribes a face of won- 
dering — deference. The amateur 
pauses, flushed with pleasure and an- 
ticipated triumph. ‘The Hindu never 
abates his air of deference, nor 
lows the Oriental — equivalent of 
“Hats! to escape him. — He merely 
does the trick infinitely more neutly, 
and generally with some 
that leaves the amateur writhing 
with impotent envy) The feeling one 
has about the Hindoo juggler, or con- 
juror, is, first, that he is exceedingly 
expert, but probably not so expert as 
either the Chinaman or the e apanese. 
Secondly, he is unfortunate in having 
his really creditable performances dis- 
counted in advance by misinformed, 
eredulous, or

Troubles of Owaing an Matate Away Up 
je the Air. 


On Wednesday, July 10, 1889, 
Snowdon, the highest mountain peak 
in Wales, and of all South Britain, 
rising to a height of 3,560 feet above 
the level of the sea’s surface, wax 
sold by auction in London. It wax 
purchased by Sir William Watkin— 
created a baronet in 1880—formerly 
chairman of the South-Eastern Rail- 
way Company, and called “the Rail- 
wav Kink,” representative in the 
House of Commons at various times 
of Yarmouth, Stockport, and Hythe, 
and who died on April 13, 1901, at 
80 years of age, and Was succeeded 
yin his tithe by his son, the present 
Sir Alfred Mellor Watkin. Sir Fa- 
Ward possessed ax one of his resi- 
dences a house in Beddgelert, by the 
southern foot of the mountain, 
Whence is one of the ways of ascend- 
ing; this dwelling being called ‘*The 
Chalet." which is a French word 
signifying ‘‘cottage."" At the auction 
the first bid was one of £2,000; but 
the mountain was tnally’ knocked 
down for $5,750. Waving come into 
Possession of such an owner, a rack- 
and-pinion railway was laid down by 
about 1897, the namie been applied to 
one on which there are cogs, teeth 
on the wheels which are caught by 
bars crossing the lines at right an- 
gles, the train being thereby prevent- 
ed from slipping back downwards, as 
otherwise it naturally would bv the 
law of gravity.

A Factor In Next Winter's Delight. 

Some of Its Little Wriaklen. 
~ The first-step in the process "of pret 
serving is to secure fruit of uniform 
ripeness and nt the height of {ts flavor, 
and cleanliness must be as much’ a, 
part of the regular routine as the selec- 
tion of the best materials. 

By a very simple eontrivance an ord!- 
nary wash boiler. may be converted 
into an excellent fruit steamer, one 
that will do the work as well as an cx- 
pensive sterilizer. Take apiece of 
bonrd about one-half inch thick and of 
a size to fit loosely into the bottom of 
the boiler. Have the board perforated 
with holes an inch in dlameter and, 
with! a .ppace of two inches between 
each, On the underside of the board 
nall cleats six Inches ‘high, one in the 
center and one near each end. ‘These 
serve a double purpose, primarily to 
keep the board above water, also to 
prevent it from warping. ; Put water 
to the depth of four inches into the 
boiler, put in the board and the steam- 
er is ready. On the board the jars are 
placed, filled with raw fruit, covered 
with a rich sirup. Have rubbers ad- 
justed” and MNds* screwed on loosely. 
Corer the boiler closely. If the lid 
docs not fit lay under it a thick cloth, 
so ag to prevent steam from escaping. 

Bring the water to the boiling. point, 
and boll from ten to twenty minutes, 









Berries require steaming ten minutes, 
peaches and apricots, fifteen minutes, 
while pears and such fruit must be 
steamed longer. When done screw the 
lids tightly on the jars and set on table 
to cool. By this method not only 1s the 
flavor of the frult retained, but the 
shape is preserved, and the ease with 
which the work may be done is also 
worthy of attention. 

Plums and nectarines are another 
good combination for jelly. Use half 
of each variety of fruit. The frult 
may be cooked together or separately 
at qne’s option. To extract the julco 
add a little water, then cook slowly 
until the julce flows freely. Strain 
through a jelly bag, measure and add 
three-fourths a cup of sugar to ench 
cup of juice. Boll fifteen minutes and 
pour Into heated jelly glasses, 

Equal parts of grapes and apples 
make a well favored jelly, nice to 
serve with game and meats. 

In making apple jelly try the effect 
of the juice and the thin yellow rind 
of a lemon to cach pint of apple juice. 
Skim out the bits of lemon rind when 
the jelly is put In glasses. Apple jelly 
to scrve with roast goose or pork is 
flavored delicately with mint—Boston 
Cooking Schoo! Magazine.

Grape Julce Easlly Made. i 

Grape juice is easily put up and is 
useful in many ways, says a Boston 
Cooking School Magazine writer, Wash 
and stem eight pounds of grapes; add 
a quart of coli water. Set on the 
stove and bring to a boll slowly. Let 
boil fifteen minutes, Stir and mash 
with a wooden spoon, strain through 
a jelly bag, add half a pound of granu- 
lated sugar to each quart of juice and 
boll fifteen minutes, Fill heated bot- 
tles, cork and seal while hot. This will 
be found useful for sherbets and iced 
puddings, It is excellent for sauces 
to serre with bolled puddings, and, 
Jrith lemons, hot water and a dust of 
elnnamon, a delicious hot punch may 
be evolyed that {s comforting on cold 
days. 





In the Tomato Season. 

In the tomato season we find it an 
excellent plan to fill a number of quart 
cans with the fruit which has been 
thoroughly cooked, sensoned with salt 
and a green pepper and strained, It 
pays for the extra trouble, when you 
wish to make a tomato soup In haste. 
I always can fruit juice ready to make 
Jelly in winter or to make fruit blanc- 
mange, puddings or Ices. Many of the 
acid fruits are really better when some 
of the juice is taken off. Thickened 
with pulverized sugar the Julce makes 
a delicious cake filling.—Good House- 
keeping.

Shopping or theater bags made of 
sboestrings are distinct novelties and 
te the uninitiated present profound mys- 
teries of construction. After one Uun- 
derstands the mode of working it Is 
an easy matter to make one as large or 
as small as the individual taste pre 
fers. The one pictured requires twen- 
ty-six shoestrings—the mobair ones, not 
the silk. Twenty-four of these are 
used for the bag and two for the 
strings. The shoestrings are tacked in 
pairs on a soft pine board, each pair 
being crossed as pictured in the detall 
of the cut. Six palrs are tacked on one 
side of the board and alx on the other, 
the board being turned as the knotting 
progresses whenever the side of the 
bag Is reached. In this way the work 
ig woven in circular shape. 

‘The detail pictures more clearly than 
words could do the mode of knotting 
the laces, the first stage being pictured 
on the left and the last on the right 
Of course the knot is drawn up closely 
in the actual work, but is left loose in 
the illustration, that its construction 
may be clearly seen. When the last 
row is reached the strings are looped 
over the shoe laces which serve for 
drawing strings, and the tag ends are 
slipped back through the knot and 
tacked securely with needle and thread. 
In the same way the lower ends when 
released from the board are tacked 
where they cross. the ones.at the cor- 
ner being doubled back as shown in the 
picture. The bags may be made of 
black, white or colored lacings, and 
may be lined with silk of a contrast- 
fog shade or left unlined. 

Just how to dispose of a wet sponge 
or wash cloth when one fs en route by

Observance of the Sabbath, Better Pay 
Yor Letter Carriers and Inspection : 
ef Barber sheps Discussed. cs 


Prockville, Sept. 24.—Guelph, St. 


John, N. B., and Montreal have in- 
vited the Trhdes and Labor Congress 
for next year and.the question will 
be decided GAls afternoon: Yesterday 
Rev. T. Albert Moore, general secro- 
tary of the Lord’s “Day Alliance, 
headed a deputation which appeared 
before the Congress on behalf of 
the observance of the Sabbath. 

The resolition calling’’‘upon — the 
Government to grant letter. carriers 
yearly increases up to a period of six 
years’ service, when a salary — of 
$2.25 a day will be duc by the of- 
fiuxfon of time, and not be left at 
the discretion of the Minister or oth- 
er official, was carried. 

Direct Lezislation. 


The resolution rejoicing that the 


Farmers’ Association has officially |” 


accepted and endorsed the principle 
of direct legislation by the initiative 
and referendu:n, and — pledging the 
Congress to co-operate with the new- 
ly-organized Direet Lezislation 
League, and press the Principle upon 
municipal representatives for adopt- 
ion. was unani:uously carried, 

Delegate Sanderson presented a re- 
solution, which was carried unani- 
mously, favoring the establishment of 
a Government printing bureau for the 
Province of Ontario. 

The. Congress — decided,» upon mo- 
tion of Delegate) Draper, to refer 
back the resolution providing for 
Goverument. regulation of | barber 
shops, so that it might be drafted 
without providing for the incorpora- 
tion of the barbers, which way do- 
clared to be contrary to the policy 
of the Congress. 

Storm Over Pelitics, 

A storm arose over the resolution 

instructing the Dominion Executive 
to list the names of candidates for 
Parliament who are favorable and 
unfavorably to organized labor, and 
send copies to all the afiliated bod- 
ies just before tha elections. ‘This 
division of the shoap and gouts was 
vigorously opposed by Delegate Hh, 
Glocking, who contended that it was 
not the place of the executive of the 
Congress to determine for the whole 
body, who was or what was not 
eligible for the support of the labor 
unionist. - 
. The resolution condemning — the 
Manufacturers’ Association for the 
statements they caused to be sent 
broadcast throughout the country to 
the effect that 11,000 mechanics were 
neded in Canada brought forth 
some strong speeches denouncing the 
conduct of the association named, 

An important resolution the Con- 
gress Will be asked to adopt to-day 
will be one from John F. Barnett, 
Toronto, of the Moulders’ Union, in 
which he calls upon the Congress to 
bring power to bear to restrain em- 
ployers from inducing Old Country 
laborers to come to this country un- 
der misrepresentation, and subject 
them to persecution when they re- 
fuse to work for them under the con- 
ditions, 

In the afternoon the delegates were 
tendered an excusrion to the Thou- 
sand Islands.

“i” London, Sept. 25.—Mr, Watson, 
4] continuing his argument on behalf of 
tho United States, dealt with ltus- 
Sin’s’ title to” the northwest coast, 
founded on discovery. and occupation, 
which, he argucs, was never seriously 
questioned south of 55 degrees. Em- 
peror Paul's ukase of 1799, assert- 
ing sovereignty down to that lati- 
tude, was undisputed by England. 
When in 1821 the Russinn Emperor 
issucd a further ukase, claiming juris- 
diction over the ocean and extend- 
ing the territorial clatin four degrees 
further south, England — prétested, 
chiefly against the maritime claim. 
Early in the consequent negotiations 
England acquiesced: in Russia’s sov- 
ercignty to 55 degrees. 

Russian Settlements 


Mr. Watson traced the progress of 
the carly Russian coast settlements 
north of 60 degrees south. He ad- 
mitted they. were few and far be- 
tween. Russia, however, had settle- 
ments onthe island opposite and 
used the mainland coast for purposes 
of hunting, fishing and trading with 
the natives, asserting and exercising 
oxclusive ownership thereof, During 
this period England made no claim.

The Barrier Theory. 

Mr. Watson devoted the afternoon 
sitting largely to the presentation of 
the barricr theory. Ho.argucd that 
the priniary idea in the minds of the 
Russian “negotiators was the estab- 
lishment of barriers to provent the 
advance of British traders from tho 
cast, whilo the British, in addition 
to the withdrawal of — the offensive 
pretension to maritime jurisdiction, 
desired such an interval between 
MTussian territory and the castern 
Hudson’s Bay posts as would sccure 
the freedom of the operations of tho 
latter company and preclude colli- 
sions, He argued that these purpos- 
ca would be completely frustrated if 
tho British were to possess the heads 
of inlets. Ho quoted from the nogo- 
tiations to show that both the Hud- 
son's Bay Company and George Can- 
ning orginally contemplated a *lis- 
icre’* to 100 miles in breadth. 

Tho President hero interposed the 
remark that this was in course of 
negotiation, but was agreed to and 
did not appear in the treaty. 

Mr. Watson, continuing, cmphasiz- 
cd his point. If the British wero to 
have ports and harbors on the main- 
land affording free access to the 
const and islands the objects of the 
Mussians would be destroyed. The 
“‘lisiere,”” he argued, was to bo 
wholly<on the continent, not partly 
on land, partly on water. 





Iscendlary Fires. 


Kingston, Sept. 25.—Within twelve 
hours Kingston lost two historical 
military buildings by fire. ‘The first 
blaze occurred in the forenoon Wed- 
nesday when the old cavalry stables 
on Bagot street were almost wholly 
wiped out.

Markets by This Meve—¥. H. Clergue,

New York, Sept. 25.—In spite of 
the story that Vickers & Maxim are 
negotiating to buy up the Soo works, 
the iinpression grows there that J. 
Pierpont Morgan and. his stccl trust 
will gobblo up the Canadian proper- 
ties. : 

Now, it is said, that at the auc- 
tion sale on Oct, 1 the United States 
Steel Corporation will be on hand 
with tho millions necessary to se 
cure the property, and with 80 little 
opposition that the trust will have 
made itself stronger than ever. Even 
Francis H. Clergue, the original pro- 
moter of the ‘‘Soo” enterprises, now 
is accused of working in the  inter- 
ests.of the Steel Corporation, and 
his sudden disappearance from the 
“Soo is construed by many to 
confirm this idea. 

To Get Canada Markets. 


The immediate advantage of the 
securing of the Consolidated by the 
trust would be the gaining of con- 
trol of the Canadian markets. Just 
at present the Grand ‘Trunk and Ca- 
nadian Pacific are heavy buyers of 
steel rails. With the preferential tar- 
iff the American mills of tho  stecl 
trust cannot compete with rails made 
on the Canadian sido. Therefore it 
is important for the trust to have 
inills across the border. The foreclo- 
sure under the debt due Speyer & Co, 
in this city will not be unopposed. 

A Philadelphia director of the 
steel trust, Mr. Widener, has said 
that it Is necessary that the trust 


(should seek foreign markets. Canada 


is a foreign market which, so far as 
steel rails go, it is quite possible to 
capture entirely. - 

Conld Not Supply Demand. 

The reason the Soo company never 
was able to scll stcel rails to the 
Canadian Government in quantity 
was due to the fact that it never 
was able to give all that was want- 
ed. Consequently the Canadians had 
to import from the United States. 
If the xtcel trust takes the Soo pro- 
perties it will be able to overcome 
this physical dificulty and give the 
Canudian roads all the rails they 
need, and, by having the preferential 
tariff raised, completely shut out all 
rails from the United States. 

The Canadian legislators undoubt- 
edly would aid to make the Soo a 
strictly Canadian industry by raising 
the present slight tariff on rails.

Stage—Nedistribution 1:1 Wassed 
With Some Amendments. 


Ottawa, Sept. 25.—Last night the 
‘Transcontinental Jtailway Bill passed 
Sut of the ,committes stage and re- 
ceived its second reading. Thus end- 
ed the, great fight of the longest sca- 
sion sin ‘the history of the Doininion 
Parliament, . The third reading of the 
bill will be.a forma! affair, consisting 
muinly of divisions on the twenty or 
more amendments which the Opposi- 
tion offered to the bill. Some sharp 
conflicts marked tho close of the de- 
bate, more g d:sents. were offered, 
but in nearly every instance the Gov- 
ernment declined to accept them. No 
less than thirty-six petitions wero 
presented against tho bill, | making 
115 petitions in five days, 

Coulda’t Bay Now. 


An {ssue raised by Mr. W, F. Mac- 
lean at the morning sitting of the 
House evoked a hot discussion. 
Mr. Maclean some days ago asked 
the Government if the clause in the 
original Grand ‘Trunk Railway char- 
ter which required the company to 
give a penny a mile passenger rato 
had been repealed. After several 
days’ delay the Acting Minister of 
Railsvays replicd that so much Grand 
Trunk legislation had been passed 
since the granting of the charter, he 
Was unable to say whether or not 
the clause had been repealed. Ho 
stated furthermore that he did not 
think it wise to give .a definite an- 
swer, ‘This ofMicial’s statement Mr. 
Maclean regarded as sufficient ground 
for the belicf that the clause had not 
been repealed. 

Two-Cent Nate. 


~ Ile moved an amendment providing 
that the Grand ‘Trunk Railway Com- 
pany should not be allowed to ac- 


ing a- third-class 
two cents a mile. 
‘The Minister of Justice sail that 
if tho clause in question was not re- 
pealed by direct legislation it was 
repealed by implocation. Under tle 
charter the company was required to 
give a first-class passenger rate of 
3 1-3 cents a mile, a second<lass 
Fate of 24 cunts and a third-class 
rate of 1 253 cents. The no third- 
class ratu § was given, the company 
charged only 3 cents for first-class 
and 2 cents for second-class service. 
Jt was therefore imposing a better 


passenger rato of 


rate than it was legally bound to 
give. 

Mr. Maclean replied that if therg 
Was not a third-class service be- 
tween ‘Toronto and Montreal there 


should he,

Other Amendment. 
Mr. Northrup moved an amend-

The hearing apparatus is far more 
wonderful than most people have the 
slightest idea of. It ts a marvelous 
collection’ of instruments for receiving, 
maguifyingeand recording sounds or 
vibrations, as the learned term them. 

What you do when you speak to a 
friend is to throw tho alr into vibra- 
tion. Your vocal organs strike the air, 
and the Impulscs thus caused reach the 
trumpet shaped bits of flesh and gristle 
you call ears, You have altogther six 
ears, : 

The flaps which are stuck on to cach 
side of the bead are the outer ears. Be- 
aides these there are the middle ears 
and the loner ears, all of which Me In 
cavities in the bones of the heat, All 
that the flaps do is to collect and con- 
centrate the vibrating currents of alr, 
so that they may strike the ear drums, 

These latter are really the: middle 
ears, The outer ear narrows as it en- 
ters the bead and ends in a ring. A 
membrane is stretched over this ring, 
much in the same way as a plece of 
parchment Is stretched over the bead 
of a drum. 

The car drum Is 2 true drum, for it 
can be tightened and slackened by 
means of Jerers made for that purpose. 
‘The tightening and slackening are done 
quite automatically to sult the various 
sounds, 

This is bow it Is tightened: In the 
middle ear are four tiny bones, the 
most pecullar looking bones imagina- 
ble. The biggest is a little odd shaped 
bone called the mallet. It looks like a 
UlUputian version of a lobster’s claw. 
Minute muscles are attached to it, so 
that it may act as a lever to increase 
or diminish the tension of the drum 
skin. One muscle relaxes the mem: 
brane, another pulls it taut. 

The four bones form a chain to con- 
nect the drum skin of the outer ear with 
the drum skin of the inner nm s0 to 
conduct the sound. The next bone to 
the mallet is the anvil, then come the 
spherical bone and the stirrup, which 
looks exactly like its namesake, but it 
is by far the most important of the 
four. By means of this alone one can 
hear, in a fashion, even if all the others 
be gone. 

A bony, gristly tube joins the ear- 
drum with the back of the mouth at 
the side of the soft palate. Hence the 
four bones are always in a bath of alr, 
Quite naked, as it were. It is owing to 
this that people who are somewhat 
deaf are able to bear better when they 
Usten with their mouths open. 

Now we come to the inmost ear, 
which {s made up of three parts. The 
first one is called the vestibule, or ball, 
and it has a drumbead to which the 
chain of little bones {s attached. 

The hall teads to the other parts, 
both of which consist of tortuous tubes. 
along which the sound passes. One 
part Is made of three semicircular 
canals, The other is shaped exactly as 
a snail's shell. All these make up a 
pecullar labyrinth, and all are com- 
pletely filled with a curious fluid. Their 
walls are lined with the soft, pulpy 
nerves of hearing which communicate 
with the brain. Owlng. to these com- 
plex and winding cavitics, a great ex- 
tent of nerves fs exposed for the recep- 
tion of sound. 

Now let us sce what happens when 
symebody says “Hear! to you, 

The air is thrown into vibrations, 
which spread out and out until they 
touch the side of your head, , There 
the fleshy flap on one side collects and 
magnifies the vibrations, p 

Down the ear funnel they pass until 
they reach the membrane of the drum 
of the ear. They strike on the mem- 
brane, which adapts itself to them. 
Then the vibrations are communicated, 
through the bones In the middle ear, 
to the membrane covering the entrance 
to the labyrinth, 

At you keep your mouth wide open 
the alr vibrations pays direct to the 
ttle bones. The inspulses of the air 
are not Interrupted by first having to 
strike the membrane of the drum; that 
fs all the difference. 

People coull casily converse with 
thelr .enrs sealed up. If tho two 
speakers each held an end of the same 
plece of hard wood against thelr teeth 
even the faintest whisper could be un- 
derstood. 

You will sce from this that what are 
commonly called the cara are not es- 
sentially necessary to bearing, after 
all. 

Well, however the vibrations are re- 
celyed, they finally strike against ‘the 
membrane covering the entrance to tho 
hall of the Jabyrinth. ‘Thence they 
make the fluld which fills tho labyrinth 
vibrate. These vibrations act on the 
fibers of the auditory nerve, the fibers 
which coat thé inner ear. Along this 
herve the impressions are communicat- 
ed to the brain. In this manner the 
sensation of sound is produced, and 
you know that somebody sald “Heart!”

Treland, as well/as the. far north of 
Scotland, had—possibly ‘still has—its 
“horse whisperers,” though the “broth- 
erings” which five such’ permanence 
and geninllty to the Scottish “plow- 
man's whisper” never seem ta, have ex- 
isted In the sister island. Irish “4whis- 
perers” have been lonely men, whose 
secret’ has generally dicd with them, 
says the Golden Penny. 





The most famous “whisperer” of. 


modern times ‘was James Sullivan of 
Dunhallow. No horse was ever 
brought to Sullivan which he did not 
permanently tame. Ordinarily restive 
animals he would master in a few min- 
utes. For exceptionally vicious borses 
hoe took about baif an hour, during 
which time he shut the stable door and 
forbade any one to open It till he gave 
the signal.” When the door was opened 
the horse was still lying down and 
Sullivan by bis side, playlog with him 
as a child does with a puppy. There 
was no tying up of the foreleg or any 
other visible means of coercion. How 
his ascendency was obtained no one 
could tell, i 

A successor of Sullivan named 
O’Harn became almost equally fanious, 
and was often urged to explain what 
was the secret of his influence, But 
O'Hara treated bis questioners as Sam. 
son did the Philistines, deluding them 
with various and, unsatisfactory oan- 
swers, At one tlnne, for instance, he 
said the ‘secret Jay in “rocking” the 
horse—putting one band firmly on his 
crupper, and with the other grasping 
his shoulder and then swaying him to 
and fro, gently at first ond gradually 
increasing the motion till you throw 
him, At another time he protested that 
his plan was to bite the animal's ear. 
Both these are well known jockey 
tricks, The most stubborn horse, they 
say, will be wholly subdued by being 
thrown twice or thrice, and If you can 
&et a vicious horse's ene between your 
teeth and bite hard you are his master 
and he your submissive slave from that 
time forward. As to the {dea that the 
“whisperer” works by kindness, It 
stands to reason that that method sup- 
Poses the entire education of the nni- 
mal to be in your hands. 1 you have 
only half an hour to do your work in, 
you must show overmastering power

JEREMIAH, LAMENTING, PLEADS WITH 
HIS COUNTRYMEN 


TO RETURN TO THE OLD PATHS 


Uses Homely Simille to Point Oat the 
Way te the Throne of God, in the 
Ordinary Country Paths or Rough 
Roadways Over Which Eastern Cara- 
vaus Traveled. ¢

Chicago, Sept. 27.—Amid tho. dis- 
tractions and temptations of modern 
life this sermon utters a warning cry, 
a timoly call for a return to the 
simple ways and upright, honorable, 
Christian lives, Tho text is Jeremiah 
vi, 26, **Ask for the old paths.”* 

Most simple is the toxt’s figure. Ita 
simplicity gives it a homely beauty. 
It has in it the aroma of the woods, 
It is one of those simple similes of 
country life that bring back to the 
weary city dweller, whose fect have 
been long accustomed to the hard 
paving stones of the city sidewalks, 
the memory of the footpaths over 
turf covered hills and the narrow 
lanes between the banks bejeweled 
with sweet wild flowers that he used 
to walk in his childhood days. The 
old paths—we can nover forgot them. 
It will do us good if we think of 
them this morning and seo if there 
are any moral lessons we can learn 
from them. Jeremiah, among the 
greatest of the prophets, lamenting 
that his countrymen had deserted 
their God. and disobeyed his laws, 
pleads with them to avert tho iin- 
pending punishment by returning to 
him, and he cmploys this simple fig- 
ure to portray their condition. Ho 
describes them as travelers lost upon 
the mountains of sin, hunting for a 
path which will lead them out of 
their moral difficultics. Ue repro- 
sents God as telling them to *‘ask 
for the old paths, which is the good 
Way, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find rest for your souls. But they 
said, “We will not walk therein.” 
Jeremiah points the right path Iead- 
ing to the throne of God by using 
the homely simile of the ordinary 
country paths or rough roadways in 
cominon use at the time, over which 
the eastern” caravans have traveled 
and the cows have come home for. the 
evening milking and over which have 
passed tired men and women when, 
with daily tasks well done, they have 
sought the home firesides for physic- 
al refreshment and for blessed sleep. 

Like Jeremiah, I would to-day. car- 
ry your thoughts back to the remi- 
niscences of the country and from the 
sweet, fresh flowers of the village 
hedgerows pluck blossoms which will 
remind you of old time associations 
and resolves. The greatest of horti- 
culturists is not the gardener who 
fashions his beds in the ‘‘inany col- 
ors” of a Joseph's coat or a grand. 
mother’s crazy quilt. It is he who 
makes his floral designs simple—very 
shinple, One bed Jooksa ax though it 
were a bit of Alpine lake flung among 
the crowded regiments of flowers, It 
is planted entirely with violets,  An- 
other bed looks like a great collec- 
tion of leaping ames. It is planted 
only In roses. It is very simple. It 
js as simple in colors as a cardinal's 
robe, Another bed has the Jaundic- 
ed look of a Malay's skin. It is 
only planted in golden glows, Another 
will be an azalea Ind, another oa 
a dahlia, another planted in white 
lilies, another in’ geraniums. ‘The 
horticulturistic «genius thrives best 
in the simplicity of colors, | From 
this sermonic bed I would pluck only 


the sweet for-get-inenots of tender 
memories. Like Jeremiah the prop- 
het FT would try to lead you over 


some of the old paths which your 
feét have trodjlen in the past, and 
in the leading £ would lead you to 
the foot of the croxs, 

The old path which wound its way 
toward the old hoinestead is the first 
one I would bid you to sevk, ‘That 
path by the side of which was once 
builded your, father’s and mother’s 
nursery is to-day in all) probability 
covered up with underbrush, Here it 
is blocked by the rotting trunk of a 
tree which has fallen sideways. ‘There 
it has been scooped out by a freshet 
and yonder covered up with a land- 
slide. It looks a great deal like ono 
of those old deserted log roads which 
once wound their way through the 
woods toward the town. After the 
new highway or pike. was opened tho 
farmers and the farmers’ wives al- 
ways went the other way to market. 
The result is that the sinall bushes 


and the weeds huve begun to grow 
over that «path which Jed to your 


mother’s nursery. It has long been 
untrodden by any human foot. Five, 
ten, fifteen, twenty, thirty years! 
What? -What? Have your mother 
and father been dead as long as that? 
My. my, how time does go! No 
wonder you have forgotten a great 
deal about your mother and her 
ways, : 

But, come, Iet us tuke our axes to- 
day and clear away some of that 
rubbish. Let us explore the old path 
which once led up tothe old hoine- 
stead. When the first settlers enter- 
ed the Michigan woods they used to 
“binze’’ the trees. ‘That means that 
with their axes they would chop a 
notch out of this tree and that and 
the other tree as they went along. 
Thus, if they could not find the, right 
place to settle in one diréction, they 
Would retrace their steps by these 
notches and start out in the woods 
from another direction. Well, these 
old paths which once lod up to” the 
homes of our childhood may not havo 
been used for a quarter of a century, 
but they can be casily followed. Our 
parents ‘blazed’ them all the way 
along. 

As I follow these “blazings’’ I find 
they were morally straight paths. 
They were as straight as a die. Your 
father may not have had much money 
Tn all probability you, as a farmer's 
hoy, remember him for the most part 
clothed “fn overalls and a woollen 
shirt. But under that rough exterior 
there beat a heart as true as honesty

years, you remember him traveling 


that ‘straight path."* You cannot: 


think of onejact your father over did 
which was’ dishonorable. Ah, that 
old father of yours may have sorn 
shabby clothes and may have been 
poor in pocket, but he was rich in 
character. Tho path he traveled to 
and from the old homestead: was al- 
ways a “straight path,’’ ‘Though the 
‘Yast will and testainent’’ which he 
signed: made provision for a few trin- 
kets, a Bible and # gold headcd canc, 
and perhaps a snuffbox, that father 
left you the grandest legacy oa boy 
ever received. He left to you an un- 
tarnished name, tho example of a 
father’s life well and honvstly lived. 
Even as I speak now and talk about 
his past life a blush mantles your 
cheek, “When you contrast his puro 
life with yours and you remember 
somo of the mean, sneaking things 
you'are accustomed to do in your 
dealings with your fellow men, you 
gay: ‘I wish I had always followed 
in the footsteps of iny father. I wish 
I had always followed in his straight 
path,"* Why don’t you, my brother? 
Why don’t you now? Are the thick- 
ets too strong about you? Are tho 
jungles of sin too dense? God is tell- 
ing you to-day to seck the old paths. 
Ask for the old path, the straight 
path, the honcat path, which your 
father once trod, Seek it now! 
Then, again, I. further study tho 
“bilazing’* marks along the paths 
which Iced up to the home of our 
childhood. T find out that these 
paths wero Christian paths and al- 
ways led toward the throne of God. 
How do I know? Simple enough, 
Let mo iMustrate: When I go to Eu- 
rope as far ax possible I live there 
among the natives, and for the most 
part among the common people, Now, 
again and again, when I have turncd 
iny back upon European cities and 
climbed the unfrequented paths which 
lead over the mountains, I have been 
startled with finding here a cross and 
there an altar. I would find these 
crosses and altars far, far away from 
aay house or church. Then, as I 
have concealed myself among the trecs 
and waited, I have seen weary peas- 


ants come along with great big packs ¢ 


strapped to their shoulders. Then f 
have seen them stop and look around 
to see if any one was watching. Then 
I have seen them unstrap their bur- 
dens and lay them at the feet of the 
image of Christ and then and there 
kneel in prayer, Well, my friend, in 
going along the pathway which was 
“blazed’’ by your mother’s — bread 
knife and knitting needle, 1 come 
upon altars everywhere.

Martial law has been proclaim- 
od and the two elements ure con- 
tending with violence for control of 
tho city. Yestorday was replete with 
scenes of violence and a  thousani! 
disorderly characters wero . racing 
ahrough tho streets last night threat- 
\oning to use dynamite and loot the 
place. 

- Two rioters shot down in tho 
streets by the police, twenty persons 
injured more or less seriously Dy ‘ly- 
ing missiles, the magnificent adminis- 
tration building of the Clergue Works 
‘wrecked as completely as if swept by 
cyclonic force, and the ferry and 
Btroet railway and pulp works forced 
fo suspend through threats of —vio- 
lence, are some of the drastic events 
of the day. 

More troops Were expected from 
Sudbury last night and from Toron- 
to to-day, as the militia are whilly 
inadequate in the meantime, for oven 
tho rioters laugh at the soldicrs and 
defy them. 

Shoot to Kill" Orders. 


A conservative estimase is one of 
Gismal aspect. Municipal authorities 
hours ago ceased their lenient — mea- 
sures and on overy side the — rioters 
are confronted with ‘Shoot to kill’! 
orders, Police and soldiers carry 
ball cartridge. -Durine the fore- 
noon the polico fraternized with the 
rough characters and endeavored to 
handle them without force. They 
Wanted the cars stopped and Mayor 
Plummer ordered tho power off. The 
ringleaders insisted that tho ferry 
should not operate and tho connec- 
acne between the two cities are cut 
of.

The street scenes were rough beforo 
that, but the disorderly crowd reach- 
ed riotous proportions instantly. The 
great administration building of the 
Consolidated Company was surround- 
td by a thousand hooting, cursing 
bushnwn, when several dozen copies 
of the statement were handed out 
from Manager Coyne. Some were 
drunk, but the majority were sober. 
Instantly they became a seething 
mass of destructive animals, appar- 
ently determined to even break up 
the granite blocks composing the big 
buildings. 

The big rough woodmen, with their 
hats off and matted hair, stringing 
out Jn the wind, raced around the 
buildings seeking missiles with which 
to hurl at tho windows.” The white 
faces of the clerks could be secn as 
they hurriedly’ gathered at different 
points on the inside, some held pis- 
tols in their trembling hands. A doz- 
en police stood outside and witness- 
ed the destructive efforts of the dis- 
appointed workmen and were hustled 
here and there as thew stood in the 
Way of the mad throng. Thev were 
arined, but they wero too wise to 
resort to retaliatory measures. 


The Saloons Closed. 


From all parts the mob gathered re- 
crults, those coming from remote sec 
lions being fntlamed by exaggerated 
Ti ports of the. work of the polles as 
they upproached. A_hasty telephose to 
the police station and Mayor Vlu:mn- 
mor began to prepare for emerge: 
Specials were sworn in and the saleoas 
chaed.

A GHNPDIEN'S ARGUMENT 


Christopher Robinson. K: C., 
Makes Some Good Points. 








“Mx, Watson Was Concluded Bis Freses- 
tation of the United States Case Be- 
fore the Alaska Tribuval—Ie Contende 
That at No Folnt Are There Mountains 
Correspondisg to the Treaty — Mr. 
Rebinson’s Heply. 


(Canadian Associated Press.) 

London, Sept: 20.—With' the third 
week of the sitting of the Alaoskun 
Boundary ‘Tribunal, which commenc- 
ed yesterday morning, Mr. D. ‘T. 
Watson, of Pittsburg, resumed his 
argument on behalf of the United 
States, in support of the contention 
that the treaty of 1825 contemplated 
mountains along the entire lino or in 
default of mountains a ten-leaguc line 
throughout. He held that the word 
*“‘partout’’ in the alternative provi- 
sion of Article 4 applics to the whole 
Mne, and not merely to parta of it, 
such as the horseshoe line of Great 
Britain requires. The. Hudson Bay 
map exhibited before the House of 
Commons in 1857 showed a ten- 
league line throughout. Lord Salia- 
bury in 1886 evidently contemplated 
that tho mountains might fail ecn- 
tirely. Mr. Watson contended on be- 
half of the United States that there 
wero no mountains suitable, and 
that, therefore, the mountain line 
must be discarded for the ten-leaguo 
line, which should run round the 
heads of inlets and be everywhere ten 
leagues from the sea. 

Mr. Aylesworth asked—Supposing 
No mountains exixted, and the whole 
country Was an extensive plain, did 
the United States consider that tho 
ten marine league line should be ap- 
plied? 

Mr, Watson—Yes. 

The President—Do you contend that 
at no part of this line are there 
mountains corresponding to the 
treaty? 

Limit of the Ocean, 


Mr. Watson—At no point. Continu- 
ing, he discussed the meaning of the 
word ‘‘ocenn”’ in the said treaty. Tho 
Lynn Canal was o limit’ of the ocean, 
just as a man’s log wax part of the 
man.

‘The Earliest Panctuation, 
Tunctuation by means of stops or 
points, so as to indicate the mneaniug 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation, Is ascribed origi 
nally to Aristophanes, an Alexandrian 
grammarian, who Mved in the third 
Whatever his syste: 
may have been, It was subsequenuy 
neglected and forgotten, but was rein- 
troduced by Charlemagne, the various 
stops and symbols being designed by 
Warncefried and Alcuin. 

The present system of punctuation 
was introduced in the latter part of the 
fifteenth century by Aldus Manutius, a 
Venetian printer, who was responsible 
for our period, colon, semicolon, com- 
ma, marks of interrogation and excla- 
mation, parenthesis and-dash, hyphen, 
apostrophe and quotation marks, These 
were subseqncnty _ copied by other 
printers until their use mé univer: 
sal. 

Most ancient finguages were inno- 
cent of apy system of punctuation. We 
find in many early manuscripts that 
the letters are placed at equal distances 
apart, with no connecting link between, 
even In the matter of spacing, an ar- 
rangement which must have rendered 
reading at sight somewhat difficult.

STYLE IN TYPEWRITING. 





Work May'Be Wentified. 

It will come as a surprise to many 
people to know that there is 2 great 
typewriting. Were 
half a dozen operators to use the same 
machine, paper and actual words, each 
printing off a dozen sheets, and were 
all these to be mixed up indiscriminate- 
ly, a practiced eye could distinguish 
each operator's work fastantly. 

In a recent law case, where a lengthy 
typewritten document of many sheets 
was In question, It was alleged that 
one of the papers Included bad been 
substituted for another sheet. Altbough 
to a casual eye all the sheets seemed to 
be the work of one hand, experts 
sbowed that the spacing wes quite dif- 
ferent, especially between the end of 
one xentence and the beginning of an- 
other, and on the substituted sheet the 
new paragraphs began In quite a differ- 
ert position on the lines, and the let- 
ters were sbaky Instead of upright and 
fim, and the punctuation—the crucial 
test—was wholly different.

Facalty of Potsing QYoxrscaned by 
Somo of the Largest Birds, 

“While I never bave secn it explained 
fn print,” sald one of the ornithologica, | 
sharps of the zoo, “It is a wonder to 
me persens should express amazement 
at the ability of certaln birds to hang 
polsed in the air without wing motion. 

“It is a favorlte trick of the great 

condor. Away In the alr, far beyond 
the mountnin tops, these birds bang 
poised as niotlonless as if perched on 
solid rock. ‘Truc, thelr wings are ore 
stretched, but even through glasses not 
the slightest motion is. perceptible. 
They remain in this position for many 
minutes, sometimes for an hour, mak- 
ing a careful scrutiny of everything be- 
low them in their search for prey. 
Then, with a slight tilting of the wings, 
they flap slowly away, or, having 
found what they were secking, dart 
ike a bullet toward it. The cagle, 
hawk and other specics have this same 
faculty of polsing apparently on noth- 
ing. 
“These birds move about until they 
meet an uprising current of alr. It 
may come front: immediately beneath 
them, from wind deficcted by striking 
n cliff along the sea, or may come 
from a great distance, where a rush- 
ing wind struck the side of a moun- 
tain and was turned upward. Belng 
on the wing most of the time In search 
of prey, they have Icarned to utilize 
these uprushing alr currents for thelr 
own purposes, Coming to one of these 
and heading to the wind, they Gx their 
pinions at an angle which will permit 
them to rest there and scrutinize some- 
thing that has taken thelr attention 
Perhaps on tbe plaln below. Thus, 
while they seem poised on nothing, the 
nir current rushing upward buoys 
them. 

“You sce the same thing In mid- 
ocean when ships are followed by 
flocks of gulls, in some fare case clear 
across the ocean. When the ships start 
out the gulls fly here and there, some- 
times away of high and again skim- 
ming the surface of the water in 
search of food.

The answer was four days, He asked 
the experts how Jong a cholera germ 
might live in running water. “Seven 
days,” was tho answer. New York had 
to buy up that watershed, and the cost 
ran into the millions. But Rils had his 
“beat,” and New York has pure water.

Still the authori- 
ties have felt their weakness too 
keenly to attempt to restore more 
than a semblance of order. The 
streets are patrolled by soldiers with 
fixed bayonets, the cars and the ferry 
remain tied up, where threats of the 
disorderly element placed them Mon- 
day, and the saloons are still bar- 
red. 
A display of force was made by tho 
police and troops early in the day to 
overcome a large crowd of howling 
Italians and French-Canadians who 
were bearing down on the jail with 
the avowed purpose of battering 
down the doors and releasing — their 
companions. An extra skirmish line 
Was thrown around the bastile, and 
Magistrate Quibell began to supply 
revolvers and special badges to doz- 
ens of merchants and citizens to af- 
ford greater security.

UNIQUE BALLOONING, 


View Obtained of Antarciia Regions From 
An Airship. 

Balloon ascents for military recon 
nalssance aro cominon enough. Some 
day they will be. extensively: employ- 
ed for geographical exploration, pers 
haps. ‘There is talk of using captive 
airships for enabling tourists to view 
Alpino scenery casily, But for polar 
research they bave thus far been 
practically neglected. Poor Andree 





hoped that in a’ free balloon he. 


might drift steadily northward from 
Spitzbergen \ several hundred miles, 
but he paid for that error with’ 
death. Tho trial which was made jn 
tho Antarctic seas from tho British 
ship Discovery is practically unique 
in the annals of acronautics, Never 
befora was a successful ascent made 
under similar conditions, ! 

Leaving Lyttleton, New Zealand, 
Just before the close of 1901, the 
British expedition pushed steadily 
southward, heading for Cupe Adair. 
‘The Ice barricr which skirts the Ant- 
arctic continent extends almost con- 
Unuously along the sixty-fifth or 
sixty-sixth parallel of south latitude, 
By far the most remarkable break in 
the coast line occurs to the south- 
eastward of Australia. There is an 
enormous recess, five hundred or six 
hundred miles dcop, and fully as 
wide, called McMurdo Bay. Along its 
Western shore lies Victoria Land. Its 
eastern boundary is poorly defined, 
and is represented only vaguely by 
fice, The southern side is almost 
Straight, and extends eastward and 
westward fairly close to the seventy. 
eighth parallel of latitudo. 

Touching first at Cape Adair, at 
the northwestern corner of the bay, 
Captoin Scott skirted Victoria Land 
and reached the southwestern corner, 
near the volcanocs Erebus and Toer- 
ror. Turning eastward on Jan. 22, 
10902, he worked his way slowly 
along tho ice barrier, which for more 
than five hundred miles has a height 
of from 50 to 280 feot. Apparently 
the ice had receded somewhat from 
the Umits noted by Sir Jamcs Ross, 
who explored the region in 1845, 
During the next few days Captain 
Scott saw land off tothe eastward 
of him which has never before been 
chartered and also observed that tho 
ice barrier fteelf practically: disap= 
peared, and was replaced by sloping 
feo, which doubtless covered land. 
The barrier proper is a frozen pack, 
ia generally level in spite of its 
roughness, and is thought to overlie 
Ben. 

It was just after turning back after 
these observations toward Mount 
Erebus that the balloon ascent was 
made. The ship was still under con- 
trol, the season corresponding. to 
midsummer, An inlet through tho 
ice, which reached further southward 
than any other to which the Discov 
ery could penetrate, was now utillz- 
ed to study the land. Hydrogen, 
compressed in cylinders and brought 
from home, Was used to inflate the 
gas bag. Owing to the low temper 
ature of this region, a inuch greater 
quantity Was required than would 
Haye been necded in temperate ¢lim- 
utes. Tho cable which held this 
floating observatory captive was 750 
fect long. No satisfactory landing 
Place was discovered, but an admir 
able view of the region was had. 
This occurred Feb. 4, 1902. Thon 
the Discovery pushed on westward, 
found a satisfactory anchorage © in 
McMurdo Strait, close to Mount Fr- 
ebus, and on March 24 (just after 
the autumnal cquinox) she was fror- 
en in. _ Subsequently Captain Scott 
organized sledgo partics which exe 
plored the vicinity.

Yalaces of Waters, 

The principal Palace of Waters Js an 
Imnmensxe hall which stretches In mys- 
terlous grandeur far beneath the city 
of Constantinople. Its roof is formed 
of wide spanned arches supported on 
massive marble colamns. These stand 
some tea fect apart, and their capitals 
are eluborately wrought. . 

This marvelous building springs 
from an expanse of waters which un- 
derlies the foundations of the city for 
miles. Its origin and extent have been 
shrouded in mystery ever, since its dis- 
covery about seventy years ago, when 
soine of the arches gave way. All at- 
tempts to explore by boat this marvel 
of construction have been either fatal 
or fruitless, 

Another palace of waters was the 
stately Palace of Ive which was built 
in 1739 at the command of Anne, em- 
press of Mussin, to honor the nuptials 
of the Prince Gail.tzin and a simple 
peasant girl. In this novel palace 
bride and bridegroom were housed, in 
room3 of which the walls and furnt- 
ture ana bed were constructed wholly 
of frozen w-ter.

Robinson argucd that all Russia 
stipulated for was a strip wide 
enough to keep the British from com- 
ing down and competing with their 
posts. It- was a case of the shop ov- 
er the way. He asked how tho in- 
lets broke the continuity of the lis- 
jere any more than the rivers, the 
use of which Russia expressly grant- 
ed to Great Britain. He quoted Mr. 
Justice Story that a river is an arin 
of the sea. Anyway, if the negotia- 
tions show that the Itussians wanted 
an absolutely unbroken lisicre, the 
treaty shows that they did not get 
it, and it is the treaty, not the no- 
gotiations, that govern. 

The Mape Are Useleas. 

Referring to the subsequent — al- 
leged acts of admission by Enj,land 
of the United States’ claim to the 
heads of the inlets, he ridiculed the 
testimony of the maps. Not only 
were the cartogri#phers ignorant | of 
the natural featuses they depicted, 
but no one in-tie work! had ever 
seen then, Was it the business of 
nations to notify cartographers all 
over thy world of mistakes in their 
maps? Jn no case could maps bind 
nations. Unless explicit sanction 
were given, the maps of unsurveyed 
countries were valueless. When the 
United States first asked Great Bri- 
tain for a map the latter, in send- 
ing it, distinctly disavowed its cor- 
rectness. 

No Use For Indian Allegiance. 


Coming té& the question of occupa- 
tion, he said that the Russian  oc- 
cupation before 1867 Was very 
slight, and only amounted to keep 
ing the Indians in order, to which 
Great Hritain had no objection. 
From 1867 to ISSO the United Stat- 
es acts were from the decks of their 
ships, for the Indians would not let 
them land. He ridiculed the claim 
that the United States had obtained 
the allegiance of the natives and 
said: “With a bottle 
a blanket you can obtu? 
egiance of any Indian.” 

As to Canada’s responsibility prior 
to 1873, he said we bad no concern 
with that country, and until the 
Canadian Pacific was built knew less 
of Alaska than of Egypt. He dis- 
cussed the position of the Hudson 
Bay Company, and suid they were 
merely licensed traders. It was ab- 
surd to suppose that they could vary 
the territorial limits of the Eapire. 

Discussing the repeated statements 
of the United States that they had 
no official knowledge of Great  Bri- 
tain’s claims to the heads of the in- 
lots until 1898, he showed that tea 
years before Sir Charles Tup c had 
handed Secretary Bayard, ‘saps and 
memos by Dr. George Dawson, dis- 
tinctly showing it “Mr. Bayard sent 
them to the Frexident, who sent 
them to Congress, which published 
them for public information, print- 
ing maps snowing the consentional 
line proposed by Canada, 

Meundary of 1834. 

After Juncheon Mr. Christopher 
Robinson, K.C., resumed his argu- 
ment before the Alaska Tribunal. He 
referred to Col, Dennis’ report on 
the boundary” in 1874, which, he 
suid, was meade without sufficient 
knowledge of the fucts, and is more 
thun offset by the reports of Thorn 
end Mendenhall eighteen years after, 
which speak of the line being = run 
parallel to the general trend of the 
cousts. He censured Mendenhall for 
his offensive allusions to British do- 
plomacy and suid that however will- 
ing Canada might be for reciprocity 
with the United States, she wants 
no exchange of language such as 
this.

Individuallty in Trees. 

Those who are planting hardy va- 
tictics of apple trees for the purpose 
of top-grafting them with the best 
varieties of marketable apples, aro 
working along right lincs to sccure 
profitablo orchards, providing other 
details, such as pruning, spraying, 
cultivation, fertilizing, etc., are at- 
tended to. + But there is a pdinter 
here for the grower: Whether he in- 
tends to do his own grafting or to 
employ somctono clsc to do it, hoe 
should bo casting his cye around at 
this time of year to sce where he can 
secure the right kind of scions with 
which to top -work his young orch- 
ard. Not only should ho be on the 
lookout where to secure the proper 
varietios, but there is another point 
of very great importance to tho fu- 
ture bearing of his orchard. Ho 
should observo the individuality of 
the trees from which he intends to 
cut his scions. 

This is a new theory to most 
people, and many are incredulous, but 
thero can be no doubt from the evi- 
dence gained by experience that this 
is not a theory, but a -well-cstablish- 
ed fact—the individuality of fruit 
trees—that some individual trees will 
far surpass others of the samo vVa- 
ricty under the very same conditions 
as to sojl and care, and that scions 
obtained from such a tree and graft- 
ed into another will carry that jn- 
dividuality “with it and perpetuate 
it. Here is'simply another evidence 
of our ability to control the forces 
of nature for our own benefit, and 
the fruit-grower should not bo slow 
to take advantage of it,

express this when he returned to us, 

“Je that 50?" bo said.  *’Perhaps 
you are right. Iam in the habit of 
dividing my {cllow-men into two 
classes, tho foolish and the wise, and 
I put all scientists into the former 
class. As in Borris. I do not know 
mucn adout nim.‘2 nhve read “News 
from Nowhere,’ but I do not care for 
that kind of book. It is like Bella- 
my’s ‘Looking Backward.” How can 
any ono forrcast the future? If the 
Romans haw tried to picture the pre- 
sent day, what would they have 
mado it?’’ 

Tolsto!, as he told us, has no faith 
in Socialisin, involving as it does 
government und Interference, to which 
he, as an Anarchist, albeit a peace- 
ful one, is to strongly opposed. 

Of Ruskin and Dickens he spoke 
with great warmth, saying that all 
Dickens’ clincucters are his personal 
friends. lie had read most of Rus- 
kin’s books, beginning with ‘Unto 
This Last.*’ Had we secn “Ruskin 
et la Bibic?’® *‘No? You must get 
{t. There was aman who read his 
Bible, and !o somo purpose. Ho was 
a@ very grot man.” “I like his 
face,”” ho udded. 
portraits, front face and profile, both 
after he had yvrown a beard. He was 
ike a Russian peasant.”* 

This last remark {s still more true 
of Tolstoi himself, whoso type of 
face, with tess force and less keen- 
ness In Lhe eye, but the samo fen- 
tures, may te seen again and azain 
in the streets of Tula and Moscow, 
There {s nothing delicate, nothing 
aristocratic about his build, although 
his family is an ancient and distin- 
guished one. His nose, as he lament- 
ed in his childhood, is very broad, 
his lips are thick, his hands and 
ears noticeably large. In manner and 
gpecch he is very gentle, ready to 
Usten as well as to talk. 

One of us quoted Ruskin’s lament 
to a friend that he had not renounc- 
ed his possessions, ‘That interests 
me very inueh,”* Tolstoi said, ‘for it 
is my case also, And why .did not 
Ruskin do it?" “He found {t so dif- 
ficult. Ic had so many ties, artists 
to support, &c."" “Ah!” ho replied 
with a sigh. ‘‘That is It; we do not 
become Christians until late in life, 
and then there are tics.” 

My friends wished to consult Tol- 
stol*nbout a personal mattcr. When 
the little conterence seemed nearly 
over I rejoined them. ‘I cannot, ad- 
vise you,’ he was saying. “If vou 
are to teath others, It must be dono 
unconsciously.”” He lald great stress 
on this word. “By example?’ some 
one asked. ‘**Yes, by example. Live 
accerding tu tho law of Jesus Christ 
—that of love between. man and 
man.” ‘Ifow do you regard Christ?’* 
“As a man—! could not narrow my 
religious coreeption by believing oth- 
erwise. Some German has written 
a book to prove that Christ nover 
exfsfed. 1 was ‘asked what I thought 
shout Jt, aml I replied that it was 
probably untrue, but that it did not 
matter to mo at all whether Tie ex- 
isted. His teaching oxists, and is the 
revelation of God.” **You do not 
mean thot {t {s an exclusive revela- 
tion?” “Oh, no,” said. Tolstol; “I 
believe that icvelation still goes on, 
that all great spirits have been the 
channels fur revelation and that all 
religions ave this {in-common. But 
the Christian revelation seems to me 
to bo the higlest yct given to the 
world. We cannot tell what God is. 
Wo cannot even say whether there be 
one God or many gods,"’ ‘ 

We had lve walking to and fro 
fn the orchard when the lowing of 
cattle reached us from the villace. 
Suddenly Tolstol oxclaimed:  **Yes- 
terday I conld scarcely walk up 
stairs, but terday I feel quite strony, 
Let us go over to the village.” It 
will interest you.” Indeed, he look- 
ed both strony and wiry os he strodo 
along in his top boots, and we wero 
told that he often walks and rides 
many miles, though he Is now soven- 
ty-flve. It was a holiday, and the 
villagers wer all in thelr gayest 
dresses, arc! inen and women, strong- 
looking, keen-vyed, round-limbed, at 
once calle! up the picture of tho vil- 
lagers in *' John Ball.’

Mr, Blackwood, I may say, has 
published tho remainder of Miss 
Harraden’s books — all too fow in 
number—and between publisher and 
author there exists the warmest 
friendship.
